ILLINOIS HAS TAKEN ACTION 





Legal Proceedings Will Be Instituted 
to Require Companies to Comply 
With the Law 


If the ruling adverse to underwriters’ 
agencies issued Tuesday by Superintend- 
ent Potts of Tllinois seeks to interfere 
with the continued operation of the New 
York Underwriters Agency that institu- 
tion, it is authoritatively stated, will im- 
mediately contest in the courts the t 
of the s official to inte _ 
with it. The New York Underwriters 
cured a decision in 1898 that estopped the 


then superintendent from ly inter- 
fering with the agency. 
Superintendent Rufus M. Potts of 


the illinois department, has ruled out 

“underwriters agencies” in the state, 
declaring they are without warrant of 
law. He will begin legal proceedings 
at once against all companies main- 
taining “annexes” to compel them to 
conform to the law. Such action 
means, of course, a legal fight. The 
companies will at once organize to fight 
the edict, and it looks now as if the 
issue will come squarely up to the 
courts. The companies say the ruling 
is founded on no law and has not a 
leg to stand on. They will probably 
get an injunction at once. 

Text of the Ruling 
_ Superintendent Potts says in his rul- 
ing: 

Complaint in writing has been filed 
with this department, alleging that cer- 
tain corporations and persons were con- 
ducting the business of fire insurance, 
in this state, contrary to law, by the 
issuance of so-called “underwriters” 
policies. In order to be fully advised 
in the premises, due notice of a public 
hearing, on this subject, June 1, 1914, 
at this department, was given to all 
corporations and persons interested. 

At said hearing all insurance -com- 
panies, which are members of the Na- 
tional Board and issue “underwriters” 
policies, were represented by counsel; 
also other corporations and persons in- 
terested. At this hearing the evidence, 
under oath, of all persons desiring to 
be heard, was taken, a copy of which 
evidence, together with all exhibits, and 
briefs submitted, is hereto attached, and 
made a part of this finding. 

Findings of Fact 
Upon consideration of the complaint 


and evidence, I find that it is my duty 
under the laws of the state of Illinois 
in relation to proper supervision of in- 


surance to take action thereon. 
I find that in the year of 1913 there

Much Discussion Arises Over the New 
Forms to Be Put Into Effect 
in the State 





St. Joseph, Mich., June 17.—(Special.) 
—With a large attendance when Presi- 
dent George K. March of the Fireman’s 
Fund called the meeting to order, the 
second annual session of the Michigan 
Underwriters’ Association got down to 
work the first thing this morning, after 
many members had gathered the night 
previous at the Edgewater Club for a 
dinner together and an evening of gos- 
sip. 

° Disscussion of New Forms 

Discussion of the new forms in Mich- 
igan was the chief business before the 
body. The question was brought be- 
fore the association as to whether the 
new forms will be mandatory. It was 
said that it would be farcical unless 
they were mandatory, and a report was 
mentioned to the effect that as 90 per- 
cent of the companies have accepted 
the forms they may be made mandatory 
by the Michigan department for the 
remaining companies. 

A suggestion was made that the mem- 
bers of the association take up the mat- 
ter with their respective companies and 
insist that the new forms be treated as 
mandatory for the sake of good prac- 
tice, as it was said that many agents 
approved the new forms and favor 
their adoption. 

Argument Is Provoked 

This suggestion was put as a motion, 
which brought the opposition out with 
the argument that the large agents pre- 
fer to print their own forms to meet 
their own local conditions, especially in 
the larger cities of the state where the 
forms of the inspection bureau may not 
be applicable. 

After a lengthy discussion it was de- 
cided that the association would take 
no action on the matter, either as a 
body or as individuals until the forms 
are all out and can be seen and exam- 
ined. Until then the matter was tabled 
by unanimous vote. 

Good Attendance at Hand 

Seventy-five percent of the member- 
ship of the association was present 
when President March called the first 
session to order and a few more came 
in during the day, making the second 
annual meeting especially noteworthy 
from the point of view of attendance. 
Chairman McOmber read the executive 
ccemmittee report, in which was brought 
out the fact that the Michigan depart- 
ment has no objections to a corpora- 
tion acting as agent for an insurance 
company as long as the agency is men- 
tioned in the corporate articles. 

Treasurer J. S. Fletcher of Detroit 
reported a balance in the exchequer 
greater than that of a year ago, without 
any assessment during the year. 

Notable Visitors Present 

Visitors at the meeting, outside of 
regular members, included George H. 
Moore and Hugh R. Loudon of the 
Liverpool & London & Globe western 
department; W. C. Boorn, assistant 
manager of the western department of 
the Hartford; Ernest Palmer, repre- 
senting the National Board; J. George 
Stauffer, superintendent of agencies for 
the western department Firemans 
Fund; Gus M. Wise, state agent of the 
London in Indiana, and T. M. Luce of 
the western department of the Na- 
tional of Hartford. 

Besides the discussion concerning the 
new forms Mr. Moore of ‘the Liverpool 
& London & Globe spoke briefly con- 
cerning present conditions in the west, 
and several other extempore talks were 
made, 

May Change Meeting Date 

It was decided to take steps toward 
changing the regular meeting dates of 
the association so that both the associ- 
ation and the Michigan Field Club can 
hereafter hold their meetings follow-

MANY MUTUALS BEING FINED 





Farmers Companies Thought They 
Were Exempt from Provisions of 
Income Tax Law 





Many farmers mutuals throughout 
the country labored under the delusion 
that they were not amenable to the new 
federal income tax law. Internal reve- 
nue collectors are now serving notice 
upon them that no returns have been 
received and that they will be expected 
to pay a fine in addition to the tax and 
the penalty for late payment. 

While the law provides that corpora- 
tions failing to make returns are sub- 
ject to a penalty of from $1,000 to 
$10,000 for violation of the law, col- 
lectors are advising secretaries to de- 
posit $25 with them as an offer of set- 
tlement. Such amounts are being ac- 
cepted by the government. 

The law covers every fire insurance 
company, apparently, even though it 
might not be incorporated and working 
under the law of any state. The farm- 
ers mutuals have never before had to 
pay a tax of any sort or description

State Association Calls In the Leading

Lincoln, Neb., June 12.—(Special)— 
A hundred or more fire agents of Ne- 
braska met in the annual session of the 
Nebraska Association of Local Fire & 
Casualty Insurance Agents here today 
and judiciously mixed business with 
pleasure. The local members of the 
association had provided for baseball 
games, boxing matches and a cabaret 
luncheon. The sessions were held at 
an amusement resort. The morning 
hours were spent in discussing subjects 
of interest to the agents; the afternoon 
was devoted to fun. 

Suspicion as to Rates 

In Nebraska there has been much 
trouble over discrimination in rates be- 
tween different localities. Efforts have 
been made to remedy it by legislation, 
but the public has been skittish. When 
the association branched out from 
Omaha three or four years ago and 
took in all other cities and towns of 
the state, a suspicious public at once 
said its purpose was to form a combi- 
nation on rates. 

The association officers denied this 
and claimed that the purpose of the en- 
larged organization was good fellow- 
ship. It has proved this in different 
annual meetings by steering away from 
the subject of rates very generally. 
Resolutions are tabooed and in follow- 
ing the custom none were passed at 
this session. 

Rate Question Is Discussed 

Two speakers boldly grappled with 
the rate puzzle at today’s session. C. 
H. Clancey, ex-fire commissioner of the 
state, and W. S. Ridgell, fire warden, 
both agreed that conditions ought to 
be improved. 

_ Mr. Clancey was strong in his crit- 
icism. He believed that fire companies 
are being supervised to death and that 
cost of insurance has been increased 
because of senseless legislative regula- 
tions. He charged that in different 
cities of the state insurance is written 
at less than cost, but since companies 
do not do business at a loss, this deficit 
1s made up in other parts of the state. 
Companies should not allow the dis- 
criminations and agents should not lend 
their aid to it. 

Ran Against a Snag 

As fire commissioner, Mr. Clancey 
tried to remedy a condition which he 
considered unhappy. He ran up against 
a foolish state law on trusts and could 
do nothing. It is now up to the com- 
panies and the agents to secure a 
remedy. 


The ex-commissioner declared that re- 
forms in fire insurance business have come 
from the inside. Brainy men with the 
interests of the policyholders have found 
out the weaknesses and have remedied 
them. Legislation has then rushed in 
with laws that were more in the nature 
of penalties on conditions already rem- 
edied than as remedies themselves. 

Fire Commissioner Ridgell declared that 
the agents should form branches of the 
Parent body in all cities of the state and 
hold regular meetings at which risks and 
rates should be discussed in order to 
Secure common ideas over common terri-

tory. “Don’t be afraid of talk of trusts,” 
said he. “Some of the towns in this state 
need an insurance trust.” 

Commissioner Brian Speaks 

Insurance Commissioner L. G. Brian re- 
fused to discuss this question. He de- 
voted himself to the growth of the busi- 
ness of fire insurance. In Nebraska in 
1913 $5,230,000 in premiums were col- 
lected and $3,160,000 in losses paid in the 
state. 

Yet the loss rate is too high in the 
state. It averages $2.43 per capita as 
opposed to $2.25 for the United States as 
a whole. In England the per capita cost 
of fire insurance is 33 cents, in France 49 
cents and in Germany 28 cents. 

Workmen’s Compensation Discussed 

Guy Cramer of Omaha and C. C. Quig- 
gle, president of the Lincoln Commercial 
Club, discussed the workmen’s compensa- 
tion law which goes to a referendum this 
fall. Mr. Cramer discussed it from the 
viewpoint of the casualty insurance com- 
pany. Secretary T. B. Martin of the asso- 
ciation told of the aims of the association. 

At the informal banquet Joseph Barker 
of Omaha discussed “Get Together,” A. 
J. Love of Omaha talked on “Keep Things 
Moving,” William Ritchie of Lincoln 
chose for his subject “The Unabridged 
Insurance Man.” O. W. Palm also spoke. 

F. H. Burke, assistant western manager 
of the Fire Association, was present, as 
were a number of field men. 





THREE AGENCIES AMALGAMATE 


Waller, Chandler & Grey and N. J. 
Bennett Join Critchell, Miller, 
Whitney & Barbour 








A merger of three important local 
agencies in Chicago will become effect- 
ive July 1. 

Charles T. Chandler and Frank C. 
Waller, composing the firm of Waller, 
Chandler & Grey, and N. J. Bennett, 
who has conducted a local agency for 
many years under his own name, will 
become regular partrers in the firm of 
Critchell, Miller, Whitney & Barbour. 

This consolidation is along the line 
of the present tendency to reduce ex- 
penses and combine effort.

INTER-STATE ABOUT READY 





Detroit Company Is Rounding Up Its 
Affairs Preparatory to.Start- 
ing in Business 





Detroit, June 16.—(Special)—The In- 
ter-State Fire is all ready to begin 
business with the exception of the ex- 
amination by the Michigan department. 
This is expected to take place some 
time this month. Just now the depart- 
ment is very much occupied with the 
examination of a life company. As 
soon as that job is completed it is ex- 
ected that examiners will be sent to 
ook over the new Detroit institution. 

“We have a first-class plant in Mich- 
igan, all ready to begin business,” said 
President C. A. Palmer. “Our second 
state will be Iowa. We plan to enter, 
in the course of two or three years, 
about eight or ten more of the best 
states—that is, states where fire insur- 
ance is really profitable. We do not 
aspire to become a ‘big’ company in 
the sense of covering the entire United 
States. But we do aspire to become a 
big company in strength and prestige, 
profit to our agents and profit to our 
stockholders. This, we think, we can 
do better, under our system of organi- 
zation, by confining our attention 
strictly to the best fields.” 

It is probable that the first policy will 
be written near enough to the Fourth 
of July to stand as a celebration both 
of the national holiday and of Presi- 
dent Palmer’s first anniversary of serv- 
ice with the company.

First National, D. C.—Application for 
receivership was dismissed last week, the 
judge stating that there was no necessity 





for argument and no justification in the 
application and that there was not suffi- 
cient ground for the extravagant allega- 
tions in the complaint to make it at all 
necessary to appoint a receiver or to en- 
join the holders of proxies or postpone 
the meeting.

Companies Are Now Ready to Do 
Business Again in Kentucky 
After the Suspension 





Louisville, Ky., June 17—(Special)— 
The Kentucky Actuarial Bureau is now 
getting ready to recall the members of 
its rating organization who were sent 
to other states during the time the 
companies suspended operations in 
Kentucky. It will take some time to 
get the organization back in working 
order, but it is expected that it will 
be doing business as before Monday. 
There is a lot of important rating work 
to be done, and Manager Clem E. 
Wheeler is anxious to get into it. The 
wire rope and padlocks which have 
been on its file-boxes during the “late 
unpleasantness” have been removed. 

The bureau has established a branch 
of its electrical inspection department 
at Owensboro in charge of D. T. Wad- 
worth, who is branch manager for the 
actuarial bureau there. This gives four 
cities where active electrical inspection 
work is being done—Louisville, Cov- 
ington and Lexington being the others. 
A successor to G. W. Gano as chief of 
the electrical department will be ap- 
pointed by Mr. Wheeler shortly. 

Amendments Knocked Out 

The Greene-Glenn fire insurance law, 
amending the Zorn law, was declared 
unconstitutional by Circuit Judge Rob- 
ert Stout, sitting at Paris, Ky., June 
12. He issued an injunction against 
the state officials, including the Gov- 
ernor, the auditor, the insurance com- 
missioner and the chairman of the 
state insurance board, restraining them 
from putting the measure into effect. 
It was to have become effective June 
15. 

The injunction was issued immedi- 
ately upon a petition presented by Guy 
H. Briggs, Frankfort; Robert G. Gor- 
don, Louisville, and O. B. Ryon, Chi- 
cago, company attorneys, who repre- 
sented C. M. Bullitt and the other mem- 
bers of the business men’s committee, 
who took the part of plaintiffs in the 
case. The state was represented by 
the attorney-general’s office, but inter- 
posed no defense. The case will be ap- 
pealed at once to the Court of Appeals, 
and a prompt decision is expected. It 
is regarded as unlikely that the Court 
of Appeals will reverse the circuit 
court. 

What the Petition Declared 

The petition of the plaintiffs declared 
that the measure is unconstitutional be- 
cause the title fails to indicate the char- 
acter of the contents of the measure, 
and that it imposes a tax which is not 
uniform. In passing upon the peti- 
tion, the court held that the law was 
unconstitutional because of the defect- 
ive title, this being in line wih a re- 
cent decision of the Kentucky court 
of appeals in the case of a prison act. 
The matter of lack of uniformity in 
taxation was not gone into by the cir- 
cuit court. 

Personnel Is Determined 

The personnel of the commission 
which will investigate fire insurance 
laws in Kentucky and other states and 
report at the next session of the Ken- 
tucky legislature in 1916 has been de- 
termined, Representative Frank Green, 
one of the authors of the objectionable 
amendments, being named to repre- 
sent the state insurance board. 

The representative of the fire insur- 
ance companies will be, as is announced, 
George L. Payne, of Frankfort, a well 
known local agent who has followed 
Igislative matters at the state capital 
for years. He is one of the leaders of 
the Kentucky Association of Local Fire 
Insurance Agents. 

Barrett Will Get On List 

The business men’s committee has al- 
ready appointed H. P. Barrett, of 
Henderson. He is a fellow townsman 
of C. M. Bullitt, chairman of the joint

committee representing the commercial 
organizations which brought the nego- 
tiations to a successful issue. 

The commission is expected to visit 
other states and to confer with com- 
pany managers at the home offices for 
the purpose of getting a line on condi- 
tions in the country at large as a basis 
for recommendations to the legislature 
two years hence. 

Rescinded Their Instructions 

After receiving authority by tele- 
graph to resume writing, representa- 
tives in Kentucky of the three compa- 
nies for which Crum & Foster, of New 
York, are general agents, were notified 
by wire June 13 not to issue any poli- 
cies until further instructions were for- 
warded. The companies affected are 
the United States, Williamsburg City 
and North River. The first announce- 
ment, it was thought, was made be- 
cause of a misunderstanding on the 
part of the general agents as to the 
nature of the preliminary agreement 
reached in Louisville, and was rescinded 
later to await the final ratification in 
New York, June 16. 

The agents in Kentucky got word 
prior to the New York meeting that 
they might bind the following compa- 
nies without actually issuing policies: 
the Georgia Home, Rhode Island, 
Phenix of Paris and Nationale of 
France. 





No Appointment Thursday 

The joint conference committee will 
not make an appointment of a special 
agent at its meeting Thursday. While 
the individual members of the com- 
mittee have been receiving many appli- 
cations and visits from seekers after 
the position, the subcommittee, con- 
sisting of Charles E. Sheldon of the 
American, C. R. Tuttle of the Con- 
tinental and C. H. Barry of the Penn- 
sylvania Fire, has not yet met to de- 
cide on a recommendation. The finance 
committee also has thus far failed to 
take the matter up and until it recom- 
mends an appropriation and a means 
of securing the money for such an ap- 
propriation, no one can be employed. 
There is little doubt, however, but that 
there will be considerable discussion 
of different candidates and possibly of 
some men who are not after the place.

THREE VETERANS DEAD 
WERE LONG IN THE SERVICE 





R. S. Odell of Illinois, R. B. Moore of 
Ohio and Henry Paine of 
Iowa Pass On 





Two veteran field men of the old 
Phenix of Brooklyn and one of the 
Continental passed away during the last 
few days—R. S. Odell of Chicago, R. 
B. Moore of Cambridge, O., and Henry 
Paine of Decorah, Ia. 

Robert S. Odell, who recently re- 
tired as Illinois state agent of the Fi- 
delity-Phenix, and who for many years 
occupied a similar position for the old 
Phenix, died Monday morning while 
under an anaesthetic in the Garfield 
Park Hospital. Mr. Odell suffered an 
abrasion of his foot some weeks ago, 
which later developed into gangrene. 
It became apparent that his foot would 
have to be amputated and Monday was 
set for the operation. It was known 
that Mr. Odell’s heart was weak, large- 
ly from the effects of kidney trouble. 

Took Chance on the Operation 

F. R. Holtfodt, state agent of the 
North British, and Mr. Odell’s former 
assistant, and Frank C. Haselton, the 
Chicago adjuster and neighbor of Mr. 
Odell, were at the hospital at the time 
of his death, Mr. Haselton being in the 
operating room. The doctors realized 
the condition of Mr. Odell’s heart but 
felt that if the operation were not per- 
formed his entire leg would soon be 
involved, which would mean death in a 
few weeks. Hence the operation was 
undertaken with the hope that he would 
survive. He died while he was coming 
out from the effects of the anaesthetic. 

‘ Mr. Moore an Old-Timer 

Robert B. Moore of Cambridge, O., 
79 years of age, who retired as state 
agent of the old Phenix in 1908, and 
who had been carried on the pension 
list since, died at his home after an 
illness of some weeks. He was a native 
of Virginia and was special agent of 
the old California Fire in Ohio under 
General Agent Edward Ireton at Cin- 
cinnati. In 1885 the California rein- 
sured in the Phenix and Mr. Moore 
went with the latter company at that 
time. He was one of the well-known 
picturesque characters of the state, was 
recognized as a business getter and be- 
longed to the old school of field men. 
He conducted a local agency at Cam- 
—_ while he -was working in the 
_ Death of Henry Paine 

Henry Paine, for over thirty years 
state agent of the Continental in Iowa, 
died suddenly at his home in Decorah, 
Ia., Monday. Two years ago Mr. 
Paine suffered an attack that affected 
his heart and he was placed on the re- 
tired list. Since then he has been hand- 
ling the adjustments for the company 
in the state and looking after such other 
matters as he felt needed his personal 
attention. The immediate cause of death 
was a recurrence of the old trouble and 
heart failure. 

Mr. Paine was 66 years old and had 
been continuously in the service of the 
Continental for forty-five years. He 
began as a district agent at Decorah in 
1869. For the past thirty years he has 
had entire charge of the business of the 
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Continental in the state. No man in 
the employ of the company was held in 
higher esteem by the officers and the 
Iowa field men and agents. 

Herbert D. Paine is a Son 

A wife, son and daughter survive. 
The son is Herbert D. Payne, special 
agent of the London Assurance in Iowa 
and South Dakota. The daughter for 
many years has been in charge of the 
local agency in Decorah. 

The funeral was held from the home 
Wednesday afternoon and a number of 
Continental field men from adjoining 
states together with a contingent of 
field men of other companies were 
present. 

Mr. Odell’s Career 

Mr. Odell was regarded as one of 
the big men, not only in Illinois, but in 
the western territory. He was a man 
of fine ability, dignity and character 
and was an example to all in the busi- 
ness. The agents of his company 
looked to him as a confidential adviser. 
Mr. Odell took high rank in the coun- 
cils of the Illinois State Board, served 
on all its important committees, and 
was at one time its president. He was 
a former president of the Fire Under- 
writers Association of the Northwest. 
When the Blue Goose started Mr. Odell 
at once became identified with it, and 
was earnestly interested in the success 
of the Illinois pond and of the order 
in general. No one who has traveled 
in Illinois enjoyed any greater amount 
of respect on the part of his fellows 
than Mr. Odell. . 

Was 64 Years of Age 

Prior to connecting with the Phenix 
he was for many years Illinois state 
agent of the Connecticut Fire. Mr. 
Odell was born in Hopewell, N. Y., 
April 17, 1850. He entered the insur- 
ance business in Chicago in 1871. He 
was connected with the Continental for 
19 years, and then went with the Ger- 
man-American, serving that company 
two years before going with the Con- 
necticut. 

Since retiring from the Fidelity-Phe- 
nix he had made no other connection, 
and in fact had not visited his old 
haunts in Chicago. He remained at his 
home in River Forest and his physical, 
affliction overtaking him, it was impos- 
sible for him to think of any business 
affiliation. A number of his friends 
went out to see him, and all felt that 
he was considerably depressed over his 
condition and business future.

Odell’s funeral was held Wednesday af- 
ternoon at his late home and was at- 
tended by a large number of insurance 
men.

While Mr. Odell was traveling in Kan- 
sas for the Continental and German 
American, he was active in the old Sun- 
flower Club, composed of field men, and 
was at one time its chairman. He was 
always on the right side of the fence and 
did heroic work to hold the business in 
line in the state.

AUGUSTA RATE WAR AIRED 
Resolution Adopted Declaring the Pol- 


icy of the Association—Cole Is

The annual meeting of the Georgia 
Local Underwriters Association at 
Macon last week closed with an old 
fashioned barbecue given by Edgar S. 
Wilson, southeastern manager of the 
Firemans Fund. The meeting was the 
largest and most successful since the 
association’ was organized in Macon 
over sixteen years ago. Over 100 
agents from various parts of the state 
were present besides a number of com- 
pany officials and field men. 

Resolution on Augusta Issue 


Interest centered in the underwrit- 
ers’ agencies question, owing to the re- 
cent trouble in Augusta. That city 
sent a large delegation and members 
of the association were given full op- 
portunity to discuss the issue at long 
executive sessions, the result being the 
following resolution, which received 
unanimous support: 


This association has always stood for a 
close and friendly relation between com- 
panies and agents and deeply deplores 
the recent occurrence in Augusta. Neither 
the state nor the National association 
could fully approve the rule of the Augusta 
Exchange with reference to underwriters 
agencies. On the other hand, a rate war 
seems to us never to be justifiable, nor 
can we overlook the fact that the par- 
ticular rule of the exchange precipitat- 
ing the trouble, was the rule usual to 
all exchanges and among companies them- 
selves with reference to exchange of busi- 
ness. 

“We recommend that the agents of 
Augusta reorganize the exchange, with 
rules to protect themselves, such as are 
used by local boards. We suggest that 
these rules not exceed the position taken 
by Georgia Local Underwriters associa- 
tion, and the National Association of In- 
surance Agents.” 


Action on Local Boards 


The following resolution was also 
adopted, has a bearing on the Augusta 
situation: 

“We believe that individuals who are 
agents of insurance companies have a 
moral and legal right to organize for 
mutual protection. While we recognize 
the relation of principal and agent in its 
individual connection with each company, 
we hold that insurance is a business. and 
in some respects the relation referred to 
does not exist. This is recognized by the 
state in a personal license placed on the 
agent; by court decisions recognizing the 
right of agents to use and traffic in their 
expirations; and by the companies in their 
system of accounts with agents. 

“The right of agents to organize hav- 
ing been questioned, we empower our 
executive and legislative committee to 
act jointly in the event any occasion 
arises requiring attention to protect the 
interest of members of this association. 
This joint committee may in its discre- 
tion present the agents’ case to the insur- 
ance commissioner, may employ counsel, 
and take such action as may be prudent 
to conserve the interests of this body. 
This committee is further directed to 
communicate pertinent facts to the Na- 
tional association.” 


Other Resolutions 
Other resolutions included endorse- 
ment of one cent letter postage, approval 
of brokerage between agents; agency 





qualification laws; payment of traveling 
expenses of delegates to National conven- 
tion; plan of National association to solve 
underwriters’ problems through state in- 
surance commissioners; formation of 
southeastern conference committee. 

The association protested against the 
practice of the Southern Adjustment Bu- 
reau acting for unadmitted companies. At 
the suggestion of President West, a fund 
for the extension of the state associa- 
tion is to be raised by subscription and 
$250 was raised in five minutes, this 
sum being considered sufficient for the 
present. 

The most interesting feature of the 
meeting was the address of Walker Tay- 
lor, Wilmington, N. C., vice-president of 
the National association. His talk was 
enthusiastically received and left a pro- 
found impression.

be at

Mr. Zin- 
zer owned 120 shares in the Broadway 
State Bank. His partner, in the Mar- 
quette National Fire organization, R. 
G, Devlin, owned ten shares of the Ash- 
land-Twelfth State Bank and was a di- 
rector. 

E. J. Potts, who was formerly a local 
agent at Litchfield, Ill., the home of C. 
B. Munday, one of the controlling fac- 
tors in all of the banks, was a vice-

He 
also owned ten shares in the La Salle 
Street Trust. H. J. Eliel of Eliel & 
Loeb, local agents at. Chicago, held 
shares in the Illinois State Bank. 
Henry Brummel was also interested in 
one of the involved institutions.

Burroughs of Edwardsville, Ill, Wil- 
liam Carey of East Alton, Ill, and W. 
S. Allison of Gardner, Ill., were among 
the several tocal~agents~ in smaller 
towns of Illinois that held stock in the 
La Salle Street Trust. 

A. J. Hopkins, president of the Illi- 
nois Surety, held ten shares in the La 
Salle Street Trust and 150 shares in the 
Broadway State. 

The banks were known as the-Lori- 
mer-Munday banks. They had some 
business with insurance companies but 
not a great deal. The National Life, 
U. S. A., had $150,000 .on deposit in the 
La Salle Street Trust, but is protected 
by depository bond in the Aetna Acci- 
dent & Liability. The Munday inter- 
ests underwrote a portion of the stock 
of the Marquette National Fire, re- 
cently organized in Chicago, and C. B. 
Mufday was a director of the company.

DELaY IN MARQUETTE NATIONAL 

Owing to the fact that the La Salle 
Street Trust & Savings Bank, which 
was closed last week in Chicago, had 
agreed to finance the Marquette Na- 
tional Fire so far as its unsold stock 
and unpaid installment notes were con- 
cerned, there was much anxiety in the 
insurance district as to whether the 
company was involved in the bank 
smash-up. C. B. Munday, vice-president 
of the bank, is a director of the com- 
pany, and E; W. Zinser, chief pro- 
moter of the company, is a director in 
the bank. R. G, Devlin, associated with 
Mr. Zinser in the organization work, 
is a director in the Ashland-Twelfth 
State Bank, which was involved in the 
chain of institutions affiliated with the 
Lorimer-Munday bank. 

It so happens that the Marquette Na- 
tional Fire was preparing to apply for 
its license and had purchased its se- 
curities, which the bank has no lien on 
in any way.

Ralph E. Lidster has been appointed 
western general agent at Chicago of the 
Phoenix of England and Pelican, suc- 
ceeding M. F. Driscoll, who retires 
from the business July 1.

RULE ON COMBINED POLICY

Field Men to Help 

“Clean up and Paint up Day” in Co-

Dislike Lima Risk as Offered 


A recent investigation of the condi- 
tions relative to a candy factory at Li- 
ma, Ohio, offered to the companies at 
a reduced rate has brought out some 
facts that are not relished by the com- 
panies. 

The insurance to value upon the con- 
tents is very light, and the machinery 
and fixtures item is made to include 
partitions and other combustible parts 
of the building, as no insurance, it is 
said, is carried on the building, which is 
of fireproof construction. The pub- 
lished estimate on the contents is about 
$1.56, but the insurance is offered, it is 
said, at a flat rate of $1. It is rumored 
that the conditions have been brought 
about by a “policyholders” organiza- 
tion, and that this concern gets a rake- 
off of 25 cents per $100 for engineering 
the proposition. 





SPRINELERS CHECKED SPREAD 

The total insurance loss, due to the big 
lumber fire in Cleveland a few weeks ago, 
is about $450,000. This is one of the heav- 
iest single losses incurred in that city for 
some years. C. H. Patton of the Cleve- 
land Inspection Bureau has requested the 
city authorities to connect the high-pres- 
sure water main through the lumber dis- 
trict with the new pumping station. This 
can be done, he said, at an expense of

_ Mr. Patton is preparing a report on the 
fire. He will pay special attention to the 
results of the operation of the sprinkler 
System in the Cleveland Grain Company’s 
Plant and the fact that the great build- 
ings were saved from destruction princi- 
pally through this agency. The regular 
city pressure was reinforced by pressure 
tanks and an electric pump. Had this 
plant been destroyed, it is difficult to im- 
agine what the results would have been.

Rowlinson changed his plea of not guilty

MICHIGAN AND INDIANA 


LAXITY OF AGENTS SHOWN 











Complaint Made of Some Indiana 
Agents in Not Observing the 
Coinsurance Requirement 





Laxity of some of the Indiana agents 
as regards observance of the legal re- 
quirements attached to the use of the 
coinsurance clause is again to the fore. 
The Indiana statute on this subject 
provides that coinsurance may not be 
applied except when a reduction in the 
rate is the consideration named. The 
requirement is that the form of co- 
insurance clause shall clearly indicate 
that a reduction has been allowed, 
otherwise it is not enforceable. As a 
consequence, the companies use a form 
differing from that used in other states 
and is as follows: 


In consideration of acceptance by the 
assured of the following reduced rate 
clause, a reduction from the established 
premium rate of ....percent to....per- 
cent has been allowed on this insurance: 

In consideration of the rate at and 
(or) form under which this policy is 
written, it is expressly stipulated and 
made a condition of this contract that 
this company shall be held liable for no 
greater proportion of any loss than the 
amount hereby insured bears to....per- 
eent of the actual cash value of the prop- 
erty described herein at the time when 
such loss shall happen, nor for more than 
the proportion which this policy bears to 
the total insurance thereon. 

If this policy be divided into two or 
more items, the foregoing conditions shall 
apply to each item separately. 

It is reported that this requirement 
is not being observed and, among 
others, the following risks have been 
mentioned where the coinsurance 
clause could not be enforced because 
of its failure to state that a reduction 
in rate has been allowed: :

Kansas Decision Encourages Mer- 
chants Hope for Lower Rates— 
Commission May Act 





The recent decision of the United 
States supreme court upholding the 
right of a state to regulate fire insur- 
ance rates has resulted already in a 
revival of the agitation in Oklahoma 
for a state rating board. In several 
Oklahoma legislatures bills have been 
offered to create such a body with 
plenary powers, but on no occasion 
has such a measure in the past arrived 
at the stage of actual consideration. 

In anticipation of the 1915 biennial 
session, the Oklahoma state associa- 
tion of retail merchants is organizing a 
movement which is expected to bear 
fruit in the introduction of another rat- 
ing board bill, the purpose being frank- 
ly a reduction of insurance rates. 

The Kansas decision also directed the 
attention of the Oklahoma corporation 
commission to the insurance rate ques- 
tion. Efforts have been made to inter- 
est Attorney-General West to the ex- 
tent of filing an action which would in- 
voke the jurisdiction of the commission. 
Colonel A. P. Watson, a member of the 
commission, in a recent interview, said 
the commission believed the insurance 
companies could be regulated by it, 
under the state’s antitrust law. 





Attended Rate Sessions 

Views of insurance commissioners on 
the fire rating question were sought by 
the Goltra commission of Missouri at 
the meeting of the commissioners in 
New York last week. A committee of 
the commission, consisting of Edward 
F. Goltra, C. B. Goodrum and G. W. 
Clayton, attended the meeting, and 
Charles G. Revelle also was present 
as insurance commissioner of Missouri. 
The committee accepted an invitation 
to attend the annual meeting at Ashe- 
ville, N. C., in September. 

The committee attended not only the 
open sessions, but also the sessions of 
the rating committee of the Insurance 
Commissioners Convention. Mr. Gol- 
tra seemed impressed with the need 
of uniform classifications to put the 
rating methods on a scientific basis. 





Oil Losses in Oklahoma 


Fire insurance companies report that 
oil losses in Oklahoma have been very 
severe this year. It is stated that the 
Home has paid out something like 
$180,000 loss on oil tanks and other 
property. The lightning hazard is very 
severe, and while an oil tank looks like 
good business it is liable to be struck 
by lightning. Lightning has played 
havoc with the tanks in Oklahoma re- 
cently. 


Nearly All in Line 


Nearly all the fire insurance com- 
panies doing business in St. Louis have 
now notified their agents to observe the 
reduced schedule of commissions pro- 
vided by the joint large cities commit- 
tee which went into effect June 1. Many 
of the companies, however, did not 
notify their agents of the provisions of 
the new schedule till last week. The 
new schedule is being’ generally 
adopted.

The concern is the Farmers 
Union Mutual, of Stockton, Kan., and has 
been organized by the Farmers Educa- 
tional & Cooperative Union for the ex- 
clusive benefit of its members, it is as- 


serted. The plan of the new concern is 
to have local secretaries act as local 
agents. 


CHANGES IN KEY RATES 


The recently incorporated suburb of 
Dallas, Highland Park, has had its key 
rate reduced by the Texas insurance com- 
mission from $1 to 31 cents, due to the 
installation of motor driven fire appa- 
ratus, putting on paid firemen and police- 
men. The key rate at Tyler has been 
increased from 48 to 51 cents because of 
new high-powered overhead wires. At 
Bronte, where the owners of the water- 
works cut off the water from fire mains, 
the key rate has been raised from 89 to 
97 cents. Commerce, Tex., has improved 
its water system and will soon secure 
proper allowances therefor. 

Dallas will not get the reduction asked 
for, from 22 to 13 cents, nor will Oak- 
leigh get the reduction it demanded, from 
38 to 16 cents, but some allowance may 
be made.

Companies Resume Operations and All

Machinery 


Louisville, Ky., June 17—(Special)— 
Kentucky agents are as busy as flies 
about a molasses barrel. On instruc- 
tions to resume business there was 
much business to be written and every- 
one in the local ranks is working over- 
time.

MOUNTAIN AND COAST FIELD 


BOARD RULES ARE CHANGED 


Penalty Less than Expulsion Provided 
—More Protection Given to Agents 
by Pacific Body 





In the revision of its constitution at 
Del Monte last week the Pacific Board 
made the following important changes: 

1. A money penalty is to be imposed 
for infractions of the board rules. For- 
merly the only alternative was the ex- 
pulsion of a member. 

2. The status of the agent is more 
clearly defined, it being unlawful for any 
board company to appoint an agent when 
the purpose of such an appointment is to 
obtain his business or that of his em- 
ployer. 

3. San Francisco brokers are to be 
given until the end of the second month 
to remit premiums instead of being com- 
pelled to have them in the hands of the 
company on the 20th of the second month. 

4. Underwriters annex agencies are to 
be limited to two in any one town in the 
same manner as individual companies. 

5. Further protection is given to local 
agents in the vicinity of San Francisco 
by restricting the appointment of the 
metropolitan brokers or any member of 
their firms as local agents. Agents in 
the towns where the risks are placed must 
hereafter receive the 5 percent overriding 
commission on brokered lines, it being a 
breach of the rules to credit this com- 
mission to favored brokers. 


BARS LENDER’S CONTROL 

Insurance men in the state of Wash- 
ington are considerably stirred up over 
Judge Mitchell’s decision given out at 
Olympia dissolving the injunction ob- 
tained by Calvin Phillips & Co., restrain- 
ing the insurance commissioner from can- 
celling that firm’s license because it was 
alleged it obtained part of the insurance 
as security for loans. Calvin Phillips & 
Co. appealed to the supreme court from 
Judge Mitchell’s decision. Should this 
ruling be upheld it is said the effect will 
be to cause a considerable change in the 
handling of the insurance business of the 
state. 


WOULD LEARN GOVEENOR’S VIEWS 

A joint committee of the Los Angeles 
fire, life and casualty underwriters are 
making arrangements to interview Gov- 
ernor Hiram Johnson of California upon 





matters of proposed insurance legislation 
when the governor next visits Los An- 
geles. The governor is a candidate for 
reelection.. At the last session of the state 
legislature the insurance men secured the 
passage of an antirebate law and only 
Governor Johnson’s veto prevented the 
measure from becoming a law. If the 
governor intends to maintain the same 
attitude on this question, in case he is 
reelected, the insurance men desire to be 
acquainted with this fact now. 


STRUGGLE FOR RENEWALS 
Fight for Expirations of the Dixie in 
California and Washington Is 
Quite Brisk 


San Francisco, June 16—(Special)— 
Considerable feeling has been stirred 
up here’ between Edward Brown & 
Sons, representing the Globe & Rutgers 
and Svea, and Jas. F. Cobb Company, 
former general agent of the Dixie Fire 
and now representing the National- 
Ben Franklin and Humboldt Fire. Last 
October the Dixie retired from Cali- 
fornia and Washington, its business 
being reinsured by the Globe & Rut- 
gers. : 

The Cobb agency, writing on a non- 
board basis, claims that employes of 
Edward Brown & Sons, representing 
board companies, started a campaign 
soliciting Dixie renewals and canceling 
outstanding policies pro rata to place 
them with the Globe & Rutgers, repre- 
senting that the Dixie had gone out of 
business. When the insured did not 
want a Brown agency policy he was 
told that any cancellation had to be on 
a short rate basis. 

After a conference with Edward 
Brown & Sons, the Cobb agency issued 
a circular letter to Dixie policyholders 
and brokers stating that the cancella- 
tion of Dixie policies was purely op- 
tional, but if desired they could be re- 
placed in the National-Ben Franklin 
or Humboldt. The Cobb agency fur- 
ther agreed to meet the loss which the 
insured must suffer through the can- 
celing of Dixie policies short rate.

New York, June 16—(Special)—At a 
meeting of fire companies recently sus- 
pended in Kentucky, today, the report 
of the special committee consisting of 
Messrs. Richards, Rumsey, Bassett, 
Dugan and Tupper, advising the settle- 
ment of the Kentucky situation in ac- 
cordance with the terms of agreement 
signed last week, was unanimously 
adopted and telegrams were sent out 
tonight to all companies not present at 
the meeting advising resumption of 
business. The report recited the his- 
tory of the negotiations, giving also the 
— of the agreement signed at Louis- 
ville. 

Action Taken At Once 

It was thought advisable to resume 
at once, and not set a day ahead, as 
already some agents had begun to bind 
pending final decision and there was a 
hard tugging at the bit. Companies ad- 
vised their principal agents by wire to 
resume at once and general letters of 
instruction were hurried off later. The 
wheels began to turn in Kentucky this 
afternoon. 

Immediately upon signing the agree- 
ment steps were taken to begin suit to 
test the constitutionality of the law. 
Members of the citizens committee had 
no authority to incur such expense, but 
consented as individuals to start a suit, 
the underwriters furnishing the attor- 
neys and paying the expenses. Judge 
Stout at Paris, Ky., granted a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the state 
insurance board and insurance commis- 
sioner from doing any act in execution 
of any of the duties sought to be im- 
posed upon them or any of them by 
the provisions of the Glenn-Greene law, 
also restrainine the commissioner from 
collecting tax imposed by that law. 
The decree declared that the law was 
unconstitutional. As the case now 
stands the attorney-general may, with- 
in twenty days, move for a dissolution 
of injunction, in which event the order 
of dissolution will be appealed. If 
there is no such action, then the peti- 
tioners’ attorneys may, at the regular 
term at Frankfort, move to make the 
injunction permanent, which is also ap- 
pealable. 

‘Will Probably Be Delayed 

It is predicted that the suit to decide 
the constitutionality of the Greene- 
Glenn bill will be allowed to remain in 
the courts until 1916, when the com- 
mission to be appointed makes its re- 
port. It will likely take this long to 
get the case through the supreme court 
of the United States, to which it may 
be carried by reason of the constitu- 
tional question involved in the uniform- 
ity of taxation, regarding which an is- 
sue has been raised. 

Can Take Issue to Federal Court 

The petition filed states the law gives 
the state insurance board power to re- 
quire tariffs, etc., from any company, 
without compensation, which is viola- 
tive of the state and also the federal 





constitution, thus raising a federal ques* 
tion which will furnish sufficient 
ground for transferring the case to the 
federal courts if found necessary. So 
the state officers are restrained by in- 
junction from enforcing the law and 
by agreement from attempting to en- 
force the law if the injunction is dis- 
solved until the matter is decided in the 
court of last resort in Kentucky of the 
federal court. 
What the Committee Suggests 


In conclusion, the committee adds 
the following suggestions: 

Even when the agreement has been 
finally consummated by resumption of 
business this episode in the history of 
the fire insurance business in Kentucky 
is by no means closed. A truce has been 
entered into by all parties in interest 
but the foundations only are constructed 
upon which permanent satisfactory con- 
ditions can be built. 

Concessions have been made by both 
sides to the controversy ‘to reach an accep- 
table compromise. To make permanent 
business relations and secure just statu- 
tory conditions, good faith and mutual 
confidence must continue. This important 
work has been vested in a commission 
of three men who will, it is believed, be 
representative of the best citizenship of 
Kentucky. Upon their fidelity of purpose, 
character of work and recommendations 
to the next regular session of the general 
assembly, and finally upon the reception 
which these recommendations receive at 
the hands of the law makers of the state, 
will depend the future relations between 
the people of Kentucky and the fire in- 
surance interests. 

Must Perform Part Faithfully 

The companies and their representatives 
in the state must perform our part faith- 
fully and well. The pledges given in the 
agreement are an earnest that equal co- 
operation will be given by the state au- 
thorities and business men. 

We desire that the rights in support 
of which we have resisted unjust legis- 
lation shall be recognized by the repeal 
of existing laws and upheld by other just 
laws no less liberal than are now on the 
statute books of other states, where in- 
surance conditions are most satisfactory 
to the public and companies. We there- 
fore call upon our field and local repre- 
sentatives in Kentucky to cooperate in 
securing better understanding of such 
legislation as may be necessary to pro- 
duce more nearly ideal conditions than 
now exist, including a reduction in fire 
waste and excessive taxation as well as 
consideration of other elements which 
enter into the cost of insurance and to 
this end harsh criticism or unwise refer- 
ence to past conditions should be avoided. 

Agreement Has No Precedent 

This agreement entered into by the 
state and its business men, for which no 
known precedent exists, offers opportunity 
for reaching sound legislative results 
which will protect the inherent rights of 
the producer in the disposition of his 
products without infringing upon the in- 
terests of the consumer, an opportunity so 
remarkable and so timely that its value 
cannot be overestimated. 

To these ends your committee urges 
upon every underwriter, whether local, 
field or official, his most loyal support. 


BUREAU AT WORK AGAIN 

Louisville, Ky., June 17—(Special)— 
The Kentucky Actuarial Bureau re- 
ceived formal authority from the com- 
panies today to take up work for them 
again. Manager Wheeler expects to 
have things in running order by next 
Monday. From reports given out at 
the office of Louisville agents all but 
seven or eight companies have in- 
structed their agents to resume writing. 
The return to the state seems to be al- 
most unanimous. Frank Greene has 
been formally appointed by the state 
one of the insurance investigation com- 
mission.

The use of a pulmotor was re- 
sorted to, but it was discontinued late in 
the week. His physician then said that, 
barring the development of pneumonia, 
he was out of danger and would be able 
to resume his duties within a short time. 
Mr. Whyler has made a splendid record 
in fire prevention work during the past 
year. 


FIRE PROTECTION NOTES

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MR. HARDISON’S VIEWS 


Fire insurance men are interested in 
the comment that Commissioner Har- 
pIsoN of Massachusetts makes in his 
annual report. One of the subjects he 
discusses is the reinsurance business, 
and comments freely on the operations 
of purely reinsurance companies. He 
cites the custom of foreign reinsurance 
companies, making treaties with direct 
writing companies, and in many cases 
parceling a portion of their liability 
out to other foreign companies not ad- 
mitted to this country. Commissioner 
HArDISON implies that this custom is 
detrimental to many of the direct writ- 
ing companies doing business in the 
state, as so much business thus flows 
to foreign reinsurance channels. 

He declares that the argument that 
the prohibition of foreign reinsurance 
companies to make treaties with un- 
admitted companies will have the effect 
of driving reinsurance companies from 
this country is not sound. He admits 
that such a prohibition might affect 
the foreign reinsurance companies, and 
it also might cause the direct writing 
companies to change their methods. 
He feels, however, that the direct writ- 
ing companies would soon arrange to 
distribute their liability with other com- 
panies, and that reinsurance arrange- 
ments would be made among the direct 
writers themselves. He thinks that 
some way would be found to cover all 
the property. 

Commissioner HaArptson takes up the 
subiect of adopting the continental 
method of allowing companies to write 
all lines of insurance. He says that 
this question is cOming up, and that 
if a privilege is granted to a reinsur- 
ance company like the Hartrorp REIN- 
SURANCE CoMPANY, which is chartered 
to write all kinds of insurance, it can 
not be withheld from the direct writers. 
He says that this situation will have. to 
be met, and that if one or two com- 
panies rush into new fields, pressure 
from the agency ranks will affect the 
rest. He declares that the change is 
not necessarily dangerous because it is 
a change, but that it should not be 
adopted ‘until it has had most careful. 
consideration, in order to determine 
whether it will operate as well in this 
country as in the older nations where 
business is conducted on a less high 
pressure basis. 

If a company be permitted to write 
all kinds of insurance, he feels that it 
will furnish an opportunity for rebates, 
rate cutting and attendant evils and

abuses, which are invited by departures 
from simpler transactions. The more 
complex the insurance proposition be- 
comes, the easier it is to work out 
schemes which are not generally un- 
derstood, and which, if understood, 
would not succeed. Mr. Harpison be- 
lieves that the present system of in- 
surance in this country is simple, and 
is more easily understood by the as- 
sured. By keeping various companies 
lined up with special classes, it enables 
the state departments to gather statis- 
tics as to cost and reserves, which per- 
mits them to determine whether the 
public is being properly protected. ~- 

Referring to move for uniform classi- 
fication of fire losses, and the decision 
of the United {tates Supreme Court 
giving the states the right to regulate 
fire insurance rates, he says that this 
decision will have a very important 
bearing on the future of insurance. 
How soon the states generally will avail 
themselves of this right is uncertain. 
It does open the door of opportunity 
wide, as it gives the states the right to 
regulate prices, which heretofore has 
been regarded as a private function. 
Mr. Harpison believes that a_ state 
would be almost helpless in attempting 
to regulate rates, unless it were enabled 
to find a basis for making a start in 
the classified loss experience of the 
past, or in rates that are now in effect, 
influenced to some extent if not derived 
from this experience.

AGENTS ENDORSE STONE 
AGREE AS TO COMMISSIONS 





Maryland Casualty Representatives in 
Convention Approve Action Re- 
garding Accident Policies 





Maryland Casualty accident agents 
met on Monday and Tuesday in Cin- 
cinnati and gave complete endorsement 
to the recent drastic action of Presi- 
dent John T. Stone in whipping all 
frills out of the company’s policies and 
changing the basis of agency compen- 
sation. The selling force of the com- 
pany will back its executive to the limit 
in his efforts to meet squarely the _prob- 
lems which have been inherent in the 
accident business for the past. ten 
years. 

Thirty-three general agents, repre- 
senting fully 70 percent of the com- 
pany’s accident business, answered the 
hurried call for the meeting. The home 
office representation included President 
Stone, F. L. Templeman and W. L. 
Fletcher of the accident department, 
G. W. Powell, chief of the claim de- 
partment; W. J. Unverzagt, superin- 
tendent of agents, and R. R. Dickinson. 
General agents were present from 
points as distant as Winnipeg and 
hj Baltimore and Kansas 

it 

¥ Stone’s Great Speech 

President Stone took the floor at the 
opening session and spoke for nearly 
four hours without pause on the causes 
back of the action taken by the com- 
pany. No layman heard the address, 
but the masterful way in which he han- 
dled the intricacies of the situation was 
openly apparent in the happy conclu- 
sion of the series of meetings. What- 
ever the prior speculation as to the dis- 
rupting effects of President Stone’s ac- 
tion, this may now be entirely dis- 
missed, for the company will present a 
solid front in its new line of action. 

Statement As To Commissions 

As to the question of commissions, a 
seneral statement under the president’s 
name was the only matter given out for 
publication. It was as follows: 

“At a conference here yesterday and 
today of the general agents of the 
Maryland Casualty, at which was rep- 
resented a very large majority of the 
company’s business, an unanimous 
agreement was reached to push ener- 
getically our new ‘Equity Value’ policy 
at rates of commission which are mu- 
tually satisfactory to them and to me.” 

Everybody Satisfied 

Asked as to the future of the acci- 
dent business and the effect the action 
of the Maryland was likely to have on 
other companies, President Stone said: 

“Really don’t care to:predict. We'll 
just have to take things as they come 
and watch the results. We are attempt- 
ing a new and hazardous undertaking 
entirely on our own responsibility, but 
we are all satisfied that the results will 
be mutually satisfactory. If our new 
course of action can make the business 
more equitable and just I shall feel that 
we have realized our purpose.’ 

The meeting closed Tuesday after- 
noon with luncheon in the hotel par- 
lors. P. A. Kahle of Lima, O., was 
elected president of the Maryland 
Agents’ Club, which was organized last 
year. He succeeds W. M. Byrne of St. 
Louis, who recently resigned from the 
company. 

Predicted Trouble Years Ago 


Always a student of the business, Mr. 
Stone predicted ten years ago at a meet- 
ing of the International Association of 
Accident Underwriters the coming ‘of the 
difficulties which are now present in ac- 
cident underwriting. It was at this time 
that accumulations first appeared. This 
was the opening wedge for the flood of 
frills which have since come in to burden 


policies. During these ten years Mr. 





Stone has fought continually for a con- 
certed company action which would clear 
up the situation and make policies “‘some- 
thing other than gambling propositions, 
pure and simple.” 

Realizing the impossibility of concerted 
action, as shown by the failure of conven- 
tions and meetings and committees to 
decide on a definite courrse, Mr. Stone ac- 
cepted the only alternative left by plac- 
ing his own company in a position to put 
into effect the plans which organizations 
so long have talked about but equally 
long have failed to carry out. 

Right and “Can’t Be Licked” 

In his own words, the president of the 
Maryland believes “that whatever is right 
can’t be licked.” The new policies of his 
company will pay but one-third indem- 
nity to automobile owners, because Mr. 
Stone is a firm believer in rating accord- 
ing to hazard. There is no equity,’ he 
says, in compelling the man who has no 
machine, to help out with premiums the 
man who owns a machine and is contribut- 
ing a far greater percentage of the total 
accidents. Under the new policies of the 
Maryland the full indemnity will be given 
automobile owners only in case they are 
willing to pay an added rate. 

In place of the frills, the Maryland will 
in the future give $10,000 principal sum 
in place of $5,000, and $50 weekly indem- 
nity instead of $25 for an annual premium 
of $35 instead of $25 


BANKRUPT’S INSURER LIABLE 








Louisville Court Gives Injured Em- 
ploye Judgment Directly Against 
the Liability Company 





What is regarded as an important 
case is that decided at Louisville 
against the Aetna Life in a liability case 
involving a $12,000 judgment in favor 
of an employe of the bankrupt Blatz & 
Krebs Stone Company. The employe 
brought suit against the liability com- 
pany for $5,000, the limits of its liability 
under the policy in any one accident, 
and won. .The case will be appealed, 
the point never having been decided by 
the Kentucky court of appeals. 

Judge Quarles, in deciding the ques- 
tion, held that the argument that the 
company insured the employer against 
loss and not against liability is not well 
taken, declaring that since it defended 
the suit against the company, it must 
take the consequences. He said that 
the insurance company wanted to have 
a heads-I-win, tails-you lose arrange- 
ment, taking the liability if it win the 
case and waiving it if it lost. 


RETURNS TO STOCK INSURANCE 

The Cummers-Diggins Company of Cad- 
illac, Mich., which has been carrying its 
own risk since the compensation law be- 
came effective, has returned to the Fi- 
delity & Casualty, which carried its lia- 
bility insurance for many years. It is 
one of the largest lumber concerns in 
Michigan, with a number of subsidiary 
lines of business, such as alcohol manu- 
facturing. It is said that other large 
companies in Michigan are tiring of car- 
rying their own insurance and are con- 
sidering returning to the stock companies.

LAW TO BE EFFECTIVE JULY 1 





Liability Agents Very Busy in Prepara- 
tion—Interest in Proceedings of 
Mutual Company 


NOTE—In Part III of this paper 
(Iowa Agents’ Number) will be found 
two strong articles on workmen’s com- 
pensation. One is the summary of the 
address of C. H. Van Campen of Minne- 
apolis befére the Iowa Association of 

ire Insurance Agents at Des Moines 
last week. The other is the speech on 
the workmen’s compensation law of 
Iowa delivered before the same body 
by Henry E. Sampson, special counsel 
P the office of the attorney-general of 

owa. 


Liability men in Iowa are exceedingly 
busy in preparation for the going into 
effect of the workmen’s compensation 
act on July 1. Notwithstanding the 
vast amount of educational work done 
by the company representatives, the in- 
dustrial commissioner, the newspapers 
and other agencies, well informed lia- 
bility men in Des Moines state that 
there are many employers in Iowa 
who will be clearly under the law on 
July 1, who do not even know that a 
compensation law has been passed. 
The Iowa law has many ambiguities, 
which make it difficult to understand, 
and every opinion given out by the at- 
torney-general’s office is watched with 
the utmost interest. 

Much New Business 

Some offices report that a large 
amount of new business is being writ- 
ten, much of it consisting of small 
risks-that in the past have carried no 
liability insurance. The question of 
minimum premiums has been raised, 
and informal opinions have been given 
out by the insurance department that 
the companies are within their rights in 
charging a mgnimum premium, while 
the industrial commissioner has taken 
an opposite view. There does not ap- 
pear to be much doubt that the compa- 
nies may charge a minimum premium if 
they see fit, but in the event of cancella- 
tion, it may be that they would be re- 
quired to pay back a return premium 
on the basis of the Iowa cancellation 
table. 

e Mutual’s Activities 

The activities of the Employers Mu- 
tual Casualty Association of Iowa are 
receiving much attention from the stock 
companies. Agents in some points re- 
port that the mutual appears to be get: 
ting no hold whatever, while in other 
points it seems likely that it will do 
considerable business. 

John A. Eddy, manager of the mu- 
tual, stated last week that he had satis- 
factory arrangements for reinsurance. 
At the Iowa insurance department the 
assertion was made, however, that he 
was looking very hard for reinsurance 
facilities, and that through his efforts 
the Interstate Casualty of Birmingham, 
Ala., had applied for admission to the 
state. The statement it submitted was 
not altogether satisfactory, and was 
sent back to the company for certain 
explanitions that the department de- 
sired. The Interstate Casualty is a 
comparatively small company, and up 
to this time has confined its operations 
mostly to southern states. 

The Guardian Casualty & Guaranty 
of Salt Lake City has been mentioned 
as the reinsuring company of the Iowa 
mutual, but at the present time it is not 
admitted to Towa, as it failed to renew 
its license on March 1. 

Coal Operators to Form Group 

As nearly as can be learned the coal 
operators of Iowa are considerably up 
in \the air as to what they will do. 
There are not enough of them to or- 
ganize a mutual under the regular mu- 
tual law, which requires 200 members. 
It has been decided, however, that they 
can organize a group under the com- 
pensation act. In doing this their or- 
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ganization will not be under the super- 
vision of the Iowa insurance depart- 
ment, but under that of the industrial 
commissioner. In Des Moines this 
group plan is spoken of as very similar 
to interinsurance. 


MUTUAL AT CEDAR RAPIDS 

Cedar Rapids newspapers last week an- 
nounced the organization of a mutual in 
that city to write workmen’s compensa- 
tion insurance throughout the state. Dr. 
Richard Lord is the prime mover. One 
story had it that he and associates had 
been at Des Moines and secured the 
charter, while another said that the new 
concern had taken over the charter of 
the Auto Protective Association, of which 
Dr. Lord is president, and would operate 
under it. It is stated that this new Iowa 
Mutual Employers’ Liability Association 
will be patterned after the mutual at 
Wausau, Wis., and that it expects soon to 
have over 3,000 agencies in the state. 


TALE OF ATTACKING MUTUAL 

Des Moines, Iowa, June 17—(Special)— 
According: to persistent rumors here, the 
courts will be asked to enjoin the state 
insurance department against ae | 
the Employers Mutual Casualty to sell 
workmen’s compensation insurance in 
Iowa when the new law takes effect 
July 1. The concern to which reference 
is made was organized by G. A. Wright- 
man, secretary of the Iowa Manufactur- 
ers Association, and J. A. Eddy, well 
known casualty man. Whether the action 
will be brought is as yet uncertain but 
it is known that an attorney has been 
asked to look into affairs and bring court 
action if sufficient basis is found for such 
action. 

It has been pointed out that the Iowa 
mutual law provides for prorating losses 
in case sufficient funds are not raised by 
assessing members up to their full lia- 
bility. The compensation law requires 
payment of losses according to its terms 
and does not permit any prorating. On 
this account it has been claimed an Iowa 
mutual cannot furnish the insurance re- 
quired by the compensation law. 


SITUATION SATISFACTORY 

The Michigan up-state plate glass sit- 
uation now seems to be in very good 
shape. Though there has been no with- 
drawal of the order of the bureau making 
the up-state “excepted territory,” the 
agents all seem to be exercising common 
sense in writing policies. Therefore, ade- 
quate rates are obtained. 


APPOINTS TWO SPECIALS 

E. L. Whitehead, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Kentucky Livestock Insurance 
Company, of Louisville, has announced 
the appointment of two special agents. 

R. Vanmeter has been assigned to 
Georgia, and Roland C. Drake to Ohio. 
Neither has been in the business hereto- 
fore. Mr. Drake is regarded as an un- 
usually valuable acquisition, on account 
of long connection with a _ well-known 
turf journal. The company expects to 
begin writing a new line this fall, and 
will announce details regarding it in a 
few weeks. It is now operating in nine 
states.

TEXAS CONDITIONS SETTLING 





Employers and Labor Men in Tennes- 
see Differ as to What Law 
Should Contain 





Assistant Attorney-General Luther 
Nickels of Texas, who wrote the opin- 
ion on the right of stock companies 
to issue participating policies in work- 
men’s compensation does not agree 
with the construction placed on his 
opinion by some of the stock company 
men. They construed the opinion to 
mean that a stock company could not 
levy assessments for catastrophe losses 
as long as the company had funds in 
its possession, but could do so as to 
contingent liability whenever the rates 
failed to meet losses. Mr. Nickels does 
not think a stock company can levy 
any assessments as long as it has funds 
in its possession, regardless of whether 
it is involved by contingent or catas- 
trophe losses. It is generally agreed 
that litigation testing the question will 
result the first time a stock company 
seeks to levy an assessment when it has 
funds in its possession. 

Seven Stock Companies Writing 

Thus far only seven stock companies 
have filed the new or reduced rates and 
are writing under them. The others have 
not given notice of abandoning the field, 
hence are expected to file later. The 
seven companies which are now qualified 
to use the rates are as follows: Amer- 
ican Indemnity, Royal Indemnity, South- 
ern Surety, Southwestern Surety, Aetna 
Life, Maryland Casualty, Texas Fidelity 
& Bonding and General Accident. The 
Texas Employers Insurance Association 
and the Employers Indemnity Exchange 
of Houston have also filed the rates. 

The American Indemnity is the first 
Texas company to secure the acceptance 
of a mutual-rider by the commissioner 
of insurance. Its rider is different from 
that of the Aetna Life, though it follows 
the latter in some respects. It provides 
for charging against compensation pre- 
miums collected not over 30 percent for 
procurement and administration ex- 
penses, “except taxes and legal ex- 
penses.” 


TENNESSEE SITUATION 


The Tennessee workmen’s compensation 
commission has closed its public hear- 
ings and now will prepare its report to 
the general assembly. At the last pub- 
lic hearing last week there was an ef- 
fort to bring the manufacturers and the 
labor people together in recommending a 
common bill for the commission to put 
up to the next legislature, but the move- 
ment failed and the commissioners took 
the question under advisement with the 
two chiefly interested classes as much 
at variance as ever. 

The committee of e manufacturers 
did not favor the en ment of a com- 
pensation law till those of other states 
have been tried out more fully. How- 
ever, in event a law should be recom- 
mended it was suggested that it be com- 
pulsory to all classes; that no compen- 
sation be allowed under fourteen days; 
that a state compensation board be cre- 
ated and the expenses of administering 
be borne by the state; that all employ- 
ers satisfy the board of their ability to 
Pay compensation; that a state insur- 
ance fund be created. if this be thought 
advisable, but employers also be allowed 
to create mutual associations or carry 
their own insurance, and that the sched- 
ule of insurance be the same as under 
the Michigan law. 

The labor leaders recommended that 
66% percent be the basis of compensa- 
tion and that this continue for a maxi- 








mum period of eight years, provided that 
not more than $5,000 should ever be paid; 
that farm labor be exempted and also 
domestic where .not more than five were 
employed. 


SEAMEN UNDER MARITIME LAW 

According to newspaper reports, United 
States District Judge John M. Killits at 
Toledo, Ohio, has held that state work- 
men’s compensation laws do not apply 
to seamen employed on vessels on the 


great lakes even though such seamen 
may receive injuries while in _ port. 
George Schuede, wheelsman on _ the 


steamer Saxona, brought suit against the 
Zenith Steamship Company, owner. 

Judge Killits held that where the mari- 
time law was plain and applied to particu- 
lar kinds of cases the maritime law alone 
is applicable. The case, he said, might 
be tried in a state court, but the injured 
person, suing under a maritime contract. 
— bring action under the maritime 
aw. 


COMPENSATION NOTES 


Industrial Commissioner Warren Garst 
of Iowa held last week that employes of 
saloons and gambling houses are entitled 
to protection under the provisions of the 
compensation law as it will be effective 
in Iowa. If a bartender, in trying to put 
an unruly souse out of his thirst parlor, 
gets hit on the head with a beer bottle 
or is otherwise injured. he will be en- 
titled to compensation as if he were in- 
jured by a machine in a mill, the de- 
partment holds. 

Governor Stewart of Montana has is- 
sued a proclamation to the effect that 
a sufficient number of petitions and sig- 
natures had been filed with the secretary 
of state for the submission to the voters 
of the workmen’s compensation act. 





DECISION ON BANK GUARANTY 





Texas Commissioner’s Right to Assess 
Stockholders At His Discretion 
Upheld By High Court 





A most important decision has just 
been announced in connection with cer- 
tain features of the bank guaranty law 
of Texas. The eighth court of civil ap- 
peals at Amarillo sustained the validity 
of the provision of the law empower- 
ing the banking commissioner to levy 
assessments on stockholders in state 
banks, and also that section giving him 
power to use his discretion as to. when 
assessments shall be levied and for 
what amount. The case was styled 
Smith vs. Collier, Banking Commis- 
sioner, et al., and was to restrain the 
commissioner from levying a maximum 
assessment on the stockholders of the 
closed First State Bank of Amarillo, 
which was 100 percent. The trial court 
granted the injunction, which judgment 
is reversed and rendered, sustaining the 
law and the commissioner. With this 
assessment on the stockholders and the 
realization from the assets of the bank 
the bank guaranty fund will not lose a 
cent, though it is being used tempora- 
rily to pay off depositors. 

There are 797 state banks participating 
in the guaranty fund, which now totals 
$950,071. In addition, fourteen state 
banks in course of liquidation have $12,- 
207 in the guaranty fund, making a grand 
total of $962,279. The combined capital 
stock of the 797 state banks is $26,972,- 
500; individual deposits $74,655,520; sur- 
plus $5,724,506. ; 

There are 62 state banks which use the 
bond system of bank guaranty, having 
capital stock of $7,361,000; surplus $1,557,- 
985. individual deposits $7,361,000 and se- 
curity deposited amounting to $7,361,000.

On Tuesday of this week, at the Ho- 
tel La Salle in Chicago, the executive 
committee of the American Associa- 
tion of Accident, Underwriters met to 
take some definite action on the prop- 
osition for the amalgamation of the 
various organizations of health and ac- 
cident companies. Those present were: 
C. H. Boyer, W. R. Sanders, E. W. 
Brown, C. D. Harrington, H. C. Pe- 
gram, Arthur James, P. J. V. McKian, 
Captain Samuel Clark and Rupert F. 
Fry. Captain Clark was elected to the 
committee in place of E. T. Swobe, re- 
signed. E. W. Brown was chosen chair- 
man of the committee. 

Will Canvass All Companies 

It was decided to send out at once a 
general letter canvassing for members 
in a new combined association to have 
the- name of the National Association 
of Accident Underwriters. This letter 
is to be signed by President Boyer of 
the American association and Presi- 
dent Reinhold R. Koch of the Detroit 
Conference, who is represented by 
proxy by A. E. Forrest, vice-president 
of the North American Accident. The 
new association is to be for every com- 
pany writing health and accident busi- 
ness and promises to be somewhat more 
far-reaching than either of the present 
organizations.

NEW MEXICQ COMPANY STARTS 


Interstate Casualty & Guaranty of Al- 
buquerque Gets License—Will In- 
crease Capital and Add Lines 











The Interstate Casualty & Guaranty 
of Albuquerque, M., received its 
license to do business in its home state 
on June 8. Examination of the com- 
pany, as of June 2 by the New Mexico 
department, shows gross assets_ ot 
$197,841; liabilities other than capital, 
$1,790; paid-up cash capital, $103,960; 
net surplus, $58,679. Assets amounting 
to $33,412 were not admitted by the 
examiners. The authorized capital of 
the company is $250,000, and sale of stock 
will be continued until it has all been 
sold. ; ; 

At present the company will write 
only accident and health business. 
When the cash capital reaches $150,000 
it will take on automobile lines and 
possibly general liability lines. When 
$200,000 cash capital is on hand, it will 
enter the burglary insurance field, and 
when the remaining $50,000 has been 
paid in, it will add surety and fidelity. 

The company was started by pro- 
moters. They failed to complete the 
organization and left Albuquerque in 
July of last year. Since that time 
James A. Blainey, the secretary and 
general manager, with the assistance of 
other officers, carried forward the sale 
of stock, and put the company in con- 
dition to begin business. It now has 
an important reinsurance deal pending, 
which it expects will result in its show- 
ing a good sized income for the first 
year. 

Aside from Mr. Blainey, who is well 
known in the casualty business in the 
southern states, the insurance men at the 
home office are as follows: 

Harry L. Dix, Jr., is in charge of the 
accounting department. He has had serv- 
ice with the United States Health & Ac- 
cident, the Equitable Casualty of Atlanta 
and with Actuaries Buttolph and Spring, 
as an examiner and actuary. 

Owen M. Stanton will be in charge of 
the accident and health department and 
the outside field work. He has been with 
the Standard Accident, Equitable Acci- 
dent, Western Indemnity and Southwest- 
ern Surety. 

J. E. Cosgrove, formerly of Augusta, 
Ga., will act as supervisor of the agency 
department, and later on will take charge 
of the adjusting department, that being 
his special line. The company has al- 
ready arranged for two special agents 
to open up new territory. 





Detroit Situation Good 


The surety situation in Detroit is in 
a highly satisfactory condition though 
there is no unusual influx of business. 
Rates are being maintained and the 
fact that five companies are outside of 
the local association does not seem to 
interfere much with the maintenance of 
good practices in the city.

COMPANIES ARE DIVIDED 
CAN’T AGREE ON COMMISSIONS 





Some Companies Demand Rates Higher 
Than Those Named in New 
York Department Manual 





New York, June 16—(Special)—The 
Workmen’s Compensation Service Bu- 
reau was unable to agree today on 
the proper commissions on workmen’s 
compensation business in New York. 
Figures advanced as possible under the 
minimum rates varied from 7% to 12% 
percent. The meeting adjourned with- 
out a decision or setting a date for an- 
other conference. 

The Fidelity & Casualty has adopted 
a schedule of rates showing advances 
of from 25- to 100 percent, affecting 
about one-quarter of the classes named 
in the department manual. Similar ac- 
tion is to be taken by a number of com- 
panies, including the Globe Indemnity, 
United States Casualty, Ocean, Mary- 
land and the London & Lancashire. 
The Travelers, Aetna and Employers. 
Liability will write at the department 
figures. Serious consequences are 
feared for the smaller companies unless 
some agreement can be formulated on 
rates and commissions. 

In the event of the Bureau being 
unable to adopt any revised commission 
schedule, the rate will, under the rules, 
be the same as in any other compensa- 
tion state, 17% percent, which amount 
many companies believe is too large, 
considering that 33% percent is the ex- 
pense limit imposed by the insurance 
department. 


DEPARTMENT RATES 

The New York insurance department 
has issued its “Standard Rates for 
Workmen’s Compensation Insurance.” 
This manual contains the rates which 
the department has decided are ade- 
quate under the compensation law of 
New York. Company manuals which 
conform to it will be approved at once; 
those that give lower rates will have 
to await examination before the depart- 
ment will approve them. 

The department rates are probably 
the first ever computed in this country 
from actual experience under work- 
men’s compensation. 

The Massachusetts experience was 
used largely, but that of New Jersey, 
Illinois and other compensation states 
was utilized also. 

Sample Rates 

Agents in states where rates are low 
may be interested in seeing what New 
York employers will have to pay for 
insurance. The state fund rates will 
be somewhat lower than those which 
the companies are required to get. The 
following are some samples from the 
New York department manual, which, 
of course, are basis rates, subject to in- 
crease or reduction according to the 
merits of the individual risk: 

Agricultural implement manufacturers, 
$3.24; architects, supervising, $2.92; arte- 
sian well drillers, $3.56; bakers, $1.72; 
bark peeling, $5.99; barrel manufacturers, 
making all parts, $3.89; baseball clubs, 
covering players and umpires, $4.37; 
blacksmiths, shoeing, $4.05; blast fur- 
naces, operation, $7.45; blast furnaces; 
erection, repair and relining, $11.34; blast- 
ing, $32.40; boiler inspectors, $4.05; 
bridge building, metal (no blasting), 
$12.96; bridge building, wood (no blast- 
ing), $8.10; building movers, $9.72; cais- 
son work for bridges and other subaque- 
ous work, $14.58; candy manufacturers, 
$1.46; cap manufacturers, cloth, .36; fire- 
men, paid or volunteer, $14.58; foundry,

Department Rates Held Low 

It has become known that the minimum 
rates fixed for workmen’s compensation 
insurance by the New York department 
are lower than the department would have 
specified had it not been importuned by 
Governor Glynn to keep the minimum 
down to the very lowest possible point. 
The factor of difference between the 
Massachusetts and New York laws was 
believed by the department to be not 
lower than 2.25, but 2 was decided on to 
satisfy Governor Glynn. The announce- 
ment by a number of companies that they 
will not accept business at the depart- 
ment figures indicates their belief that 
they could not do so without imperiling 
their solvency. 





Indiana Monopoly Unlikely 


The trend of sentiment in Indiana is 
believed to be moving away from a 
monoplistic state insurance fund for 
workmen’s ,compensation. The chair- 
man of the commission has been in- 
clined strongly towards the Ohio plan, 
but it is now thought that the bill to 
be presented to the next legislature will 
be a more reasonable one. 





Program of Short Papers 

At a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the International Association 
of Casualty & Surety Underwriters 
Tuesday it was decided to replace the 
annual program of long set addresses 
with a number of short papers on con- 
troversial questions, each to be fol- 
lowed by ten-minute discussions. The 
program committee, consisting of Pres- 
ident Holland, Secretary Jones and 
Treasurer Taylor, will work out the de- 
tails later. Surety topics are to be 
given more attention than usual this 
year. 





Funds Tied Up 

The Mutual Accident Association of 
America, which is being organized in 
Chicago by Richard White, had $600 in 
funds on deposit in the La Salle Street 
Trust & Savings Bank, which closed its 
doors last Friday. Just what effect the 
blow may have on the company cannot 
be told until something definite is 
known as to the ability of the bank to 
pay off depositors. 





No Tax on Net Receipts 


Counties in Illinois cannot tax the 
net receipts of casualty and surety com- 
panies, according to a decision of the 
Illinois supreme court. The board of 
assessors of Cook county attempted 
to make an assessment on such com- 
panies last year, just as it does on fire, 
marine and life companies. The Fidel- 
ity & Casualty filed a statement under 
protest and the test case was carried up. 

A vast amount of money was. in- 
volved, as the county would no doubt 
have attempted to collect back taxes 
and penalties had it won. 





Abbott Leaves Western Indemnity 


C. M. Abbott has resigned as man- 
ager of the Western Indemnity at In- 
dianapolis. It is understood that he 
is considering entering the service of 
an eastern company. Mr. Abbott was 
for a number of years vice-president 
and general manager of the Federal 
Union Surety, and, since it discontinued 
writing business, he has been handling 
the business of many of its former 
agents through his office at Indianapo- 
lis. For a time this business was writ- 
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ten in the Southern Surety, but for a 
number of months past it has been writ- 
ten in the Western Indemnity of Dal- 
las. 


ST. LOUIS AGENCIES MERGE 








Lawton-Bruner Agency Company and 
W. M. Byrne & Co. Combine As 
One Big Organization 





The Lawton-Bruner Agency Com- 
pany and W. M. Byrne & Co. of St. 
Louis last week arranged to merge un- 
der the name of the Lawton-Byrne- 
Bruner Agency Company. The new 
deal becomes effective July 1. The 
two agencies had adjacent space, and 
for the present will occupy all the office 
room that both previously had. The 
Lawton-Bruner Agency resigned the 
Globe Indemnity, and W. M. Byrne & 
Co. have resigned the general agency ot 
the Maryland Casualty for Missouri and 
southern Illinois. The combined agency 
will take the general agency of the 
Hartford Accident & Indemnity for 
Missouri and southern Illinois. , 

H. M. Matthews, who has been with 
the Byrne agency, goes with the Wall 
& Campbell agency. ; 

William J. Umverzagt, superintend- 
ent of agents of the Maryland Casualty, 
was in St. Louis last week arranging 
for a successor to the Byrne agency.

SHAUCK BOASTS GRAVES’ METHODS 


Supreme Court Judge John A. Shauck of 
Ohio has issued a belated minority opin- 
ion on the decision given by his con- 
freres in the Warnes and Kilpatrick law 
referendum cases. The majority of the 
court held that Secretary of State Graves 
had a right to throw out the petitions, 
but the minority report says: 

“It is apparent in his (Graves’) capacity 
as guardian of the referendum he has dis- 
sipated the estate of his ward, for if the 
referendum on legislative acts can be 
defeated by methods which have pre- 
vailed in these cases, then certainly ref- 
erendum is a failure. Graves’ alleged 
hearing was in defiance of all rules of 
orderly procedure.” 

Of course, the majority ruling stands, 
but there is a crumb of comfort in the 
fact that one judge of the supreme court 
did not think the referendum petitions 
got a square deal. The same stands true 
regarding the petition on the Green work- 
men’s compensation law also.

COMPENSATION NOTES 


On application of the city of Buffalo, 
Attorney-General Thomas Carmody of 
New York has rendered an opinion that 
the workmen’s compensation law does not 
affect cities unless they employ men “for 
pecuniary gain.” 

Another conference on the proposition 
to establish an inspection bureau for 
workmen's compensation risks in New 
York state in which stock companies, 
mutuals and the state fund will cooper- 
ate was held Wednesday. but an organi- 
zation was not effected. Another meet- 
ing is set for Friday of this week. 

The California Industrial Accident 
Commission rules that the California 
workmen’s compensation law is not ap- 
plicable to interstate railroads. This is 
regarded as relieving railroads from lia- 
bility for the bulk of their accidents to 
employes. 
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SURETIES HIT HARD 
HEAVIEST LOSSES IN YEARS 





Closing of Five Chicago Banks Makes 
Companies Come Across for 
Over a Million 





Surety companies got the worst 
wrench suffered in years when the 
Lorimer-Munday chain of banks closed 
in Chicago last week. As nearly as 
can be estimated, they are on for about 
$1,500,000. The companies are sureties 
on depository bonds running to the city 
of Chicago amounting to $1,070,000; 
Chicago sanitary district, $75,000; the 
United States, $50,000; the National 
Life, U. S. A., $200,000. It is said that 
these banks also carried funds of the 
Catholic Order of Foresters and other 
organizations, which require depository 
bonds. 

Other Bonds Involved 

In addition to the depository losses 
there is possibility of losses under other 
classes of bonds. Over $100,000 of 
funds of one concern in receivership 
is in one of the banks, and it is not known 
what funds of estates under administra- 
tion may be held by these banks. 
Whether the companies executing these 
fiduciary bonds will be liable will de- 
pend on circumstances. The Lorimer 
banks have been popular with certain 
contractors, and some surety men an- 
ticipate trouble under contract bonds, 
due to the fact of these contractors 
naving their ready money tied up or 
ost. 

Ultimate Losses Uncertain 

No definite information has been 
given out as to whether the officers 
of these banks were under fidelity 
bonds. If they are, there stands the 
possibility of the sureties being caught 
for losses on these bonds if irregu- 
larities by the officers should be proved. 

There is no telling what the ultimate 
losses of surety companies will be. 
That will depend largely on their re- 
coveries. By reason of reinsurance the 
net liability of the surety companies is 
not known definitely. Some have not 
as much net liability as their bonds 
show and some have more. The Amer- 
ican Surety has a little reinsurance, 
but not much, and no direct liability. 
The Fidelity & Deposit has no liability, 
direct or indirect. 

Pive Banks Involved 


The La Salle Street Trust & Savings 
Bank, the Ashland-Twelfth State Bank, 
the Broadway State Bank and the Illinois 
State Bank were closed last Friday by a 
state bank examiner, pending fuller ex- 
amination. The closing of the Calumet 
State Bank followed in a day or two. 
These five institutions are under virtually 
the same control. The four minor banks 
all had large amounts of their funds in 
the La Salle Street bank. It was stated 
yesterday that Attorney-General Lucey 
of Illinois would today apply for a re- 
ceiver for the La Salle Street bank. How 
badly the affairs of the others have been 
manipulated for its benefit is not known. 
There was talk yesterday to the effect 





that the surety companies might help 
these others to reorganize. 


National Surety’s Big Liability 


The National Surety has $330,000 direct 
depository liability, somewhat reduced by 
reinsurance but also increased somewhat 
by reinsurance accepted from other com- 
panies. On Tuesday it paid $125,000, the 
full amount of its bond on the La Salle 
Street bank. In addition it has bonds of 
$50,000 on the Broadway, $25,000 on the 
Illinois and $105,000 on the Calumet, in 
favor of the City of Chicago, besides 
$25,000 on the La Salle Street in favor of 
the sanitary district. 


Illinois Surety Has Five Bonds 


The Illinois Surety has $50,000 each on 
the La Salle Street, Ashland-Twelfth and 
Broadway to protect city deposits; $25,- 
000 on the La Salle Street. to protect 
sanitary district funds, and $50,000 on the 
same bank to protect United States funds. 
It placed the depository business of these 
banks last December. President A. J. 
Hopkins says the company is ready to 
pay the $50,000 to the city on the La 
Salle Street bank bond as soon as the 
deposits are verified and the proper form 
of assignment presented. Payment of the 
other $100,000 to the city may be deferred 
pending efforts to reorganize the other 
banks. The federal statutes give the gen- 
eral government a first lien on the assets 
of the La Salle Street bank. If the gov- 
ernment should call on the Illinois Surety 
for its $50,000, the surety company would 
be subrogated to the government’s lien. 
The Illinois Surety has been making 
heavy collections recently and has a large 
amount of cash on hand, and its surplus 
has increased since its March 31 state- 
ment. President Hopkins states that if 
worst came to worst and the company 
had to pay under all bonds at once, it 
could create surplus by reducing capital, 
but he anticipates no such action. 

Chicago Bonding Pays 

The Chicago Bonding & Surety has paid 
$25,000 under its bond for that amount 
on the Ashland-Twelfth and expects to 
pay a similar amount to the city of Chi- 
cago before the end of the week under its 
bond on the Illinois State. In May the 
stockholders assessed themselves $20 a 
share. Secretary O. F. Roberts says these 
assessments have all been paid except 
about $5,000, making $45,000 paid in. 
These losses can be paid by using this 
ov and about $5,000 from the old sur- 
plus. 

The Globe Indemnity has $100,000 on 
the La Salle Street and $25,000 on the 
Illinois State, running to the city. The 
company is said to have reinsured down 
to $37,500 net. 

Other Bonds 


The United States Fidelity & Guaranty 
already has paid its $100,000 to the city 
under its bond on the La Salle Street 
bank. The Massachusetts Bonding has 
$100,000 on the La Salle Street bank, run- 
ning to the city. The Southern Surety 
has $75,000 on the La Salle Street and 
$25,000 on the Illinois State, running to 
the city. 

The American Fidelity has $75,000 on 
the La Salle Street and the Equitable 
Surety has $25,000 on the same institu- 
tion, both running to the city. 

The New England Casualty has $25,000 
on the Ashland-Twelfth and $15,000 on 
the Illinois State, running to the city. 
It has part of this liability reinsured. 

The Aetna Accident & Liability has a 
bond of $200,000 on the La Salle Street 
bank in favor of the National Life, U. 
S. A. This liability was reinsured down, 
until, the Aetna’s representatives state, 
it has but a small amount net. It is said 
that the life insurance company had 
about $142,000 in the bank when it closed. 





Golf Association Organizes 
The Casualty & Surety Golf Associa- 
tion of Chicago held its first tourna- 
ment at the Hinsdale Golf Club on 
Tuesday. About twenty-five men 
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were present. It was decided to make 
the organization permanent, and Philip 
B. Shillito was elected president and 
A. D. Edwards secretary. President 
Shillito has appointed George D. Webb, 
E. A. St. John and George Tramel a 
general committee to conduct the asso- 
ciation’s affairs. The next tournament 
will be during the second week in July. 


LATEST IOWA DEVELOPMENTS 
Department Will Admit Interstate Cas- 


ualty, Which Will Reinsure Bus- 
iness for Employers Mutual 





Des Moines, Iowa, June 17—(Spe- 
cial)—The Interstate Casualty of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., will be admitted to 
Iowa, according to Insurance Commis- 
sioner C. S. Byrkit. At a conference, 
representatives of the company agreed 
to make certain changes in contract 
which will do away with whatever de- 
lay might otherwise have been caused 
by the state insurance department. It 
is generally understood that the com- 
pany will reinsure the workmen’s com- 
pensation risks written by the Em- 
ployers Mutual Casualty Association of 
lowa, an outgrowth of the Iowa Manu- 
facturers Association. Mr. Byrkit was 
shown an agreement to that effect, but 
as yet this agreement has not been offi- 
cially submitted to him. 

The Iowa Mutual Liability of Cedar 
Rapids has taken over the charter of 
the Auto Protection Association, of 
which Dr. Richard Lord of Cedar 
Rapids is president. The company 
will furnish insurance to those who will 
come under the new workmen’s com- 
pensation act. Dr. Lord and his at- 
torneys submitted the proposition to 
the state insurance department and the 
transfer of the business of the automo- 
bile mutual was approved. 





Enters More States 

The American Indemnity of Galves- 
ton, having increased its capital, has 
decided to apply for admittance to 
Alabama and Missouri and possibly 
one or two other southern states. This 
year it will also enter one or two. east- 
ern states, but these will not be de- 
cided upon until J. F. Seinsheimer, the 
underwriting manager, makes a trip 
to the east. 


WOULD BUY INDUSTRIAL COMPANY 

The Guardian Accident of Indianapolis, 
which was licensed in its home state in 
February, is now reported to be looking 
about for a satisfactory opportunity to 
buy an industrial health and accident 
company, which will give it a fair start 
in this line of the business. At present 
the company is doing only a commercial 
business of the better class. Unless it 
makes a deal with some industrial com- 
pany, it will probably continue to confine 
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its operations to the commercial field. S. 
B. Hosmer organized the company. The 
stock was sold largely to osteopathic 
physicians, and in many cases they will 
~~ Re medical examiners for it in the 
eld. 





Has New Burglary Rates 

A special schedule of burglary in- 
surance rates has been issued by the 
New Jersey Fidelity & Plate Glass to 
apply to Cook county, Ill., California, 
Kansas City, Mo., and Kansas City, 
Kan. Agents of various companies say 
that burglars have been doing a good 
business in Kansas City for some time. 
H. C. Ramsay, an agent there, report- 
ed that of seventeen claims since last 
November there has not been one re- 
covery. A committee of the Commer- 
cial club a few months ago conducted 
a special inquiry, as a result of which 
residence burglary rates were reduced 
from $18 to $15 per $1,000 in Kansas 
City and remain so. No unusual rob- 
beries have occurred in Kansas City 
recently, though certain of the papers 
make the most of all that occur. 


Pays Smallest Claim . 

New York, June 17—(Special)— 
Probably the smallest indemnity pay- 
ment on record was that of 7 cents 
recently paid out by the New Amster- 
dam Casualty to a certain electrical 
engineer who held one of its accident 
policies. The claim, which narrowed 
tc thirty minutes of lost time, was fig- 
ured at 15 cents by the assured, but 
only at 7 cents by the insurance ad- 
uster. He offered to pay the assured 
the additional 8 cents, but the assured, 
apparently devoid of humor, insisted 
that he should consult his lawyer first. 
He retains the 7 cents, but as yet has 
not signed the release. 


The injury was suffered on a Sunday. 
The assured works as electrical engineer 
on week days and as “husband and em- 
ploye” of his wife, who is engaged in 
amateur farming, on Sundays, his wage 
on that day being $3, paid by his wife- 
employer. The husband-employe was 
tearing down a small building on the day 
in question when a rusty nail in a falling 
board pierced his hand. He was incapaci- 
tated from 4:05 to 4:35 p. m. He laid 
futile claim also to an allowance for physi- 
cian’s services on the ground that he per- 
formed the services for himself. The 
amusement over the incident is all at the 
company’s end of the line, the assured 
having merely played a mechanical part 
in asserting his claim, through fear of 
tetanus developing. 


WITHDRAW FEREOM NORTHERN PART 

The Indiana & Ohio Live Stock has 
withdrawn from the northern part of Min- 
nesota owing to unfavorable experience. 
The agents are casting about for other 
companies. 


CONFER ON TAX METHODS 


F. Robertson Jones, manager of the 
compensation publicity bureau, and R. E. 
Gilkey. manager of the Surety Associa- 
tion of America, are to be in Richmond 
Thursday to meet the state tax commis- 
sion in a conference on taxation of casu- 
alty and surety companies.

A. Hoffman, general agent for the 
Fidelity & Casualty at St. Louis, has been 
receiving the congratulations of his 
friends on the arrival of a granddaughter 
in the home of Mr. and Mrs. Ingram Gray- 
son, his son-in-law and daughter. 

The United States Casualty, which has 
been for a number of years in the agency 
of Burtenshaw & Sibley at Detroit, has 
been transferred to Charles B. Erringer, 
manager of the American Fidelity. When 
the American Fidelity ceased writing lia- 
bility, compensation and automobile in- 
surance some months ago, Mr. Erringer 
began seeking a connection for that class 
of business. 

The state insurance department of Iowa 
Monday issued a warning to Iowa em- 
ployers against placing industrial fnsur- 
ance in unauthorized companies. It was 
reported that representatives of unauthor- 
ized companies have been soliciting busi- 
ness in the state. 

The First National Bank of Canadian, 
Okla., has brought suit in federal court 
against the United States Fidelity & Guar- 
anty, asking $10,000, the amount of the 
bond of Fain Gillock, former cashier of 
the bank, under federal indictment in con- 
nection with a $25,000 shortage. 

Louis Walowits, of McDavid, Meyer, 
Goldman & Terry, of Birmingham, Ala., 
stood third in production of accident and 
health business among all the agents of 
the Fidelity & Deposit in month of May.

All 
parties engaged in the contracting busi- 
ness will be required to take out Ticonee, 
but in future no bonds will be required 
of them. 

Georges E. Cutler, vice-president and 
general manager of the uardian Cas- 
ualty & Guaranty of Salt Lake City, was 
in Chicago on Wednesday on his way to 
Detroit and New York. The company 
entered Michigan a few months ago, but 
has not yet done much to develop the 
state. 

The Casualty Underwriters’ Association 
of California gave a luncheon recently 
to J. J. Dorn, executive superintendent 
of the United States Casualty, and Jesse 
Bacharach and John E, Watson, New York 
state insurance department examiners, 
who were on the coast to examine the 
Pacific department of the Royal Indem- 
nity. 

Despite the fact that the Illinois Su- 
preme court has twice declared the act 
constitutional. the firm of O'Donnell, 
Donovan & Bray, representing the Chi- 
cago Telephone Company at Joliet, IIl., 
has attacked the workmen's compensation 
law on the ground that the amendments 
were not printed before the bill was 
passed. The grounds are new. 

The board of directors of the Texas 
Employers’ Insurance Association held its 
first annual meeting at the offices of the 
association in Dallas June 10, at which 
time a regular election of directors re- 
sulted in two new members being chosen 
to the original board appointed by the 
governor last September. Homer R. 
Mitchell was again chosen as general man- 
ager and Carr P. Collins was elected sec- 
retary. 

The National Surety has written a 
schedule fidelity bond for the Trust Com- 
pany of New Jersey of Hoboken, aggre- 
gating $417,000. The National Surety has 
also written a $300,000 bond on behalf of 
the Ingalls Stone Company Of Missouri, 
subcontractor for the furnishing and 
erecting of all the cut stone work on the 
new Missouri state capitol at Jefferson 
City. The subcontract is in the sum of 
$569,000. 

The Prudential Casualty, which was 
tentatively admitted to membership in 
the Plate Glass Underwriters Association 
of New York, has declined to consider 
itself formally a member of the associa- 
tion and expresses an intention to hold 
aloof until questions regarding brokers’ 
and agents’ commissions are permanently 
settled. Meanwhile it states that it does 
not intend to become a disturbing factor 
in the situation.

companies doing business in Illinois, 


with a total premium income of 
$20,037,000, but that there were only 
six domestic stock fire insurance com- 
panies doing business here, with a total 
premium income of only $351,000; that 
during the past few years there has 
been a very great increase in the pro- 
portion of the so-called “underwriters” 
policies to the total number of fire in- 
surance policies issued in the state, and 
that, concurrent with this increase, 
there has been a great increase in the 
amount of reinsurance premiums paid 
to companies domiciled outside of the 
United States, viz.: from $20,000,000 in 
1910, for all the United States, to more 
than $38,000,000 in 1913. 
Many Companies Retiring 

I also find that during the past few 
years, in the United States, many joint 
stock fire companies, which have done 
business in Illinois, have ceased to do 
business, the great majority of which 
have reinsured, becoming either an “un- 
derwriters” agency or a “subsidiary” of 
the company in which they were rein- 
sured, for example: In 1913, thirty-two 
companies ceased to do business in the 
United States, of which thirty continued 
their existence, either as a subsidiary 
company or an “underwriters” annex, 
which shows the marked, prevailing 
tendency by the use of “underwriter,” 
etc., toward the centralization of the 
insurance business. 

Definition of “Underwriter” 

By reference to authoritative diction- 
aries, and legal decisions, I find the 
word “underwriter” is defined to be an 
insurer; that is, one who for a consid- 
eration agrees to pay losses by fire, etc., 
but, from the evidence presented at this 
hearing, I find, that the so-called “un- 
derwriters” policies are contracts put 
out by some person or persons termed 
“underwriters” or “underwriters” agen- 
cies, but which person or persons issu- 
ing said policies do not, themselves, by 
the same or otherwise, agree to pay the 
losses insured against therein, but such 
losses are therein agreed to be paid by 
one or more regularly incorporated in- 
surance companies. Consequently, the 
word “underwriters” in connection with 
the issuance of said policies is deceptive, 
being different from the universally ac- 
cepted meaning of the word. The-de- 
sign and typography of said “under- 
writers” policies differ widely, some be- 
ing of such a character that only by a 
very careful egamination would it be 
discovered by the holder that the “un- 
derwriters” are not the real insurer, 
while others are less objectionable in 
this regard, but it is impossible to dis- 
criminate in this respect between those 
policies which are highly deceptive and 
those comparatively free from such ob- 
jections. 

Says Policies Are Deceptive 

“Underwriters” policies contain other 
possibilities of deception and mislead- 
ing of policyholders in different ways, 
such as permitting an owner requesting 
two policies in different companies to 
be given one policy in a corporation 
and another in an “underwriters” 
backed by the same corporation. Also 
where several companies join in one 
“underwriters” policy, it is, in this state, 
always so worded that the liability is 
“several” instead of “joint,” so that the 
insured has no greater security than he 
would have from each “parent” com- 
pany’s separate policy for its share of 
the risk, but the insured is frequently 
led to believe that by the union of sev- 
eral companies in one policy his secur- 
ity is improved. Certain “underwrit- 
ers” advertise assets and also, in cer- 
tain books and manuals which are 
known as standard insurance publica- 
tions and which are commonly placed 
by the “underwriters” in the hands of 
their agents for use in procuring busi- 
ness, most of the “underwriters” are 
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listed as having assets, although, as 
“underwriters,” they have none. This 
is deceptive. 

Original Purpose Disappeared 

I further find, that the “underwriters” 
plan was devised many years ago, for 
the purpose of combining the efforts of 
several small companies, in order that 
they might secure and handle larger 
lines of insurance, but that there has 
been a gradual and radical change in 
the use of “underwriters” policies, until 
the original purpose has almost en- 
tirely disappeared, and “underwriters” 
are now usually employed ‘for the pur- 
pose of creating and maintaining nu- 
merous organizations for business-get- 
ing purposes only. Out of the entire 
number of “annexes” doing business in 
the United States, about ninety per 
cent represent only one company, 
which is thus able through its annex 
or annexes to divide itself into as many 
business-getting entitles as it maintains 
annexes, some companies having as 
many as eight. One present reason for 
the creation and maintenance of “un- 
derwriters” is the desire of the compa- 
nies to obtain multiple representation in 
local territory and thereby evade the 
usual and recognized “one agent” rule 
of local insurance boards and associa- 
tions. 

Business is Affected Unfavorably 

I find further, from the evidence pre- 
sented at said hearing, that the issu- 
ance of the so-called “underwriters” 
policies, as carried on at the present 
time, affects unfavorably the insurance 
business, and the public welfare, in va- 
rious other ways, for example: It is 
apt to bring about excessive liability of 
“parent” companies in congested dis- 
tricts of great cities; it is sometimes 
used as a method by which an insur- 
ance company writes policies otherwise 
than through its local agent—common- 
ly called “overhead” writing; it allows, 
in effect, several organizations to do 
business on one capital. If each “an- 
nex” entity were a corporation, the 
statutory capital would have to be put 
up for each, but the “underwriters” 
plan evades this necessity. Conse- 
quently, new capital is discouraged 
from entering the insurance field, for it 
cannot compete on equal terms. with 
going insurance organizations, operat- 
ing practically without capital. Such 
competition tends also to eliminate the 
smaller companies.’ The total result is 
the present rapid centralization of the 
insurance business in a few great cor- 
porations. 

Pollow the Usual Procedure 

I find that so-called “underwriters” 
conduct their business in substantially 
the same manner as ordinary insurance 
corporations; they operate and main- 
tain fire insurance agencies, by which 
business is solicited and secured in this 
state; they make contracts of fire in- 
surance issuing policies in various 
forms in evidence thereof; they collect 
premiums, adjust and pay losses and in 
all respects perform the same functions, 
in the same manner as ordinary insur- 
ance corporations, and this is carried 
to such an extent that “underwriters” 
frequently become ostensible competi- 
tors of “parent” companies for business, 

Conclusions of Law 

I find from consideration of the 
above facts and the laws of Illinois in 
relation thereto that I am charged by 
statute with the enforcement of all 
laws in this state relating to insurance 
or insurance companies and concerns 
organized or doing business in this 
state and that the issuance of so-called 
“underwriters” policies in this state is 
contrary to law in the following par- 
ticulars, among others: 

(1) The “underwriters” plan, when 
several companies united in one policy, 
amounts, in substance and effect, to a 
partnership between corporations, which 
is not permitted by law. 

(2) The unmistakable tendency of 
the “underwriters” plan being the dis- 
couragement of new capital from enter- 
ing the insurance field, the absorption 
of smaller companies and their replace- 





ment by “annexes” with a consequent 
centralization of the insurance busi- 
ness; its general effect is toward the 
creation of monopoly, which is con- 
trary to public policy, the common law 
and the statutes of this state. 

Discusses License Question 

(3) The agents of said “underwrit- 
ers” violate the law because they do 
not take out, as such, the licenses re- 
quired of all insurance agents in this 
state, under the different sections of 
the statutes relating to different condi- 
tions, etc., thus making such agents lia- 
ble to prosecution for violating these 
sections of the statute, as well as under 
the general criminal laws of this state, 
for representing fictitious entities. 

(4) If it should be admitted, as 
sometimes claimed, that the “underwrit- 
ers” are merely departments of the 
“parent” company then their use 
amounts to such “parent” company do- 
ing business under other than its true 
corporate name, which is contrary to 
the criminal laws of this state. It is 
the evident intention of the statute 
that all corporations shall advertise and 
do business only in the names given in 
their charters. . 

Possibilities of Deception 

(5) The numerous possibilities of 
deception in “underwriters” policies, be- 
ginning with the very name, as well 
as the actual violations of the statutes 
against deceit arising through them, 
render them contrary to the spirit and 
letter of our laws. Insurance contracts, 
being gotten up by the insurer, the in- 
sured having no voice in shaping the 
terms thereof, they are, in law, to be 
most strongly construed against the 
maker. Judged by this legal rule, “un- 
derwriter” policies are, in spirit as well 
as in practical working, obnoxious alike 
to good faith and the rules of positive 
law. 

Do Not Fulfill Legal Requirements 

(6) Such “underwriters,” although 
they function for all practical pur- 
poses as insurance corporations, do 
not fulfill or attempt to fulfill the re- 
quirements of law relating to insurance 
companies doing business in Illinois. 
As at present conducted, there is no 
supervision or control over their opera- 
tions, as contemplated by statute, in 
relation to all insurance business. Le- 
gally they are mere fictions. There 
is no permission of law in Illinois for 
insurance companies to do business by 
such method. It. is illegal, amounting, 
in substance, to doing business as an 
insurance corporation without having 
been incorporated, which is a criminal 
offense. Companies so conducting busi- 
ness exceed their corporate powers, 
such “underwriter” plan not being men- 
tioned in or contemplated by the char- 
ter of any insurance company doing 
business in this state in any form what- 
ever. 

i Conclusion Is Given 

The combined effect of the “under- 
writers” plan, as at present operated, 
is the development of an injurious sys- 
tem, based on fictitious entities, which 
is prejudicial to the insurance public 
and indefensible either as a matter of 
law or of correct business procedure. 

Therefore, taking into consideration 
the facts and law in relation to said 
matter, by virtue of the duty imposed 
on me and the authority vested in me 
by statute, and for the protection and 
promotion of the best interests of the 
people of Illinois, it is my opinion that 
such practice of issuing so-called “un- 
derwriters” policies in this state is ille- 
gal and without warrant of law, and, as 
required by statute, I shall direct that 
proper proceedings be instituted in the 
courts of this state against all com- 
panies issuing such policies to compel 
them to conform to the laws of this 
state.

(Ernest Palmer, who dis- 
cussed the work of the National 
Board’s committee on laws in fighting 
misrepresentation and unfairly adverse 
legislation, and J. George Stauffer of 
the Firemans Fund. 

The meeting will adjourn tomorrow 
noon with the election of officers for 
the coming year. It is expected that 
Mr. March will be reelected president 
and Mr. Fletcher treasurer, but no 
forecast of the possible incumbents of 
the remaining office is out. 

_H. O. Benedict of the Fidelity-Phe- 
nix, vice-president of the association, 
addressed the closing meeting. 


George H. Moore’s Address 


George H. Moore, assistant manager 
of the Liverpool & London & Globe, 
in his talk to the field men, said: 


While I am not a pessimist, I am sorry 
to say that never in the history of under- 
writing has such utter demorilization been 
known so far as regards rates, forms and 
lack of cooperation as exists in the west- 
ern field today. This has largely been 
brought about by the anticompact laws 
in the different states, which prohibit com- 
panies from combining and securing fair 
rates for their business. 

Rating Bureaus Should Be Legalized 

Anticompact laws are unjust and 
against public policy and should never be 
placed on the statute books of any state. 
Fire companies are entitled to fair rates 
based on experience. For this reason 
companies should be allowed to establish 
rating bureaus in each state and apply a 
uniform tariff on all properties. If the 
legislatures in the different states having 
anticompact laws would repeal them and 
place on their statute books a law that 
would make it compulsory on all com- 
panies to establish a rating bureau for 
the purpose of applying a uniform tariff, 
then there would be no discrimination be- 
tween the rich man or large insurer, and 
the poor man who simply has his own 
home to insure. At the end of every five 
years if these rates should prove to be 
too high or too low, they could be reduced 
or advanced automatically. Suppose the 
states were to pass an anticompact law 
applying to life companies and life com- 
panies would commence cutting rates for 
business, what would be the result? The 
only persons who would receive any bene- 
fit would be the general agent or solicitor 
working on a commission basis. It would 
not take them many years to become 
wealthy, but where would the widows 
and orphans come in when the time came 
to pay for these policies? 


Should Have Fair Profit 


Fire insurance is a necessity and the 
commercial world could not do business 
without it. Therefore, it is important for 
policyholders to pay companies a fair 
premium for their policies so as to enable 
them in case of loss or conflagration to 
collect one hundred cents on the dollar 
should their property be destroyed. 

In Iowa and Nebraska (and Michigan, 
Illinois and Missouri are fast falling in 
line) many companies, managers, field 
men and local agents are competing 
against each other and local agents are 
encouraged by managers and field men 
every time a large and important line ex- 
pires to solicit the renewal at a cut in 
rate from 25 to 50 per cent, and in many 
cases so change the form as to blanket 
same without coinsurance, which means 4 
still further cut. These lines are ac- 
cepted by managers with their eyes wide 
open, without criticism. 


No Money Is Made 


Now what is the result? Managers make 
no money for their companies, field men 
make bad records for themselves, and lo- 
cal agents so reduce their incomes that 
there is no incentive for them to interest 
themselves in the welfare of their com- 
panies. 

The question now before us is, what 
can we do to improve the business? 50 
far as my observation goes, many man- 
agers do not seem to have the courage Or 
confidence in each other, neither do they 
seem willing to cooperate for better cun- 
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ditions. Their only object at present 
seems to be to secure a large premium 
income, placing jumbo lines on their books 
for terms of three and five years at rates 
that are bound to bring loss to their com- 
panies. 

Now Up to the Pield Men 

It is for this reason that I am firmly 
of the belief that it is up to the field men 
to bring about better conditions. There 
never was a better opportunity for the 
field men to show their strength and abil- 
ity, not by any agreement, but by hav- 
ing confidence in each other‘s good faith 
to try and secure fair rates, proper forms 
and good practices in their particular 
field. They can use their influence with 
their respective company or companies to 
help bring about these reforms, and they 
can educate their agents that it is the 
height of folly to compete with each other 
and that their interests are identical with 
the company. 

Fully realizing that I am talking in 
an anticompact state, I want it distinct- 
ly understood that I am not advocating 
any member of this club to disobey the 
laws that are now on the statute books 
of this state, but would recommend that 
each one of you use your best endeavors 
to have the anticompact law that is now 
on your statute books repealed and try 
and interest each one of your agents to 
cooperate with you to that end. 

Opportunity Is at Hand 

You do not realize how much power 
and influence you would have if you take 
hold of this matter in earnest. By taking 
advantage of present opportunities you 
may make a record for yourselves that 
will do great honor to our profession and 
will be of great advantage to you in the 
future. 

The Michigan Field Club is made up 
of men of sterling qualities. You are 
doing good work and I believe you have 
full confidence in each other, and hope 
your efforts to maintain good practices 
in your state will be of lasting benefit, 
not only to the companies you represent, 
but to the policyholders in the good old 
state of Michigan.

The Jan. 1 statement of the Pacific 
Automobile Indemnity Exchange of Los 
Angeles, an interinsurance concern, shows 
total income last year of $47,219, pre- 
miums amounting to $37,329. Losses paid 
totaled $8,886 and compensation for the 
Individual Underwriters Corporation, the 
attorney-in-fact, was $3,850. The ledger 
assets on Jan. 1 were $34,483 of which 
only $864 was surplus. The assets include 
an amount of $15,812 in bills receivable.

Question—If an assured takes out a 
policy in a mutual company on his mer- 
cantile stock for a term of five years, 
and carries the insurance for three 
years and becomes dissatisfied with the 
mutual insurance and drops the pol- 
icy, and has his premium note returned 
to him, is he still legally responsible 
for any fire losses or debts of any kind 
which may have. been contracted by the 
mutual company during the three years 
time he was insured? We are sure in 
our own minds that he is. 

Answer—The liability of a member 
of a mutual insurance company for 
losses and expenses incurred during the 
life of his insurance is one that has led 
to much litigation. There are so many 
different phases of this question that 
it is rather difficult to say anything is 
or is not so, and furthermore, there 
are many conflicting statutes and deci- 
sions in the various states. We have 
found two decisions, however, that 
might fit the case you mention. 

It was held in Brown vs. Frailey 
(Lane. Co. C. P.) that a policy of in- 
surance and a premium note therefor 
constitute a contract which the parties 
May rescind by mutual agreement, and 
when rescinded there can be no fur- 
ther liability by the insured except for 
Prior losses and expenses. 

The other decision was in the case 
of Peake vs. Yale (Mich. S. C.). It was 
held that an officer in a mutual fire in- 
surance company, after a policyholder

has canceled his policy, on the collec- 
tion of an assessment for expenses and 
losses incurred during the time the 
policy was in force, can not give a re- 
ceipt in full, which will prevent the 
company from collecting an additional 
assessment of such person for the pay- 
ment of such losses and expenses when 
the former assessments were insuffi- 
cient to pay such losses and expenses.

Question—Will you furnish us the 
figures on the amount of insurance car- 
ried by the United States, the premiums 
paid and the annual loss by fire? 

Answer—There are no definite fig- 
ures on the exact amount of fire insur- 
ance in force in the United States, the 
amount of premiums collected nor the 
total loss by fire. Statisticians and 
experts, however, agree that there is 
about $60,000,000,000 of fire insurance 
outstanding in the United States, on 
which the annual premium income is 
approximately $350,000,000. The total 
fire loss on insured property is put at 
$200,000,000, while the total fire loss 
of the country is variously estimated at 
from $250,000,000 to $300,000,000. 

Premiums of stock companies in the 
United States in 1913 are put by the 
National Board at’ $231,000,000. 


Question—Please explain the follow- 
ing clause of the Iowa tornado policy: 

“Tt is expressly stipulated that only 
such proportion of the insurance un- 
der this policy on any building covers 
on plate, stained, beaded or cathedral 
glass therein, as the value of such glass 
shall bear to the value of said building; 
and to such extent only shall this com- 





pany contribute with other insurance in 
payment of any loss thereon.” - 

Answer—Assume a building having a 
total value of $5,000 with plate, stained, 
lead and cathedral glass valued at $250. 
The value of such glass is 5 percent 
of the value of the building, so that 
the insurance on glass is 5 percent of 
the tornado insurance carried. 

Supposing there were three policies 
of tornado insurance on the building, 
policy A for $1,000, B for $1,000 and C 
for $2,000. As each policy has 5 per- 
cent of its face on the glass, A has $50, 
B $50 and C $100, making .-a total of 
$200. A has one-fourth of the total, B 
has one-fourth and C has one-half, so 
on a $150 loss A pays one-fourth of 
$150 or $37.50, B a like amount and C 
one-half of $150 or $75, making the total 
payment $150.

Question—Can a mixed union and bu- 
reau agency, should it decide to release 
its union company or companies, be 
recognized as a bureau agency and re- 
ceive the bureau rates of commissions? 

Answer—An agency cannot change 
its status by resigning any companies 
that it may have. The status of mixed 
agencies and, in fact, of all agencies 
was fixed on the date that the confer- 
ence agreement went into effect. 


Question—Is it necessary that an 
Ohio mutual have insurance on a risk 
in Ohio before a mutual outside the 
state of Ohio can write insurance on 
that risk? 

Answer—This is purely a matter of 
underwriting practice with the foreign

PRESIDENT TAYLOR’S VIEWS 





Head of the Connecticut Mutual Com- 
ments on the Total and Perma- 
nent Disability Clause 





There are some companies that see 
but little or no value of the total and 
permanent disability clause attached to 
life insurance. The Connecticut Mu- 
tual is the latest company to fire a 
broadside against this clause. It says 
to its agents through President John 
M. Taylor: 

“In our letter of May 14, as to the 
disability clause, we refrained from any 
statement as to the causes that led us 
to a decision not to make present use 
of this provision in our contracts of 
insurance; and we beg to advise of 
some of the chief current objections, as 
they present to our minds. We are 
not unmindful that some advantages 
might accrue to the company in the 
matter of a very limited increase in its 
new business; and that the exploitation 
of the clause, by the representatives of 
other companies, undoubtedly proves 
something of a handicap in obtaining 
present results in the various agency 
fields. 

Reputation for Conservatism 

“(1) The Connecticut Mutual has a 
unique reputation to sustain for true 
conservatism in the serious business of 
life insurance. It has never resorted to 
experiments or expedients to serve 
merely temporary or doubtful ends. It 
has, however, in recent years, kept pace 
with the new phases of life underwrit- 
ing, the safe and sound methods as dem- 
onstrated by experience; and has gained 
much, and lost nothing, by this adher- 
ence to the established standards. This 
is a primary and great advantage to be 
held in clear view when pressure comes 
to make new departures. 

Not Resort to Guess Work 

“(2) What is the result of the com- 
pany’s action, on one line for illustra- 
tion? A policy that has no superior in 
the field today; so say some of our com- 
petitors, and they should be good 
judges. Whatever it may become 
necessary or expedient to do when 
novel questions present that go to the 
heart of the business, it will be done in 
the light of experience and not of 
guesswork, and because we are con- 
vinced that the action to be taken will 
be clearly in the true interests of all the 
members of this great mutual company. 

“(3) The disability clause belongs in 
the domain of accident or casualty in- 
surance. It is a new graft on the tree

DEAL WITH INTERNATIONAL 








St. Louis Company Will Take Over the 
Fort Worth Institution With 
$7,000,000 of Business 





A contract has been entered into and 
approved by the board of directors of 
the American Home Life of Fort 
Worth, Texas, whereby its $7,000,000 
insurance in force is to be reinsured in 
the International Life of St. Louis. A 
meeting of the stockholders of the com- 
pany has been called for July 11 to 
pass upon the proposition and also a 
plan to liquidate the assets of the com- 
pany. 

Basis of the Exchange 

President W. T. Waggoner and 
Treasurer T. B. Yarbrough of the 
American Home, and practically all of 
the board of directors of that company 
have agreed to accept stock in the In- 
ternational for their holdings on the 
basis of five shares of American Home 
stock at a par value of $10 for one share 
of International stock at a par value of 
$25. The International stock is quoted 
on the open market at from $85 to $90 
per share. Under the reinsurance deal 
the policyholders of the American 
Home are guaranteed that all the pro- 
visions of their policies will be carried 
out by the reinsuring company. 

Controlling Interest Is Seen 

From best information obtainable it 
is understood that President Waggoner 
and Treasurer Yarbrough and their 
friends control about 80 percent of the 
outstanding stock of the American 
Home and that all this will be voted for 
the contract of reinsurance and the 
proposition to liquidate the assets of 
the company and distribute the pro 
ceeds to the stockholders of the com- 
pany. It is generally believed that the 
deal will have the unanimous vote of

DISEASE WORSE THAN GUNS 





Recorded Statistics Show That the 
Field Hospital Exacts Heavier 
Toll Than Bullets 





The Fidelity Mutual “Field Man” has 
an interesting article on “War Mor- 
tality.” It says: 

“Wrong notions of war mortality are 
sometimes gathered by laymen in read- 
ing the figures of “killed in battle.” 
Disease demands a much heavier ‘toll 
than bullets. This is well established 
by all the recorded statistics of war. 

“In the Crimean war the French lost 
in battle 34 men per thousand, as com- 
pared with 121 men per thousand, their 
loss by disease. 

“In the first year of our own civil 
war disease claimed 50 men per thou- 
sand in the Northern army, while only 
17 men per thousand died in action. 
During the whole course of the civil 
war the average death rate of the fed- 
eral armies. was 52 per thousand, and 
as is well known, these armies were 
made up almost entirely of young men. 
Compare this with 8.43 per thousand, 
the American experience table death 
rate at age 30. 

China-Japanese War 

“In the China-Japanese war, 1894- 
1895, with 330,000 engaged in the land 
battles, there were 2.5 per thousand 
killed on the field, 11.19 per thousand 
wounded, 21.12 per thousand died of 
disease. In the naval battle of Hai- 
Yang-Tao 23.51 per thousand were 
killed and 54.36 per thousand wounded. 

In the Spanish-American war, 1898, 
for every man killed in action there 
were 14 who died of disease. The 
writer of this article served in the Unit- 
ed States army through the Spanish 
war. He never saw the enemy. But 
he is nevertheless a competent witness 
on the subject of war mortality, having 
spent a month in a field hospital, al- 
most at the point of death, and having 
seen scores of robust men wither and 
die from the ravages of the fever, 
among them his own tent-mate. 

Much Yet to Be Done 

“Science and sanitation have worked 
great improvement in the mortality 
from disease, as shown in the figures 
for the South African war and the war 
between Japan and Russia. 
best that has been accomplished in this 
direction leaves much to be desired.

FIGHTING REBATE PRACTICE 





Kansas Department to Be Asked to 
State Its Position on Agents’ Ap- 
plication Blanks 





In the near future the Kansas de- 
partment will be asked to include in its 
blank sent out for agents to sign before 
they can be licensed, a statement of the 
department’s position as to rebating 
and twisting of life insurance policies— 
particularly the former—so that no 
agent in the future may have as his ex- 
cuse that he did not know the position 
of the department on that matter. 

There is no law in Kansas to prevent 


life men from rebating if they choose | 


to do so. It is an open secret that 
there are a multitude of life insurance 
agents who make a practice of getting 
business through the rebate channels. 
The life associations are fighting the 
practice, and to a certain extent have 
the backing of the department. But in 
the absence of law on the subject, and 
the necessity for direct and uncontro- 
vertible proof before action is taken, 
the department usually censures the 
agents and passes up the protest. 

A fight will be made for the passage 


| of an antirebate law by the next Kan- 


sas legislature. In the meantime the 
department will be asked to make plain 
to the agents its own position toward 
rebating, and to do all in its power to 
discourage what is considered the most 
vicious policy of Kansas agents.

Not so 
well known was a youth named Pay- 
ette, assuredly of the Mutual Life, who 
struck out eight men in the four innings 
he worked, and could have struck out 
nearly all the others if he had cared to.

BUSINESS INSURANCE UPHELD 





Important Decision Is Handed Down 
y the Supreme Court of Appeals 
of Virginia 





Business insurance has been upheld 
by a decision of the supreme court of 
appeals of Virginia. The Mutual Life 
had a policy on the president and man- 
ager of a corporation, and the com- 
pany claimed that the corporation had 
not an insurable interest in his life. The 
court holds that such insurance was not 
obnoxious to public interest and that 
the corporation had sufficient pecuniary 
interest in the life of its head to sustain 
a policy in its interest. 

The court said “his relation to, and 
knowledge of, the financial and manu- 
facturing interests of the plaintiff was 
such that his death could not fail to re- 
sult in serious and substantial loss to 
its creditors and all others interested 
in its prosperity. We are of 
opinion that this contract of insurance 
effected by the plaintiff was not an ul- 
tra vires act on its part, and that the 
loss of services in the event of death, 
as stated in the policy, was a difficult in- 
terest to maintain the policy in favor 
of the beneficiary.” 

In support of the stand taken, the 
court with apparent approval quoted: 
“It is hardly necessary to say that the 
success of a corporate enterprise nay 
be so interwoven with the personality 
of its manager that its stock is taken, 
and money is loaned to carry it on, as 
much in reliance upon that personality 
as upon the intrinsic merit of the enter- 
prise; and no good reason appears why 
a stockholder or creditor, the value of 
whose investment may be reasonably 
said to depend upon the life or health 
of the man at the helm, should not have 
an insurable interest in his life.” 

The case was Mutual Life vs. Board, 
Armstrong & Co. 








Texas Bankers Addressed 


_The Texas Life Underwriters Asso- 
ciation has sent out a folder to the 
cashiers of all the banks and trust com- 
panies in the state, calling attention to 
the Texas laws on rebating, misrepre- 
sentation and misappropriation of pre- 
miums in life policies. The law is 
quoted and comment is made on the | 
various sections. It is thought that 
this action will have a good effect, as 
the bankers are very close to life trans- 
actions in their communities. The bank 
cashiers are also requested to speak a 
good word for the Texas Life Under- 
writers Association in their communi- 
ties, so that the movement for clean 
life insurance may be furthered. 





How Loans Affect Insurance 


During the year dating from May 1, 
1913, to April 30, 1914, the domestic 
death claims and matured endowments 
of the Equitable of New York amount- 
ed to over $20,690,000.

Policy Loans 

Outstanding policy loans amounted 
to $4,008,626.89 Dec. 31, 1913. Contrary 
to the usual practice of having the in- 
terest fall due on the anniversary of 
the policy, this company prefers to 
have the interest payable at some other 
time. By having premium and interest 
payable on different dates, it is claimed 
that many lapses are avoided. 

The register of loans is arranged ac- 
cording to the interest due date, while 
the loan agreements are filed by policy 
number. This arrangement precludes a 
ready check of the notes with the book 
record, in fact, the company does not 
make such a reconciliation. 

Interest is generally paid in advance 
and in most cases is computed at 5.66 
per cent, although a few loans are at 
5 per cent. Some of the old loans are 
still running at 6 per cent payable semi- 
annually when earned. 

Premium notes and liens amounted 
to $628,548.72 and was evidenced partly 
by notes and partly by liens which 
arose by loaning each year one-quarter, 
one-third or one-half of the annual pre- 
mium or installments thereof, accord- 
ing to contract.

Considérations on the Making or Purchase 
of Mortgage Loans 





(Written by B. L. Slaughter of Brown 
Bros., Austin, Tex.) 

The shrinkage in stock and bond values 
has been temporarily relieved by the 
scheme of amortization, but the cold facts 
Temain that large sums of money would 
be lost if life companies undertook to 
realize on the present market on stocks 
and bonds held by them. 

The shift to mortgage loans for in- 
vestments is nothing more than the di- 
rect result of conditions, but in making 
the change many new dangers, as real 
as they are subtle, are encountered. 

Reviewing the history of life com- 
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pany officials to influences for exploita- 
tion of outside business ventures. 
Another thing to be considered is that 
the managements, especially of the 
younger companies, are continuously con- 
fronted with the temptation to utilize 
investment capital to aid in the sale of 
insurance. 
High Rate Temptation 

In the selection of mortgage loans the 
company has exactly the same problem 
as in the selection of bonds, only it ap- 
pears in exaggerated form: what is the 
highest rate obtainable consistent with, 
safety? 
Bond issues are regulated by state stat- 
utes and rest on collective securities. 
Ultimate repayment may reasonably be 
presumed, so the basis of selection is 
stability of market value and net returns. 
In the purchase of a mortgage loan, 
certainty of ultimate repayment and 
prompt payment of interest demand first 
consideration always, and just here the 
mortgage loan presents another extreme 
temptation in the lure of high interest 
which always finds the vulnerable point 
in the very nature of the American peo- 
ple and that is “willingness to take a 
chance.” 

Competition of Local Investors 

Every locality in which social and agri- 
cultural development have reached a 
stage, guaranteeing absolute stability to 
land values has some accumulated cap- 
ital for investment. On account of local 
knowledge and local influences this cap- 
ital finds the most desirable loans from 
the standpoint of moral risk and security 
value. On the other hand, the land own- 
er préfers to convey his land in trust to 
some one at home whom he knows and 
in whom he believes. It is only as a 
last resort that he will offer to give the 
nonresident a mortgage upon his land. 

We have here two strong influences 
working to hold the best loans at home 
and to send the most questionable ones 
abroad. 

Life companies necessarily operating 
over a large territory occupy almost ex- 
clusively the position of nonresident in- 
vestors. The improbability therefore of 
getting the best character of loans is 
apparent. This danger does not exist in 
the purchase of bonds, because very few 
local investors, especially in the west or 
southwest, are satisfied to invest in low 
rate bonds. 

Some Remote Contingencies 

Pursuing the dangers of mortgage loans 
a step beyond the consideration generally 
given the subject by inexperienced in- 
vestors, we come to the expense of fore- 
closure, maintenance, and resale of lands. 

To the nonresident, this means a great 
deal. In very many cases, even improved 
lands do not return to nonresident own- 
ers more than enough to pay taxes, and 
upkeep. This, of course, is based on the 
assumption that property bought in by 
mortgagees generally represents about the 
debt under which the foreclosure was 
made. If there is a decided margin above 
the mortgage debt, local buyers will al- 
ways be on hand at the public sale to 
buy on speculation. If there is no equity, 
the property is sure to fall into the hands 
of the mortgagee. 

Investigation Is Necessary 

However, in face of these dangers, there 
are millions in farm loans in the south, 
southwest and west, returning nonresi- 
dent investors 7 percent net, annual in- 
terest, a very’ large part of which is 
absolutely safe and will ultimately be 
repaid. There are also thousands of 
questionable loans being continuously of- 
fered to the investing public. The in- 
vestor whois unable to make proper 
investigation should not buy mortgage 
loans. The investor who is able but

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Editorial Comment 





FIRST INTERVIEW 

In our discussion of the conservation 
of time, in which all life men are in- 
terested, it seems to us that much is 
lost by lack of preparation in ap- 
proaching a prospect. A man solicited 
must be impressed by the knowledge or 
lack of it that the agent possesses. A 
salesman can not long stand on a plat- 
form of pure “bluff.” The prospect in 
time will see through a thin veneer. 

The specialist in any line impresses 
us with his broad and comprehensive 
knowledge of his subject. He is able 
to draw a picture and bring out fea- 
tures that we did not divine. 

The first interview is’ an important 
one, as in it the agent presents his 
ability to handle the case. He may get 
considerable more information on this 
interviewethat will be useful. It may 
have este telat bearing on the case. 
The agent may decide he is not justi- 
fied in making his selection of a policy 
without further consideration. He 
should have some of the fundamentals 
before he attempts to give advice. It 
would be impossible for a salesman to 
suggest the proper policy unless he did 
know some of the features of the case. 
He might just as well grab in a kit of 
tools and hand out the first he touched 
to a carpenter to do a special piece of 
work as to attempt to sell a policy 
and expect it to fit the individual con- 
dition without knowing the salient fac- 
tors that enter into the life. 

A solicitor may be sharp, glib and 
smooth. He may be a good story teller 
and clever, but it is the real knowledge 
he possesses of his prospect and the 
ability he has to apply that informa- 
tion that really counts in selling de- 
pendable life insurance. 





SUPPLY THE ENERGY 

Many agents do not realize the ac- 
tual money value of the inspiration and 
help they receive from their general 
agents or officers. They think that a 
superior can constantly radiate opti- 
mism, good cheer and suggestions with- 
out effort and often they do not take 
as much advantage of this help as they 
might. 

A man who is thoroughly experi- 
enced, well developed mentally and at 
the height of his powers can be of 
vast assistance to his agents, but there 
is a limit to his capacity. There is not 
the slightest doubt that a man who, 
measured by his ability to produce re- 
sults personally, is worth $5,000 or $10,- 
000 a year, often puts in his entire 
experience, energy and ability develop- 
ing and helping not more than five or 
six men who prove to be $1,000 a year 
men. It is this dynamic energy in- 
jected into the insurance business by 
men of high grade ability that for the 
most part has made the insurance busi- 
ness what it is today—one of the 
world’s business marvels. The men who 
furnish the initiative and the force 
know the cost to themselves of de- 
veloping a vast army of agents. They 
know that they have to keep them- 
selves in the background, as it were, 
and let the agent feel that he is doing 
it all himself, else the results they de- 





sire to achieve would not be brought 
about. But let an agent or a man of 
only average experience or ability put 
himself wholly on his own resources 
and he will shortly see how circum- 
scribed is his scope and how small the 
field which, seen through the eyes of 
his manager, seemed so limitless. When 
he himself finally develops the qualifi- 
cations of a manager, and only then, he 
realizes how much he owed to the help- 
ing hand of his superior officer. 

This is true of all businesses, but pe- 
culiarly so of insurance. It is the neces- 
sary condition of business progress. 
When an agent feels that he is not 
getting the help from his home office 
or general agent that he would like 
he should stop to consider whether too 
great a drain is not being made upon 
the optimism, good cheer and friendli- 
ness of the man above him who is try- 
ing to help him.

WILL BE OF ADVANTAGE 


THE amortization of securities, which 
is now the legalized method in Massachu- 
setts, will no doubt be of decided value 
to the Massachusetts companies and will 
enable them to calculate their dividend 
earnings more closely. The relation of 
amortization to dividend schedules is just 
beginning to be appreciated. If a com- 
pany can depend upon a fixed value for 
its securities it can more safely maintain 
a certain dividend scale. Another effect 
of amortization is upon the average in- 
terest rate earned. 

In these days of low market values on 
securities the interest rate according to 
the standard of a state where amortiza- 
tion has not been adopted is apt to be 
considerably lower than where it is taken 
as the standard. The surplus of com- 
panies, according to the Massachusetts 
standard, where amortization is adopted, 
will this year be much greater than in 
New York. In years when securities are 
high the surplus of most companies, ac- 
cording to New York, will be much 
higher.

When the dynamite gave 
out they rested and a half hour later 
Mr. Edwards left with a $1,000 applica- 
tion. 

The Mutual Life recently published in 
its agency bulletin an account of an old 
envelope that had been discovered bear- 
ing the imprint of the Globe Mutual 
Life of New York. The Mutual says 
concerning it: 

wt Gerber, of Ligonier, Ind., 
sends us an old envelope bearing the 
card of the ‘Globe Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company of New York.’ This 
envelope was recently found in an old 
vault in the court house at Albion, 
where it had lain for nearly forty years. 
The Globe Mutual, notwithstanding its 
name, was, in fact, a stock company, 
one of the numerous brood of new 
companies ‘born shortly after the Civil 
War. This old envelope is remark- 
ably well preserved—much better than 
the Globe Mutual, which went into the 
hands of the receiver in May, 1879. 
This was before the days of effective 
insurance laws and supervision, and a 
very large proportion of the companies 
organized in the flush times following 
the war were inefficiently and extrava- 
gantly managed, or rather mismanaged, 
so that the proportion of failures in the 
panicky years beginning early in the 
70’s was very great. In all that period, 
and in the whole history of American 
life insurance, however, only one purely 
mutual company ever failed. 

_ “Many of the people who were vic- 
timized by these early companies, were 
so dissatisfied with the outcome that 
they never again took life insurance— 
much to their own and their families’ 
disadvantage. Fortunately, life insur- 
ance has so well established itself in 
the confidence of the public since that

STATE MUTUAL’S DIVIDENDS 


Announcement of the Increase in Scale 
for Next Year Creates Interest 
in Ranks 








Within the next 30 or 50 days the 
State Mutual will make official an- 
nouncement regarding its increased 
dividend scale to take effect Jan. 1 next. 
It will also probably decide to adopt a 
disability clause. This information was 
given out to the agents at the meeting 
in Detroit last week and it was stated 
that the new scale would amount to 
practically a 20 percent increase over 
the schedule now in effect. It is not 
understood that the new schedule will 
be a flat 20 percent increase and the 
actual figures for any age or policy 
year have not yet been given out. The 
present dividend schedule at age 35 on 
$1,000, premium $26.35, for the first 
four years, is as follows: First year, 
$3.09; second year, $3.29; third year, 
$3.49; fourth year, $3.71. 

On the 20-payment life, premium $36, 
the dividends are: first year, $3.34; 
second year, $3.65; third year, $3.97; 
fourth year, $4.31. 

Compared with, for instance, the 
Northwestern, the net cost for the first 
four years on the ordinary life, pres- 
ent dividend scale, is $92.82 for the 
State Mutual and $86.20 for the North- 
western. 

On the 20-payment life, the net cost 
in the State Mutual is $128.73 and in 
the Northwestern $122.42. 

As the Northwestern is admittedly 
low it can be seen what an average 20 
percent increase in State Mutual divi- 
dends will do on the net cost proposi- 
tion for that company. 


Will Issue Cheap Policy 


The Guarantee Life of Houston will 
soon issue a new policy which, it is 
said, will be the cheapest in price in 
Texas on the straight life or twenty- 
payment plan.

The late Albert H. Rawitzer of Oma- 
ha, president of the Scott-Rawitzer 
Manufacturing Company, who took his 
own life Saturday by drinking carbolic 
acid in the garage of his summer home 
at Carter Lake Club, held life policies 
aggregating $64,000 and accident pol- 
icies totaling $20,000. 

Although Mr. Rawitzer’s death was 
said by Omaha newspapers to have 
been. suicide and was so regarded by 
the coroner, an undertaking firm that 
took charge of the body issued a state- 
ment that the dead man took poison by 





mistake, believing it to be peroxide of 
hydogen, which he used as a gargle, 
His relatives have made no statement. 
Mr. Rawitzer’s policies were all taken 
out several years ago.

PRACTICE IS CRITICISED 
(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1) 
of life insurance; and no one today 
knows what its fruits will be. There is 
no present measure of their qualities, 
and none of their cost, except to a lim- 
ited degree, in the experience of the 
companies that have made use of the 
clause in recent years, many of them 
merely within the last year or two. 
Largely a Talking Point 

(4) The merit or value of this clause, 
whatever it may be, does not lie in the 
line of life insurance, or have any direct 
relation to it; it is, confessedly, chiefly 
a mere ‘talking point,’ or ‘selling 
point,’ in the field of competition; ex- 
ploited to prospects because of the low 
or nominal premium, and in behalf of 
the companies because the losses are 
assumed to be so insignificant that they 
can well afford to take the risk. That 
remains to be proved. 

“(5) What is ‘total disability’ ? Who 
is to determine whether a man, before 
he attains the age of 60, has become 
‘wholly disabled,’ and ‘permanently, 
continuously and wholly prevented 
thereby from pursuing any work for 
compensation or profit, or from fol- 
lowing any gainful occupation’ (the 
usual provision)? 

Have to Resort to Courts 

“That is a question which can only 
be definitely answered, in many cases, 
in the courts of last resort. And that 
way certainly leads to litigation, with 
its attendant expenses; and that litiga- 
tion will arise admits of no question; 
and whether, in a given case, total dis- 
ability exists involves the expenses of 
inspection and examination, and, in the 
event of a difference of opinion among 
experts, a resort to the law. One con- 
tested case in any given community 
(and there will be many fraudulent 
ones) is .likely to do harm to a com- 
pany in the way of criticism and dis- 
satisfaction, greatly in excess of any 
credit that it may derive from any rel- 
ative increase in new business because 
of the use of this clause. 

What About Old Members? 

“(6) What is to be done for the old 
policyholders, on the adoption of this 
clause? Are they all to be permitted to 
enjoy this esteemed privilege? 

“(7) Already there are signs of yield- 
ing, in certain quarters, to the stress of 
competition, and to a demand that the 
premium for the disability clause be 
abandoned or waived altogether. What 
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GIRARD LIFE 
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standard exists to show that a company 
can afford this additional hazard with- 
out an additional premium? 
Needs No Business Stimulant 

“(8) We are mindful of the fact that 
the adoption of this device would prob- 
ably somewhat increase the amount of 
insurance written in the immediate fu- 
ture. Whether or not a company’s 
business ten or twenty years hence 
would be greater for that reason is an- 
other question, dependent, in a measure 
at least, on the amount of dissatisfac- 
tion and controversy resulting from 
such adoption. It is further to be re- 
membered that, through the good of- 
fices of our representatives, the com- 
pany today has a margin over last year, 
and is doing fairly well under the stress 
of existing conditions; and there is also 
the potent fact that some of the lead- 
ing companies in the country do not 
use this clause in any form; and we are 
familiar with some of the reasons that 
have led them to take this position, and 
they are significant. 

Clause Is Indefinite 

“(9) The clause is very indefinite, and 
under it, or any modification that is 
probable, a strict ruling would debar 
the majority of claims on this account; 
but it would be difficult, as a matter of 
business policy, as the companies have 
substantially abandoned contests in the 
courts, to decline payment; and cer- 
tainly they would hesitate to go into 
the courts on a large body of doubtful 
claims. Commissioners’ rulings have 
made it difficult for a company adopt- 
ing the clause to attach or incorporate 
it in uniform manner in different states. 
For instance, Massachusetts, Minnesota 
and Ohio differ as to the matter. The 
attorney-general of Massachusetts, in 
an opinion recently rendered to Com- 
missioner Hardison, holds “that a pol- 
icy containing a waiver of premium 
clause or providing for special surren- 
der values in the event of total and 
permanent disability, which contains no 
statement as to a specific charge for the 
special benefits, does not conform to 
the provisions of the statutes of Massa- 
chusetts, and should not be approved.” 

May Have to Be Modified 

(10) Assuming that the clause would 
result in some increase in new business, 
it by no means follows that this is a 
permanent expedient, inasmuch as ex- 
perience may show that the premiums 
charged are too small; and it is not im- 
probable that, when the questions are 
tried out, the clause may be materially 
modified, if not abandoned altogether, 
in the years to come, as have been 
many other devices. 

“(11) It is manifest that some classes

Claims Will Become Heavier 

“(12) Although the number of claims 
received, up to the present time, by 
the companies that have the clause is 
comparatively small, it.should be re- 
membered that most policies are writ- 
ten at the younger ages; that the clause 
has been in general use by no company 
for more than a few years, and that 
claims of complete disability are un- 
doubtedly much more likely to be made 
at older, rather than younger, ages. 

“(13) In case of actual total disabil- 
ity occurring at an older age, or after 
the insurance has been in force for 
even a comparatively few years, it is 
fair to assume that the reserve will, as 
a rule, be sufficient to enable the in- 
sured to carry his policy (under either 
the extended insurance or premium loan 
provision of this company’s current 
contract) throughout the remainder of 
his life.”

I am aware that many of you feel 
that our state association is not of any 
special importance or value. I should 
like to suggest to all of you, and espe- 
cially to such as feel as above, to con- 
sider what condition we would be in 
without the state or National associa- 
tion, and you will all admit that we 
could not expect a National association 
to exist without our state association. It 
is true that we generally turn our trou- 
bles over to the National association, 
and most that has been accomplished 
has been through our National head- 
quarters. The principal reason of this 
, is that most of the questions have been 
7 of such importance that they could only 

be handled through a general associa- 
tion for the whole country rather than 
locally. These problems are such that 
they must be taken up with the head 
officials of the different companies and 
in certain quarters where even our own 
state association would be helpless. I

Notable Speeches on Workmen’s Com- 
pensation and on Cooperation De- 
livered—Attendance Is Good 





(PROM A STAFF CORRESPONDENT) 

Des Moines, Iowa, June 12—In swel- 
tering heat the Iowa Association of In- 
surance Agents held a splendid annual 
meeting here today. Note the name 
changed to conform to the new name 
of the National association. Howard 
P. Guiney of Sioux City was elected 
president for the coming year. He did 
splendid work as secretary four years 
ago. Frank H. Binder of Council 
Bluffs was reelected secretary after a 
year of good service. Council Bluffs 
gets next year’s meeting. The consti- 
tution was changed to provide for ten 
vice-presidents, to assist in organiza- 
tion work in various parts of the state. 
rhe change in name opens the way for 
the casualty and surety men of the state 
to become an integral part of the asso- 
ciation. 

Workmen’s Compensation in First Place 

Workmen’s compensation was the 
great topic at the meeting. Probably 
95 percent of the members of the or- 
ganization have some employers’ lia- 
bility business and the coming into ef- 
fect of the compensation law on July 
1 has raised innumerable questions that 
they wanted answered. It therefore was 
entirely fitting that the program com- 
mittee should invite two of the three 
speakers to address the agents on this 
very live subject. It was especially for- 
tunate that one of these speakers was 
Henry E. Sampson, special counsel in 
the office of the attorney-general, who 
has been legal adviser to the industrial 
commissioner. While he spoke in his 
individual capacity Mr. Sampson still 
spoke more authoritatively on law 
points than anybody else could have 
done. The other speakers were C. H. 
Van Campen of Minneapolis, a leading 
casualty man, and L. H. Stubbs of Kan- 
sas City, a prominent fire agent and 
vice-president of the National associa- 
t10n,. 

Attendance Is Good 

The meeting was held at the Savery. 
About 125 men present at the first ses- 
sion filled the convention hall to its 
capacity. Despite the discomfort from 
the heat the speakers were given the 
very closest attention and the interest 
of the hearers was manifested in the 
numerous questions they asked. 

The plan of holding a one-day meet- 
ing proved entirely successful. The 
meeting was regarded the best in the 
history of the organization, although 
the registration at two or three previ- 
ous ones was larger. This time 141 
registered 

Montrose Starts Early 

President John P. Montrose called 
the meeting to order at about 9:30. 
Frank H. Binder read his reports as 
secretary and treasurer, the former cov- 
ering the activities of the year and the 
latter showing a satisfactory financial 
condition.

ADDRESS BY VAN CAMPEN 


COMPENSATION IS THE TOPIC 








Minneapolis Casualty Man Gives Iowa 
Agents Fine Talk at Their An- 
nual Meeting 





(PROM A STAFF CORRESPONDENT) 

Des Moines, Iowa, June 12.—C. H. 
Van Campen, of Fred L. Gray Com- 
pany, northwestern managers of the 
London Guarantee at Minneapolis, 
made a great speech before the Iowa 
agents today. He had not committed 
it to writing and the following, there- 
fore, is only a summary. 

Mr. Van Campen is especially com- 
petent to discuss “The Effect the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act Will Have 
Upon the Insurance Agents,” the sub- 
ject which had been assigned him. His 
is one of the greatest casualty insur- 
ance agencies in the west, doing busi- 
ness under the compensation laws of 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan, 
with that of Iowa to be added in a 
couple of weeks. Mr. Van Campen, 
himself a shrewd business man and 
observer, has had opportunity to see 
how workmen’s compensation laws have 
affected agents in other states and he 
has in a marked degree the ability to 
present his ideas clearly and forcefully 
to an audience. 

Compensation and Liability 

He said that most agents have de- 
rived a benefit from the enactment of 
compensation laws when they have been 
able to get the distinction clearly be- 
tween workmen’s compensation and 
employers’ liability. All workmen’s 
compensation laws are revolutionary 
and entirely opposed to the principles 
on which our forefathers worked. The 
common law of England, adopted by 
the American states at the time of the 
Revolutionary war was the growth of 
centuries of judicial decisions, modified 
to some extent by statute. Under the 
common law developed the liability of 
the employer, based on xnegligence. 
Without negligence there was no liabil- 
itys With negligence there was no lia- 
bility if the injured employe contribut- 
ed to his own injury, if it resulted from 
the act of a fellow servant or as the re- 
sult of the hazard of the industry, which 
the employe was held by the law to 
have assumed when he entered the em- 
ployment. 

Defenses Modified 

These doctrines had been modified by 
statute in many states, but they still re- 
mained the essential factors in deter- 
mining the liability of the employer. 
The common law was based on the the- 





ory that all men are equal and each is 
able to take care of himself. Workmen’s 
compensation is based on the theory 
that employes are not able to take care 
of themselves and must be protected. 
Workmen’s compensation is social in- 
surance and usually is followed by old 
age pensions, unemployment insurance 
and the like. 
Theory of Compensation 


Workmen’s compensation was started 
in Germany by Prince Bismarck, and 
since has been adopted by all civilized 
countries. A workmen’s compensation 
law, as distinguished from a liability 
law, is based on the assumption that 
every injury is the fault of the employer 
and should be compensated for by him. 
Hence all injuries received in the course 
of work should be paid for—except 
those resulting from intoxication or 
willful act of the employe himself. The 
theory is that the employe shall be com- 
pensated for his lost earning power. 
Hence the amount of compensation is 
based on earning capacity. 

Should Come Under Law 

The speaker told the assembled 
agents that they frequently would be 
asked by employers whether they 
should operate under workmen’s com- 
pensation or the old liability law. “In 
ninety-nine out of a hundred cases” 
said he, “advise them to work under 
the compensation law.” Workmen’s 
compensation laws are here to stay. 
They will never be repealed except to 
be replaced by better ones. They are 
desirable from a humanitarian stand- 
point. 

Under the employers’ liability system 
the preparation of cases was full of 
fraud and frame-up. Workmen’s com- 
pensation does away with this. It pro- 
vides that the worst injured employe 
instead of getting a large sum, gives 
the surplus over a reasonable amount 
to the other 85 percent, who under em- 
ployers’ liability got nothing. 

Insurance Under Iowa Law 

The workmen’s compensation law of 
Iowa makes insurance compulsory ex- 
cept where a strong employer can 
carry his own risk. The success of 
workmen’s compensation laws depends 
largely on the insurance agent, and 
your success will depend largely on 
the success of the workmen’s compen- 
sation law. In no other case has the 
public taken such an interest in in- 
syrance as in that of workmen’s com- 
pensation, because insurance is for the 
benefit of the working class, not of the 
employer. Consequently every poli- 
tician, reformer, civic worker and 
statesman is studying insurance under 
the workmen’s compensation law. The 
success of the law depends largely up- 











on the agents and back of them upon 
the companies they represent. Lack of 
intelligent administration by companies 
and agents will result in disaster to us. 
We cannot survive the day when we fail 
to give service. Every business man 
now must produce. 
State Insurance 

Every man begrudges the money we 
make by writing his insurance. The 
politicians call us parasites. They 
want to put you and me and the stock 
companies out of business and put in- 
surance under the state. You are fam- 
iliar with the Washington and Ohio and 
West Virginia plan and it is being 
agitated here. I do not believe that 
state insurance will ever succeed in 
this country. In Germany the insur- 
ance fund is insolvent. With increas- 
ing assessments it will take till 1950 to 
make the fund solvent. As in Ohio and 
Washington, Germany has operated on 
the “current cost” plan, which means 
collecting enough to pay for the losses 
payable this year, but not enough to 
pay the losses, present and future, re- 
sulting from injuries sustained this 
year. 

Up to the Agents 

Whether or not you eventually have 
state insurance in Iowa will depend on 
you absolutely. State insurance is in- 
excusable where business men are prop- 
erly informed. Who is going to edu- 
cate them? You. If you limit your 
activities to writing a policy and col- 
lecting a premium you had better re- 
tire. You must educate the employers 
for sound indemnity and against fraud- 
ulent mutuals and interinsurers, based 
on deception. 

The reason you do not have in this 
state adequate insurance laws is charge- 
able to yourselves, to your lack of co- 
operation. In Minnesota we have no 
liability mutuals. We got the uniform 
loss reserve law adopted and “mutuals 
could not make statements in Minne- 
sota. I saw one statement with $47.50 
loss reserve, where the law required 
$8,000. 

One Good Mutual and Others 

There is only one successful mutual 
liability insurance company, within my 
knowledge, and it is a Massachusetts 
company. It has never cut old line 
rates. It has been officered by exper- 
ienced men. It has operated chiefly in 
Massachusetts writing the best classes 
of business and it has returned to pol- 
icyholders dividends about equal to 
agents’ commissions. 

There are others engineered by men 
who have made a failure either in in- 
surance or some other vocation. They 
don’t expect to operate legitimately. 
They have made statements that a 5- 
year-old child would be ashamed of. 





No mutual company can sell at 30, 50 
or’75 percent of the stock company 
rates and survive. 
Stock Company Rates Are Right 

All but two or three stable stock 
companies are in the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Service Bureau. They con- 
tribute all their experience. These 
companies that write 96 to 97 percent 
of the business are as keen as any mut- 
tual promoter to have their rates right. 
They cannot make rates that are too 
high or mushroom companies would 
spring up and take their business. Our 
experience (for the London Guarantee) 
on workmen’s compensation in Minne- 
sota has been an 80 percent loss ratio 
in Minnesota and 65 percent in Wis- 
consin. One company’s Massachusetts 
experience has been an 85 percent loss 
ratio. The stock companies do not 
need to apologize to lowa. Every com- 
pany has sunk money in the state. 

Sound Indemnity 


Adequate rates mean sound indemn- 
ity. I favor state supervision of rates. 
Every company, mutual and_ stock, 
should quote the same rate and let a 
competent state official decide whether 
they are adequate. 

You want to be careful in seleciing 
your insurance company. Get one that 
will be here eight years hence to pay 
for the loss that occurs today. Not one 
of you should represent a fly-by-night, 
cut-rate insurance company. ‘The 
agent that does so is a menace. The 
legitimate agents will suffer and the 
public will suffer. As sure as trouble 
comes state insurance will come. 





SUGGESTED MEETING TIME 


One of the Iowa field men had made 
the suggestion that the local agents 
hold their annual meeting each year on 
the day following the annual meeting 
of the. Iowa Bankers Association and 
in the same city. He says about 9% 
percent of the bankers are also insur- 
ance agents and he thinks this would 
add to the attendance at the agents 
meeting. 

On the other hand, a prominent local 
agent says that the banker agents as 4 
class have never paid any attention to 
the agents’ association and he does not 
think anything would be gained by try- 
ing to bring the meetings of the two 
associations together.

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SOME LEGAL PHASES OF THE 
WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION ACT

plexing ‘questions which have 

been and will be asked you con- 
cerning the compensation law, I have 
tried to crowd into a_ thirty-minute 
speech as much information as possible. 
In doing so I have necessarily sacri- 
ficed the beauty and smoothness of a 
polished address. While answering 
many questions I will also try_to sug- 
gest a few general principles which will 
help you in answering other questions. 

> 
STATUS OF EMPLOYER WHO 
HAS REJECTED 


Five years ago New York enacted a 
compulsory compensation law, the first 
in this country. The supreme court 
promptly declared it unconstitutional. 
To avoid this constitutional objection 
the some twenty statutes drafted since 
that time have been made optional or 
elective with both employer and em- 
ploye. Such is the form of the Iowa 
statute. The desirability of having the 
law uniformly adopted throughout the 
state induced the legislature to insert 
certain provisions which have a very 
persuasive effect upon the employer in 
stopping him from rejecting the com- 
pensation features. The law is option- 
al—yes. So is it optional with you 
whether you give up “money or life” 
when held up at the business-end of a 
sixshooter. The probabilities are that 
you will hand over the money. So the 
employer chooses compensation. If he 
elects to reject the act or fails to pro- 
vide the insurance required, it were bet- 
ter for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck and he be cast 
into the sea. 

Presumption Against Employes 

Having rejected compensation or ne- 
glected to provide the insurance, it will 
be his luck to be the first to have an ac- 
cident. Then follows a damage suit, as 
does night the day. He starts in with 
the presumption against him—the acci- 
dent is presumed to have been his fault 
—this fault is presumed to have been 
the direct cause of the injury. The bur- 
den once carried by the employe is now 
shifted to his shoulders. Worse yet, 
he has been stripped of his three com- 
mon law defenses—contributory negli- 
gence, fellow servant rule and assump- 
tion of risk—his three friends with 
whom he has heretofore successfully 
defended over 50 percent of his suits. 
When drawn into court now he will go 
‘gagged,” with hands tied and feet in 
chains, all means of escape cut off. 

Public Sentiment Against Him 


Then too, the principle of compen-

sating all employes regardless of fault 
and the agitation in favor of justice to 
the employe, no matter how injured, 
cannot but affect the public mind, mak- 
ing both court and jury more liberal 
with the man who has been hurt in a 
factory run by one who has rejected 


crippled in the protection of the com- 
munity’s wealth and the dependents of 
those who are slain shall be indemnified 
by the public for whom they wrought. 

This employer will also discover that 
he must pay more for employer’s liabil- 
ity insurance because under the com- 
mon law, as modified, it will cost more 
to carry his risk and the insurance com- 
panies will make an added charge. Mo- 
ral: Do not reject the compensation 
features.

COVERAGE OF THE ACT 

As to occupations. Generally speak- 
ing the Iowa workmen’s compensation 
act applies to all occupations, except 





farming, where laborers are employed. 
It is not limited to hazardous or extra- 
hazardous occupations as is the case in

some states. It does not include farm- 
ing or agricultural pursuits as do the 
laws of some of the foreign countries. 
Public and Private Employers 
As to Employers. There are two 
classes of employers, public and private. 
All public employers are included, 
such as the state, counties, cities, 
towns, school districts, etc. With them 
the law is compulsory and obligatory. 
Private employers may reject the provi- 
sions of the law, or avail themselves of 
its privileges, as they see fit. Unless a 
private employer rejects its provisions 
in the manner provided, it is conclu- 
sively presumed that he has elected to 
avail himself of the privileges of com- 
pensation. 
Farmers Form Class Outside 


If there exists the relationship of 
master and servant, then practically all 
such employers, except farmers, of em- 
ployes, as defined by the act, are gov- 
erned by the provisions of the law un- 
less and until they reject its provisions. 
The law as originally drawn did not ap- 
ply to employers having less than five 
employes but this limitation was after- 
wards stricken out and does not appear 
in the present law. 

Contractors are employers of help 
rather than employes of the party with 
whom they contract. 

Employes That Are Excluded 

As to Employes. The law defines 
the terms “employe” and “workman” 
to mean any person who bears the rela- 
tion of servant under either an ex- 
pressed or implied contract of service, 
except certain named classes of em- 
ployes, which have .been excluded for 
obvious reasons: 

a. Domestic servants. 
girl in the home.) 

b. Household servants. (A _ servant 
making his home with the family and 
doing such work as tending the fur- 
nace, mowing the lawn and doing 
chores.) 

c. Farm or other laborers engaged 
in agricultural pursuits. (Farm hands; 
gardeners.) 

A person whose employment is 
purely casual and not for the purpose 
of the employer’s trade or business. (A 
nurse in the home; a man repairing the 
porch of the employer’s house.) 

Those Engaged in Clerical Work 

e. Those engaged in clerical work 
only, but clerical work shall not include 
one who may be subjected to the haz- 
ards of the business. (You will observe 
that there are two classes of clerical 
help—those subject to the hazards of 
the business, and those not so subject. 
Those subject to the hazards of the bus- 
iness are included within the act, for 
instance, the bookkeeper in a manufac- 
turing plant who goes about the ma- 
chinery in connection with the perform- 
ance of his duties. -Those not subject to 
the hazards of the business are excluded 
from the provisions of the act, for in- 
stance, a stenographer in a law office. 

Other Excluded Classes 
f. One holding an official position or 
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standing in a representative capacity of 
the employer, for instance, president of 
the corporation, member of the partner- 
ship, or one filling the position of vice- 
principal, 

g. A public official, whether elect- 
ed or appointed. (This does not in- 
clude the county engineer who is hired 
by the board of supervisors, his term 
of office and salary being fixed by said 
board.) 

h. Contractors. (They are employ- 
ers of labor rather than employes.) 

Important Distinction 

At this point the important element 
to be considered is the relationship 
which exists between the parties. One 
can not be a workman or employe un- 
less there is a contract of service. There 
must be the relation of master and ser- 
vant which includes the right of the 
employer to control the way in which 
the services shall be rendered. Notice 
that a contract of service is not a con- 
tract for services. The former consti- 
tutes one an employe and brings him 
within the purview of the law. The lat- 
ter makes one an independent contrac- 
tor and excludes him from the purview 
of the law. Many who are thought to 
be employers are in fact independent 
contractors. 

Nature of Work Not Material 

Whether or not an employe is a 
workman depends upon his contract of 
employment. The fact that he has a 
university degree does not render him 
any less a workman. The fact that he 
performs manual labor in connection 
with the work for which he is employed 
does not make him a workman. Gen- 
erally speaking, one who is employed 
to exercise his scientific knowledge for 
the benefit of his employer’s business is 
not considered a workman within the 
meaning of the compensation act. The 
English court has held that a skilled 
music teacher who gives lessons to a 
pupil should not be regarded as a work- 
man. A partner does not occupy the 
position of employe since the law con- 
templates the relation of employer and 
employed and it is evident that the 
same man cannot be both employer and 
employed. 

“Injury” and “Accident” 

As to Injuries. The act provides 
that compensation shall be paid for all 
personal injuries sustained by the em- 
ploye arising out of and in the course 
of the employment. You will note that 
this provision is not limited to those in- 
juries which are due to accident, as is 
the case in some other statutes. These 
words of the statute standing alone 
would no doubt include many injuries 
which could not properly be called “oc- 
cupational injuries” or “trade injuries,” 
but the act limits, by other provisions, 
the coverage of the statute, so that when 
read with the other.provisions it is 
doubtful whether from a_ practical 
standpoint the act covers much moré 
than is generally understood by trade 
or occupational risks. Let me mention 
five or six of these limitations: 

“Out of” and “In the Course of” 

1. No injury is compensated that 
does not arise “out of” and “in the 
course of” his employment. It is not 
sufficient that one is injured while em- 
ployed. His injury must also have been 
caused by the employment. One might 
be killed in a cyclone at a time when 
he was at work, but no one would say 
that his death arose “out of” his’ em- 
ployment. It is sufficient to say that an 
injury is received “in the course of” the 
employment when it comes while the 
workman is doing the duty which he is 
employed to perform. The injury may 
be said to “arise out of” the employ- 
ment if it can be seen to have followed 
as a natural incident to the work and 
to have been contemplated by a rea- 
sonable person familiar with the whole 
situation as a result of the exposure 
occasioned by the nature of the employ- 
ment, 

Injuries Not Covered 

This limitation excludes injuries 
which occur out of working hours, in- 
juries sustained while doing some- 
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thing for which he was not hired, in- 
juries sustained when the person was 
doing something for his own pleasure 
and not for any object of his employer, 
injuries sustained from doing something 
for his own convenience and not in the 
way or along the route provided by the 
employer for his use, injuries sustained 
from causes not arising out of the em- 
ployment, and injuries of like char- 
acter. 
Some Excluded Injuries 


2. Occupational diseases or diseases 
of any other character, unless they shall 
result from an injury sustained by the 
employe arising out of and in the course 
of the employment. The law would 
coyer blood poisoning due to an injury 
sustained by the employe but would not 
include such diseases as lead poisoning. 

3. Injuries where the intoxication of 
the employe was the approximate cause 
of the injury. Experience shows that 
this class of cases is numerous in this 
country. 

4. Injuries caused by the employe’s 
wilful intention to injure himself. This 
does not exclude injuries sustained by 
employes because of a violation of rules, 
nor injuries due to the negligence or 
carelessness of the employe. 

5. Injuries caused by the employe’s 
intention to wilfully injure another. 

6. Injuries caused by the wilful act 
of a third person directed against an 
employe for reasons personal to such 
employe, such as a fight between two 
employes over a private matter. 

7. Injuries caused by the wilful act 
of a third person directed against an 
employe because of his employment, 
such as an injury sustained by a “scab” 
laborer during the course of a strike. 

Contract of Hire 


As to Territory. In the last para- 
graph of section 1 of the act it is ex- 
pressly provided that where neither the 
employer nor the employe has, by af- 
firmative act, rejected the compensation 
features of the law, every contract of 
hire, express or implied shall be con- 
strued as an implied agreement between 
them and as a part of the contract that 
the employer will provide the compen- 
sation named in the act and the em- 
ploye will accept same in full settlement 
of all personal injuries arising out of 
and in the course of his employment. 
Another provision of the act further 
provides that the law will apply to in- 
juries sustained by those who are en- 
gaged elsewhere than on the premises 
of the employer, if in places where their 
employer’s business requires their pres- 
ence. 

Place of Contracting Governs 


The statute itself may have no extra 





territorial effect, but it can require a 
contract to be made by two parties to a 
hiring which shall have an extra-ter- 
ritorial effect. The law writes into the 
contract of employment certain addi- 
tional terms. The cause of action of a 
person injured outside of the state of 
Iowa is ex contractu. The lex loci con- 
tractus governs the construction of the 
contract and determines the legal obli- 
gations arising from it, and it is my 
opinion that an employe working for an 
employer living in Iowa, under a con- 
tract of employment made in Iowa, can 
recover compensation under the Iowa 
act for an injury sustained by him in 
another state, if the injury arose out of 
and in the course of his employment.

SCHEDULES OF COMPENSATION 


The employer, upon the request of 
the injured workman, or upon the order 
of the court, or of the industrial com- 
missioner, is required to furnish reason- 
able surgical, medical and hospital serv- 
ices and supplies for two weeks after 
the injury to an amount not exceeding 
$100. . 

The expenses of last sickness and 
burial to the amount of $100 are to be 
paid by the employer in all cases of in- 
jury resulting ‘~ death, and if the em- 
ploye leaves no dependents, this, to- 
gether with the surgical attendance, is 
the only compensation required of the 
employer. If there are dependents, 
they shall receive 50 percent weekly 
wages, but not less than $5 nor more 
than $10 per week, for a maximum 
period of 300 weeks. Dependents only 
partially dependent receive proportional 
support. 

Permanent Disability 

Where the disability is total in char- 
acter and permanent in quality, there is 
allowed a compensation of 50 percent of 
the injured person’s wages, but not less 
than $5 nor more than $10 per week 
during the period of such disability, 
with a maximum period of 400 weeks. 

Where the disability is partial in 
character and permanent in quality, the 
following schedule of compensation 
shall be paid, to wit:

Loss of first phalange of thumb, 
finger or toe shall be considered equal 





to the loss of one-half of such member 
and loss of more than one phalange 
shall be considered equal to the loss of 
the entire member, with compensation 
accordingly. Loss of both arms, or 
both hands, or both feet, or both legs, 
or both eyes, or any two thereof shall 
constitute total permanent disability, 
with compensation accordingly. 
Waiting Period 

No compensation is paid for the first 
two weeks’ incapacity, or for any injury 
which does not produce disability for 
at least two weeks. 

In case of death of the injured per- 
son from causes not due to the injury 
all liability for unpaid payments shall 
terminate. 

Payments are commutable into lump 
sums with the consent of the industrial 
commissioner or the district court of 
the county wherein the accident oc- 
curred. 

Any payment to be made may be re- 
viewed by the industrial commissioner 
at the request of either party and modi- 
fied as the commissioner may deem 
equitable. 

x * * 


ADJUSTMENT OF CLAIMS 


If the employer and the employe 
reach an agreement as to the compensa- 
tion due under the act, a memorandum 
thereof must be submitted to the in- 
dustrial commissioner, and unless dis- 
approved by him within twenty days, 
it becomes enforceable for all purposes. 
The terms of such agreement must con- 
form to the provisions of the act. 

Arbitration 

In the event of failure to reach an 
agreement, the dispute shall be referred 
to an arbitration committee of three 
persons with the industrial commis- 
sioner acting as chairman, the parties 
thereto each selecting one member: of 
the committee. This arbitration com- 
mittee, aided by a physician when neces- 
sary, shall investigate the claim and 
make an award, which unless appealed 
within five days is binding upon the par- 
ties. The fees are paid in the first in- 
stance by the employer who may de- 
duct an amount equal to one-half of the 
sum from the compensation found due 
the employe. All other costs are taxed 
to the losing party or equitably appor- 
tioned by the committee. : 

Upon the demand of either party, if 
made within five days, the industrial 
commissioner shall review the decision 
of the arbitration committee and may 
revise the same in whole or in part, or 
refer the matter back to the committee 
for further findings of fact. 

Appeal from Award 
Any party in interest may present

BENEFITS OF COMPENSATION 


To the Employer 

1. Escape from the very troublesome 
and economically absurd luxury known 
as the personal injury suit. Expenses, 
annoyance and unsatisfactory litigation 
will be reduced to a minimum. 

2. The possibility of large judg- 
ments will be removed. A $20,000 judg- 
ment was recently eritered in one of 
the courts of this state and afterwards 
reduced by the court to $16,000 as ex- 
cessive. Under the compensation act 
the judgment would not have been in 
excess of $2,000. 

3. Improves the credit of both em- 
ployer and employe, since the employer 
has a fixed liability and the injured 
workman has a valuable right, definite 
in amount and certain of payment. 

4. It promotes a more harmonious 
relation between labor and capital. 

5. Decreased efficiency occurs where 
there is an injury, both because of the 
absence of the injured employe and be- 
cause of the harrowing effect upon the 
other employes within the factory. 


To the Employe 


1. He will receive more nearly jus- 
tice. 
2. When injured he is certain of 


compensation without trouble of a dam- 
age suit or the expense of an attorney’s 
fee. Under the former system he stood 
one chance in eight of recovering any- 
thing, and that at the end of an annoy- 
ing and expensive lawsuit. 

3. His wife and children are relieved 
from bearing the loss which should be 
born by society and the employe is re- 
lieved of the anxiety which he has that 
in case of his injury his dependents 
might become inmates of a charitable 
institution. 

4. It will insure safer conditions un- 
der which he has to work and thereby 
decrease the number of injuries. Un- 
der compensation the United States 
Steel Corporation decreased its injuries 
50 percent, and a large employer in 


Wisconsin decreased his almost 75 per- 
cent. 


To the Public 

1. Substantial justice will be done 
the injured members of our working 
classes. 

2. Better factory conditions and a 
relative decrease in the number of work 
injuries. Society loses tremendously 
by the human sacrifice annually made in 
our great industries that the protected 
classes may enjoy the advantages of 
civilization—forty-five thousand deaths, 
two and one-quarter millions of in- 
juries. 

3. Courts are relieved of the time 
taken in trying damage suits, thereby 
expediting other important court mat- 
ters. 

4. Tax payers are relieved of the ex- 
pense incurred in maintaining courts to 
try these damage suits. 

5. The public is relieved of the trou- 
ble and expense of caring for the vic- 
tims of occupational injuries and their 
dependents who, because of their mis- 





fortune, may become subjects of charity 
or inmates of our penal institutions. 

6. By eliminating the cause of hos- 
tility, the compensation act is calculated 
to promote harmony between labor and 
capital and by destroying the motive to 
distort the facts relative to the cause of 
an injury a serious impediment to prog- 
ress along the line of industrial safety 
would in all probability be removed. 

* + * 


INSURANCE UNDER THE ACT 


The employer is primarily liable to 
the injured employe for the compensa- 
tion provided by this act, regardless of 
any arrangement which he may have 
with a third party (insurance company) 
to carry this risk. The legislature rec- 
ognizing the necessity for an individual 
to guard against this risk, does not take

Section 43 authorizes groups of em- 
ployers to form mutual insurance asso- 
ciations among themselves or mutual 
insurance associations with themselves 
and their employes. 

Benefit Societies and Group Plan 
In section 44 we discover that the law 
recognizes the great benefit to employes 
of benefit insurance, voluntarily put in- 
to operation by many employes and 
does not attempt to interfere with them. 
This section also provides that subject 
to the approval of the Iowa industrial 
commissioner any group of employers 
may enter into an agreement with their 
workmen to provide a scheme of com- 
pensation in lieu of the compensation 
and insurance provided by this act; but 
such scheme shall in no instance pro- 
vide less than the benefits secured, nor 
vary the period of compensation pro- 
vided, or the provisions of the act with 
respect to periodic payment or the per- 
centage that such payment shall bear to 
weekly wages, except that the sums ¢e- 
quired may be increased. 

Under section 50 an employer may be 
authorized to carry his own insurance if 
he is financially responsible.

WHAT THE INSURANCE COM- 
PANY MUST DO 


1. Furnish reasonable surgical, med- 
ical and hospital services and supplies, 
not exceeding $100. 

2. Pay the reasonable expenses of 
the employe’s last sickness and burial, 
not to exceed $100. 

3. Pay all compensation required un- 
der the act and at the time or times 
provided for therein. 

4. Pay such portion of the fees and 
arbitration expenses as is legally 
charged to the employer. 

5. Appear and defend in all matters 
affecting the insured under the act. 

Employe May Not Waive Rights 

The whole burden of the indemnity 
payments is placed upon the employer, 
and the law expressly provides that 
compensation due under the act shall 
not be reduced in any way by contribu- 
tion from employes. No employe can 
waive any of the provisions of this act 
in regard to the amount of compensa- 
tion payable thereunder. Neither is any 
contract by which it is contemplated to 
require the employe to bear a portion of 
the expense of any validity.

Henry S. Nollen, Vice-President of 
Equitable of Iowa, Shows How 
Iowa Companies Have Grown 





“The Growth of Life Insurance in 
Iowa” is the subject af a paper by Hen- 


ry S. Nollen, vice-president of the Equi- | 


table Life of Iowa, for the Iowa spe- 
cial number. Mr. Nollen gave a history 
of the business in Iowa as gleaned from 
the official reports of the state depart- 
ment and pointed out not only the 


growth of the business as a whole, - 
e | 


the prosperity of lowa companies. 
showed how the Iowa companies now 
write much more than a third of the 
lowa business as compared to one six- 
teenth of it forty years ago. His pa- 
per follows: 

The first annual report of the insur- 


ance department of the state of Lowa, | 
relating to life insurance, was published | 


in the year 1870. This contained re- 
views of the financial statements of 
companies at the close of the years 
1868 and 1869. At that time there*were 
sixty-five life insurance companies 
transacting business in lowa—only one 


of which was a home company, viz., | 
the Equitable Life Insurance Company | 


of Iowa, which had been organized 
Jan. 25, 1867. 
Pirst Official Insurance Report 
In this first official report attention 
was called to the great need of efficient 


laws which had at that time just been | 
adopted, and the absence of which, ac- | 


cording to the state official, interfered 
with the building of and material prog- 
tess of home companies. 


the state auditor, John A. Elliott, wrote 
the following words: 

“At the last session of the general 
assembly, the Equitable Life Insurance 





( In connec- | 
tion with the adoption of those laws, | 
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; Company of Iowa was among the most 
| urgent for the enactment of a law pro- 
| viding a proper official supervision of 
| insurance companies, and when the 
| present statute took effect, promptly 
complied with its provisions.” 

Deposit Law in First Code 


Among these laws was the well 

known “Iowa deposit law,” concern- 
ing which the auditor of state, in com- 
parison with the laws of other states, 
said: 
“The law of lowa is different in this 
respect. It requires each company or- 
ganized under it to deposit in this office 
securities recognized by law equal in 
| amount to its entire liability for all 
policies in force.” 

At that time the sole Iowa life com- 
pany was the only company to which 
that deposit clause applied. 

Business Written in Late Sixties 


It is interesting to note the amount 
of business transacted by companies at 
| that date. The largest amount of in- 
| surance was reported by the Mutual 
| Life of New York, which had in force 
| a little less than two hundred million 
| dollars of risks. The Connecticut Mu- 
tual was then a close second, with a lit- 
tle over one hundred and seventy-three 
millions. These were then the large 
companies of the country. The Iowa 
company had only just begun, so that 
practically all of the business in the 
state of lowa was transacted by com- 
panies of other states. 

Soon followed the years of financial 
depression, as a result of which a large 
number of companies ceased business, 
and the files of the Iowa department 
show a correspondingly steady reduc- 
tion in the number of companies which 
| were authorized to write business from 
year to year. 

Business Declined During 1873 Panic 
| During these early years, the reports 

do not contain a separate statement of 
| the amount of insurance in force in 
| Iowa, but some indication is given of 
| 





the magnitude of the business by the 
total amount of premiums reported, 
which in 1869 for all companies was 
$847,925. This increased somewhat the 
succeeding year, and in 1872 the amount 
is reported as $1,037,622. Then there 
followed a decline, which the state audi- 
tor in part accounted for by the general 
stringency of money. he financial 
panic throughout the country, which 
occurred in the early seventies, left its 
impression on the Iowa _ business. 
Somé new companies were formed, but 
others in greater number discontinued 
writing business, until the year 1883 the 
number transacting business in the 
state of Iowa had been reduced to 
twenty-four .foreign life companies and 
one home company. The insurance is- 
sued by the Iowa company in the year 
1883 was $347,590. The amount issued 
during the year by the twenty-four 
companies of other states was $9,314,- 
629. The amount in force in the home 
company was $1,857,176; and the 
amount in force in the other compa- 
nies $29,199,890. The cash premiums 
received by the home company were 
$61,259; by outside companies, $681,825. 
Advent of Assessment Associations 


This was the period during which 
organizations were being effected for 
the purpose of writing life insurance 
on the assessment plan, and a consider- 
able number of such associations of 
other states were gradually admitted 
and others organized in the state of 
Iowa. The business of the regular old 
line companies, however, continued 
steadily to grow. During the year 1890 
there were twenty-nine life companies 
operating in the state on the level pre- 
mium plan, four of which were Iowa 
companies. There were thirty-six mu- 
tual benefit assessment associations, of 
which nineteen were Iowa associations. 
Only compilations of the level premium 
business are readily available. The 
total amount of insurance written dur- 
ing the year 1890 in Iowa by the four 
home companies was $1,256,494; the 





amount written by the twenty-five com- 
panies of other states was $23,529,411; 
the amount of premiums received -by 
the home companies was $196,869, and 
by the companies of other states, 
$1,614,731. The total amount of insur- 
ance at the end of the year in force in 
the four lowa companies was $7,430,856, 
and in the twenty-five outside compa- 
nies $61,082,328. 
Old Line Iowa Companies Prosper 


During the next decade the Iowa 
business more than doubled. The com- 
panies organized under the laws of 
Iowa had increased to nine, and the 
total number writing business in the 
state was forty-two. Some of the lowa 
companies then in existence have since 
reinsured in other companies, and of 
these the four Iowa companies which 
still continue wrote in the year 1900, 
$2,989,448 of business; had in force 
$11,786,700, and collected in premiums 
$354,094. The thirty-eight other com- 
panies, including those lowa companies 
which have reinsured, wrote in 1900, 
$50,615,630; had in force $145,748,192, 
and collected premiums amounting to 
$4,296,943. 

Status of Life Business Today 

Ten years later there were operating 
under the level premium laws eleven 
home companies and thirty-seven com- 
panies of other states, including indus- 
trial business. The home companies is- 
sued $10,613,651; received premiums of 
$1,649,786, and had in force $54,149,252. 
The thirty-seven other companies is- 
sued $22,226,754; had in force $186,433,- 
328, and collected premiums amounting 
to $5,563,481, 

For the year 1913 the Iowa level pre- 
mium companies wrote $26,244,513 of 
new business; had in force at the end 
of the year $143,780,029, and collected 
in premiums $3,200,071. The level pre- 
mium companies of other states issued 
$48,703,421; had in force $264,611,234, 
and collected premiums amounting to 
$8,174,768. There are also eight assess- 
ment associations still writing life in-

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surance, half of which number are Iowa 
organizations. 

he foregoing records show that in 
the year 1872 the lowa companies had 
in force approximately one-sixteenth ot 
all the life insurance and received in 
premiums about one-twelfth of the total 
amount paid by lowa policyholders. 
Twenty years later the ratio of insur- 
ance and premiums received had 
changed to about one-ninth of the 
whole in the lowa companies. For 1913 
the lowa companies show new business 
issued and insurance in force in excess 
of one-third of the total business for 
the state; and, in general, the business 
indicates a very healthy growth.

important recommendations. It will be

ferred to the committee on resolutions. 
No Grievances Before Committee 

George W. Woodbury, chairman of 
the grievance committee, reported that 
no grievances had come before the 
body during the year. The presi- 
dent reported one case where a special 
agent transferred an agency, notified 
policyholders of the change and recom- 
mended to them that they renew the 
policies at expiration with the new 
agent. The special agent’s action was 
taken up with the company, which 
acknowledged that its representative 
had made a mistake and sent instruc- 
tions to its new agent not to solicit the 
renewals. 

Percy Webb of Sioux City, who sel- 
dom misses a meeting, had to send his 
regrets this time. C. F. Hildreth, presi- 
dent of the National association, also 
was obliged to decline an invitation to 
be present, because of a previous en- 
gagement in Pittsburgh. 

Report on Legislation 

__B. F. Kauffman, chairman of the leg- 
islative committee, reported that no ac- 
tive work had been done during the 
year, but that considerable general pre- 
liminary work had been accomplished, 
preparatory to the incoming of the new 
legislative committee. The creation of 
the office of insurance commissioner, 
separate from the state auditor’s office, 
necessitated the redrafting of the anti- 
discrimination bill prepared two years 
ago, and this was now being done. 

Charles M. Young, chairman of the 
committee on delegates to the national 
convention, strongly urged all fire 
agents who are in the casualty business 
to join the National Association of Cas- 
ualty & Surety Underwriters. 

All preliminary business being out 
of the way, President Montrose turned 
the meeting over to B. F. Kauffman, 
chairman of the program committee. 

The addresses of Messrs. Sampson 
and Van Campen at the morning ses- 
sion and that of Mr. Stubbs at the 
afternoon session will be found in other 
columns. 

Fire Marshal Roe Talks 

Following Mr. Stubbs, State Fire 
Marshal Ole O. Roe, was called upon. 
He said he was impressed with Mr. 
Stubbs’ speech. He had appreciated 
che cooperation between his department 
and the local and special agents of the 
state. Every town and city should have 
a real live local fire prevention associa- 
tion, organized by some insurance man 
who is more than an insurance agent 
in the narrow meaning of the term. In 
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spite of bad fires good fire prevention 
work is being done. Mr. Roe has just 
sent a circular to mayors, fire chiefs 
and town clerks urging special care to 
prevent barn fires, which usually are 
numerous in the summer, largely due 
to spontaneous combustion of fresh 


hay. 

* Efficacy of Lightning Rods 

While disclaiming to speak for the 
lightning rod men, Mr. Roe said that 
he was convinced that lightr*-~ rods 
well installed and well protected do 
prevent barn fires. Among more than 
six hundred barns that have burned in 
lowa in the past three years, only three 
were rodded and it was impossible to 
learn that the rods on them were prop- 
erly installed. 

r. Roe said that the prevention of 
fire and accident loss can come only 
through educating the peonle, especially 
the younger people. He snoke of the 
bad record of Sioux City and expressed 
satisfaction that the citizens there 
have waked up to the needs of the situ- 
ation and that the future is likely to be 
better. 

Carpenter Announces Meeting 

John D. Carpenter, state agent of the 
Queen, later announced that the com- 
mercial club and credit men of Sioux 
City were to hold a meeting on June 
17 and had invited the field men to be 
present. 

Several of the agents spoke infor- 
mally on questions of interest, from 
farm avencies to larve city brokers. 

H. W. Binder, chairman of the com- 
mittee on place of next meeting, re- 
ported and made a heart-to-heart talk 
and the unanimous arecentance of the 
report was a natural consequence. The 
resolution -and conclusions as reported 
by the committees were adopted unani- 
mously. 

In the absence of Howard P. Guiney, 
the new president, Vice-President Bev- 
erly B. Hobbs took charge of the meet- 
ing and put the motion to adjourn. 

Social Features 

The social features of the convention 
were highly enjoyable. On Tuesday 
evening Messrs. Witmer and Kauffman 
of Des Moines entertained a party of 
the early arrivals at dinner at the Des 
Moines Club, and on Wednesday eve- 
ning they again were hosts to another 
party at the same place. 

Many of the Des Moines local agents 
and field men have motor cars and they 
entertained their friends in small par- 
ties. 

Luncheon on Friday was served to 
all in attendance at the convention in 
one of the big dining rooms of the 
Savery, the Des Moines agents being 
the hosts. On Friday night the local 
agents and the field men who reside 
in Des Moines entertained the visiting 
crowd at the Shrine Temple. Lunch- 
eon was served and afterward a vaude- 
ville and athletic show was presented. 

Association Is Looking Up 

While but a handful of Iowa agents, 
comparatively speaking, have given at- 
tention to the state association, they are 
“part of the salt of the earth,” and their 
labors have borne fruit. The insurance 
business is in better shape in Iowa 
than when the first meeting was held 
in Des Moines in 1907. There are more 
high-grade agents in the state. The 
agents are exerting more influence and 
the prospect of their making the legis- 
lature listen to them has improved. 
The appointment of a farm agents com- 
mittee is likely to bring accessions to 
the membership from a large class of 
insurance men in Iowa who in the past 
have paid little attention to organiza- 
tion. Extension of the field of the as- 
sociation to include the casualty and 
surety business is sure to increase the 
interest of many agents. 

President Montrose has given a good 
administration, devoting much time and 
labor to the association. Mr. Guiney’s 
fine record as secretary insures a good 
administration the coming year. B. F. 
Kauffman of Des Moines continues as 
chairman of the legislative committee, 
whose work will be very important the 
coming winter.

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MEET PUBLIC FRANKLY 
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MUST CLEAR UP SUSPICIONS 
Stubbs Pleads With Iowa Agents to 
Work for Better Understanding 
Between Business and Public 





Lurton H. Stubbs of St. Joseph, Mo., 
a vice-president of the National asso- 
ciation, pleaded with the association to 
do more legislative work and secure 
more publicity for the business. He 
recommended frank discussions of rates 
between agents and property owners. 
Mr. Stubbs believes that the suspicions 
and distrust may be stamped out of the 
public mind by publicity and organized 
effort. He sees in insurance associa- 
tions a means of lifting the business to 
the plane where it belongs. He said in 

art: 

. Value of State Associations 

An association like this one must 
naturally stand for the upbuilding and 
betterment of the fire insurance busi- 
ness as a whole. It brings to each of 
you a better acquaintanceship of the 
other man in the business. It is taking 
you out beyond the portals of your 
daily routine of toil. You get a look 
behind the pile of papers on your desk; 
you are brought in contact with men in 
every department of the fire insurance 
business; it brings to those engaged in 
the business a feeling of fraternalism, 
and it is making of you a united work- 
ing force. It brings to each of you a 
new enthusiasm for the splendid busi- 
ness in which you are engaged, but 
above and beyond all this, it is bring- 
ing you in contact with the outside 
world. You are breaking down the 
barriers that seem to stand between the 
business of fire insurance, and the bal- 
ance of the business world. You are 
becoming better acquainted with the 
man on the other side of the street. 

Business Associations in all Lines 

This is a day of cooperation and a 
better understanding. between all busi- 
ness organizations. -You will find in ev- 
ery line of trade and profession, the 
splendid spirit of cooperation being 
manifested. Ministers, doctors, law- 
yers, governors, insurance commission- 
ers, attorney-generals, commercial 
clubs, credit men, manufacturers, mer- 
cantile establishments, the butcher, ba- 
ker, and the candlestick maker, are all 
organized and cooperating to make 
their business a bigger, better and 
broader business. F 
Organization Accomplishments in “St. Joe” 

Let me give you the experience of 
our own city, which will show what co- 
operation is doing. Insurance men gen- 
erally know the trouble there has been 
in the past with St. Joseph: business, 
and also know what a wonderful change 
has come over the daily reports from 
this city. 

About a year and a half ago I found 


my name among the list of nominees 
for a place on the directory of the Com- 
merce Club of St. Joseph. I went out 
and worked for it, and was elected. My 
first tilt with this organization was the 
appointment of an insurance commit- 
tee. The list of names contained not 
the name of a man in the insurance bus- 
iess, but was composed principally of 
merchants who had_ grievances, bad 
risks, and high rates. It was claimed 
that the merchants of St. Joseph felt 
that an insurance man on this commit- 
tee would be embarrassing and hamper 
the work, but they expected the insur- 
ance agents to support the club finan- 
cially. I talked cooperation and finally 
persuaded them to appoint two insur- 
ance men, but unfortunately this insur- 
ance committee could find nothing to 
do and held during the year but one 
meeting. At the last election I was re- 
elected, and having learned a few 
things during the year, I was first to 
get to the man who had the appoint- 
ment of the insurance committee, with 
the result that he appointed the right 
kind of committee, and today this com- 
mittee is one of the most active of the 
entire club. 

Improvement in Fire Protection 
This is what they have accomplished: 
First—They took up the question of 

the fire department making inspections 
throughout the entire city. This com- 
mittee appeared before the council and 
secured appropriation of $2,500 to carry 
on this work, it being claimed rightfully 
by the chief of the fire department that 
his stations were undermanned, and ad- 
ditional men would be necessary. These 
inspectors are now performing their 
duties, and are working harmoniously, 
and in conjunction with Mr. MacBeth, 
the inspector employed by the com- 
panies. 

Next—This committee, working with 
the chief, secured an appropriation for 
two auto fire trucks. 

Next, they took up the recommenda- 
tion of the underwriters report on our 
waterworks, and now have a letter on 
file from the water company agreeing to 
follow practically every recommenda- 
tion made in this report, two of the 
principal ones being to install a 30-inch 
main from the reservoirs to the city, a 
distance of over two miles, and to make 
the pumping station more nearly fire- 
proof. 

Lower Rates in Prospect 

With these improvements, and others 
contemplated, they are preparing 
to take up the question with the Mis- 
souri Inspection Bureau, of reducing 
the city from the two and one-half class 
to a city of the second class, and I have 
enough confidence in the fairness of 
this bureau to feel that the request will 
be met favorably. This committee, 
through investigation, found that the 
recommendations made by the rating 
bureau are reasonable, and based on 
sound business principles, and are just 
as much for the protection of our citi- 





zens and their property as they are for 





the protection of the insurance com- 
panies. 

It is along the line of a better under- 
standing with the other man in_ his 
business, and a better acquaintanceship 
with the other man and you and your 
chosen profession that I wish to talk. 

Reciprocity With Other Organizations 

I truly and sincerely believe it is 
through the carefully planned and well 
executed efforts of just such associa- 
tions as this that we must look for the 
salvation of our business. Therefore, 
let us organize our clubs and our asso- 
ciations, and inaugurate throughout the 
country a system of reciprocity pro- 
grams with other clubs. It has already 
been tried, with wonderful success, with 
the credit men’s association, so why not 
follow up the good work? Let us go 
into every branch of trade and tell them 
our side of the question. Let us invite 
them to come to us and tell us of their 
business, and ask them to criticize, and 
to help us put our business on a better 
and more satisfactory basis. Let us go 
to every commercial club in the coun- 
try, and plead with them for the conser- 
vation of their property from the rav- 
ages of fire, which means the conserva- 
tion of the lives of men, women and 
little childre#f, and a reduction of their 
insurance cost. Let us join hands in 
the great battle that is being fought for 
“Safety First.” 

See Law Makers Early and Often 

Let us go in an organized and intelli- 
gent manner to the lawmakers, and tell 
them what kind of laws we should have 
on our statute books, and why we 
should have them. I know of nothing 
there is to hide or conceal regarding 
our business, and it seems to me we 
have too long hid our light under a 
bushel. As a rule, you will find our 
lawmakers are just as anxious to do the 
fair thing for their constituents as we 
are, but let us not overlook the one 
great fact that they feel they have a 
duty to perform; that they have ambi- 
tion just the same as you and I have, 
and if we neglect our opportunity to as- 
sist and guide them, the fault is more 
with us than it is with them. I fancy 
perhaps we have neglected our own op- 
portunity to a very great extent. It 
seems to be the universal practice 
among insurance men to wait until the 
last minute, and then rush pell-mell in 
loud protest at some vicious piece of 
legislation, and at the same time ex- 
pecting one or two men to influence an 
entire state in its well defined plan of 
action. 

Agents and Companies Cooperate 

What we need is more constructive 
work, and less of the destructive. Lo- 
cal agents should not try to influence 
legislative matters for their own pecun- 
iary benefit. They should consult and 
work hand in hand with the companies 
and-the people in having practical and 

sane laws passed. 

A prominent official of my own state 

said to me recently, “The great trouble

little interest in the framing and mak- 
ing of laws. You wait until some legis- 
lator with a grievance starts something, 
and by the time you appear upon the 
scene, he has the entire working ma- 
chinery of the lawmakers back of him, 
and he usually puts it over, and too of- 
ten it works hardships on the man who 
buys, and the man who sells insurance.” 

It seems to me what this public of- 
ficial said is very true, and that when 
we go to the legislators and ask them 
to pass a law, we should have back of 
us the right kind of support, and it is 
for that reason that I am urging organi- 
zation of the companies, the office men, 
and the local agents, into one great 
body of working, thinking, reasonable 
men, who will have back of them a har- 
monious working unit. 

Publicity Great Need of Day 

What our business needs is publicity. 
Many people engaged in our business 
today feel and realize with a wonderful 
sense of relief, if we but follow up our 
work of cooperation and organization, 
we will soon enter a new era, and a new 
acquaintanceship with the public, if you 
will, This new order of things will 
make our calling a recognized profes- 
sion, as it should be. This wonderful 
change, that is developing so rapidly, is 
caused by what? Publicity. That’s 
what our business needs—publicity, the 
kind of publicity that will bring out that 
which is bad and make it good, that 
which is weak and make it strong, that 
which is good and make it better. This 
publicity will bring forth so much that 
is good in our business and so little 
that is bad, that the public will quickly 
awaken to the fact that in reality we 
are “more sinned against than _ sin- 
ning.” 

Agents Wot Not What They Do 

If the local agents throughout the 
United States could only be made to 
fully realize the importance of their oc- 
cupation, the magnitude of the business 
in which they are engaged, and the ab- 
solute dependency of the entire busi- 
ness and social world upon the financial 
backing of the contracts of indemnity 
furnished by the great fire insurance 
companies that you and I have the 
honor to represent—I say, if they real- 
ized this, more associations of this kind 
would be formed, and working hand in 
hand, shoulder to shoulder with the 
companies we represent, our business 
would indeed soon be recognized as 
one requiring the highest of business 
efficiency to conduct. 

But we local agents are so accus- 
tomed to signing our names to insur- 
forget, I am 
posi- 
tions. We should at all times remem- 
ber the companies we represent have 
placed their confidence in us—that any 
act of ours reflects upon them and our 
business, and forms public opinion; that 
our signature to their contracts means 
that every dollar of that company’s as- 
sets is back of our business judgment. 
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ber that we are representing companies 
whose assets amount to millions and 
millions—that we have the power to ob- 
ligate these remarkable institutions, by 
our mere signature, for thousands and 
thousands of dollars, we ought to know 
the responsibility of our positions, feel 
proud of our trust, and in no way be- 
tray their confidence. 
Business Men Are Interested 

The fact that business men through- 
out the country are greatly interested in 
the cost of insurance and our national 
fire waste, shows most conclusively 
there is a problem in fire insurance 
matters to be solved, but the proper 
method of solution and the correct ans- 
wer is a debatable question. We must 
all remember it is a big, vital and im- 
portant business proposition we have 
before us, and no mistake should be 
made in its solution, for it affects the 
cost of living of every citizen in this 
great and wonderful country. 

Too Much Suspicion and Ill Will 

But it seems a dangerous and diffi- 
cult undertaking for any one to offer a 
solution, for we unfortunately find 
merchants, manufacturers and property 
owners on one side, and the insurance 
companies on the other side, with prac- 
tically no interchange of ideas, no 
more acquaintance than the mere pass- 
ing of premium and policy, both sides 


' standing like children, with a chip on 


their shoulders, ready to fight at the 
drop of a hat, and each calling the oth- 
er bad names—the policyholders 
claiming the insurance companies want 
to rob them on rates, cheat them on ad- 
justments, or paying large and unrea- 
sonable profits to their stockholders, 
and creating useless and exorbitant ex- 
pense accounts. 
What the Companies Think 

On the other side the insurance com- 
panies believe that it is the indifference, 
carelessness, and what has been called 
by many—absolute criminal negligence 
of the merchant and manufacturer that 
is responsible for the frightful and un- 
necessary fire waste; that claims for 
losses are unjust, unreasonable and in 
many instances of doubtful integrity. 
Add to this situation the general feel- 
ing that insurance is only a necessary 
evil; the insurance agent an object of 
charity and a nerve-racking pest, and 
you have the insurance situation in a 
nutshell. 

Just as soon as the insuring public 
and the insurance companies have been 


properly introduced; are well enough 


acquainted to recognize each other; 
smile, shake hands, and then sit down 
and talk in a common sense, business 
like manner, man to man, each consid- 
ering the rights of the other, then, and 
only then, will the perplexing problem 
be satisfactorily solved to ail interests 
concerned, 
High Class Business 

IT know of no business which is con- 
ducted on a fairer or higher basis than 
the business of fire insurance. I know 
of no business which meets its obliga- 
tions more promptly and equitably than 
the great fire insurance companies meet 
theirs. I know of no business which is 
conducted by men of higher standing, 
intellectually, financially and morally, 
than the officials of our great fire insur- 
ance companies. Yet, we deal with a 
selfish and prejudiced public, who un- 
justly look upon our business with dis- 
trust and suspicion. What’s the matter 
with us? I tell you it is the lack of 
proper organization and education. 

Importance of Insurance Business 

Let me further impress upon you that 
fire insurance is a business which must 
be conducted by a master mind. This 
fact is easily proven when we stop to 
consider there are less than three hun- 
dred stock fire insurance companies do- 
ing business today out of the thousands 
and thousands that have been launched 
upon this treacherous and troubled sea 
of business. Compare, if you will, this 
number with any other line of business 





of the same magnitude; then think for a 
moment that out of this three hundred, 
one-third of them are practically back- 
ing the entire financial credit of every 
class of business; that without fire in- 
surance, municipalities could not exist, 
large factories would not be established, 
homes to shelter us would not be built, 
and farmers would be living in sod 
houses, tilling the soil with a crooked 
stick. 

Man-Made Laws “Aft Gang Aglie” 

Another serious handicap in our busi- 
ness is that low and despicable crim- 
inal, “the fire bug,” who spreads his 
gasoline and kerosene, and plys his 
torch without regard for life or prop- 
erty, who leads a life of skulking ease, 
with no fear from the iron hand of the 
law. These are things insurance men 
have known and fought unsuccessfully 
for years. We have been telling the 
public about it, but they have ears that 
hear not, and eyes that see not. The 
lawmakers have made laws to protect 
the public from what they term the 
crooked methods of insurance com- 
panies, but what have these laws done? 
Like most man-made laws they have 
done what they were least expected to 
do. They permit the fire bugs to work 
undisturbed, and have provided an easy 
path for him to collect his crooked and 
dishonest loss. Business men are 
awakening to the fact that they are pay- 
ing the final bill. They realize that in- 
surance companies are not charitable 
institutions, but are business establish- 
ments the same as theirs, conducted 
for the identical reason theirs is con- 
ducted, which is for the profit to their 
stockholders. 

Unjustly Blamed for Evils 

You will find the country over the 
daily papers, weekly publications and 
monthly magazines, are keenly inter- 
ested in the great problem of fire waste. 
They realize with astonishment that 
not only are immense values being re- 
duced to ashes daily, but the lives of 
our men and women and children are 
also required to pay this dreadful toll. 
Now that they are brought face to face 
with this alarming development, they 
have commenced their cry for reform. 
Like most reforms that are started, 
however, they commence the reform in 
the wrong place. Public officials who 
have been sitting idly by, watching 
crooked fires and seeing dishonest peo- 
ple collect their claims, have suddenly 
awakened to the fact that an enlight- 
ened public will no longer allow this 
frightful condition to exist. They see 
the handwriting on the wall. To hide 
their shame and criminal negligence, 
they also denounce the insurance com- 





panies in a loud voice, accuse them of 
being the seat of evil,. claiming they 
want and encourage criminal fires. 
That’s the rankest kind of misrepresent- 
ation. It is neither founded on facts 
nor proven by experience. What’s the 
matter with us? Let me tell you we are 
sitting idly by and letting the public be 
filled with this rotten rubbish, and are 
in nowise protesting, when we know it 
is wrong in theory and in practice. 

With publicity comes our great op- 
portunity to spread the gospel of fire 
prevention, and it should be carried not 
only into the larger cities, but into ev- 
ery home, hamlet, village and town, and 
the ones to carry this message to the 
people are the fire insurance men, and 
that’s a duty we owe to our citizenship, 
to our companies, and to our God.

powerful hands. It is important to us 
to give a share of the business to the 
small company, which may have just as 
much relative strength as the large one. 
Our fight is against too powerful cen- 
tralization among underwriters. We 
must assert and maintain our own 
rights. Casualty commissions have 
been reduced, and perhaps justly. It 
may be possible a movement will be 
started to reduce fire commissions. 
Would that be just, and should you sub- 
mit to it? Are you in a position to forci- 
bly oppose these movements without 
cooperation, without a state association, 

and a strong national organization? 
Awakening to Responsibility Needed 
I believe the trouble heretofore prin- 
cipally, especially in Iowa, has been 
that the troubles and the cures accom- 
plished have seemed to the average 
agent far off and that his assistance has 
not been needed, and that a certain few 
have done most of the work, realizing 
the need. I believe that one of the prin- 
cipal purposes of this convention is to 
make those agents present realize the 
necessity of doing everything they pos- 
sibly can to help organize and develop 
our defence and to make them realize 
that they have their part in the work. 
Parm and Banker Agents in Need 
We need the farm agents in Iowa, 
and we need the banker agents, and I 
hope both of these classes of agents 
will realize that they owe their part in 
working out the general salvation of the 
insurance business and that they should 
not leave it all to a certain few agents 
in the larger cities in the state. I be- 
lieve that the farm agents need the pro- 
tection of the National association on 
ownership of expirations in case of

change of agency or reinsurance of a 
company, far more than the town 
agents do. 
Cooperative Legislative Work 

There is one very immediate need for 
organization and cooperation in Iowa, 
and that is legislation. I am aware that 
many agents hesitate to approach mem- 
bers of the legislature, or to interview 
them during a session, for fear that 
they might be considered lobbyists. I 
have no use for a professional lobbyist, 
but it surely would not make a man a 
lobbyist if he should realize the need 
of proper legislation and had plenty of 
evidence that unless some one should 
bestir himself, the members of the leg- 
islature would not do justice to the 
matter, and perhaps would not have all 
the information which they should 
have. 

Results of Hesitancy 


I believe that it is just this hesitancy 
which has made it possible that we 
have on our statute books certain laws 
at present, and that certain laws have 
not been passed which should have 
been passed. I believe that it is the 
duty of every conscientious insurance 
agent to demand proper consideration 
of the business in which he is engaged 
and the other business interests which 
are closely tied up therewith. The in- 
surance agent is the one to whom such 
legislation ought to be referred in order 
to be sure that all interests concerned 
are given proper consideration. 

Legislative Path Is Thorny 

I was talking with a recent member 
of the legislature the other day, and he 
agreed with me fully that insurance 
legislation could be entrusted more 
safely to the insurance agent than to 
any other one interest. In reality, we 
have had to fight for the little which 
we have won in the way of laws in the 
state of Iowa. We have had our inter- 
ests subjected to political influences, to 
party tradings and to personal ambi- 
tions of members of the legislature. It 
must be acknowledged that it is diffi- 
cult to obtain proper consideration for 
a question on its merits. 

Agents Treated With Contempt 


In my own experience in the last few 
years with our own house of represent- 
atives, a chairman of one of the most 
important committees has treated with- 
out consideration, and practically re- 
fused a hearing to, agents who were 
the specially authorized representatives 
of our state association. If we are not 
given an opportunity to be heard in the 
regular channels, I believe we should 
insist upon the right of a hearing on 
the floor of our legislature. There must 
be a change of sentiment along these 
lines or our legislature will become 
even more of a political caricature, and 
will bring retribution upon itself for 
not accomplishing the real business pur- 
pose for which it was intended. 

Kentucky Trouble May Be Repeated 

Through just such conditions Mis- 
souri was very recently, and Kentucky 
is now, without anywhere near ade- 
quate insurance protection. Mr. Stubbs 
can tell you that it was the fault of one 
lone insurance agent from Kansas City 
that the radical law was passed in Mis- 
souri something over a year ago which 
caused so much trouble. If the insur- 
ance agents in this state had taken the 
interest which they should have taken 
at the time the Blanchard law was 
passed I have no doubt that that piece 
of legislation could have been pre- 
vented. It may be too much to think 
of accomplishing in the near future to 


| repeal that law, but if not, we can at 


the next session see that certain laws 
are passed which should be passed in 
order to enable us to give proper pro- 
tection to the public and make our busi- 
ness one deserving some respect. 

Ten Vice-Presidents Suggested ; 

I would like to suggest consideration 
at this convention of an amendment to 
our bylaws, providing for, say ten vice- 
presidents, one for each section of the 
state into which the state would nat- 
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urally divide itself, so that one city in 
each such section would be the center 
and could act as a rallying point. By 
this means the association could hold 
each such vice-president responsible for 
his section. This plan of organization I 
believe could be made use of to good 
advantage, especially in anticipation of 
the next session of the legislature. 
These vice-presidents would cooperate 
with our general legislative committee, 
which committee should have charge 
and oversight of all bills presented to 
the legislature and the handling of 
them. 
To Consider Cagualty Questions 

Another amendment which our secre- 
tary was instructed by the executive 
committee at its last meeting to draw 
up and present at this convention is the 
change of name to Iowa Association of 
Insurance Agents in order to conform 
to the changed name of the National 
association as a result of the casualty 
movement during the last year. 

The state association was _ repre- 
sented at the national convention last 
fall at Cincinnati, and at the casualty 
meeting held at the same time, by four 
agents, Messrs. Guiney of Sioux City, 
Young of Waterloo, our secretary and 
your president. We attended the cas- 
ualty meeting in addition to the fire 
meetings. The principal impression 
obtained at the casualty meeting was 
that of the intense interest and serious- 
ness of those present. There were 
some fifty agents from all parts of this 
country who had been interested and 
gathered together in a very short time. 

What Was Accomplished 

It is needless for me to mention at 
this time the results of that movement, 
the principal one of which was to save 
5 per cent commission to every casualty 
agent in this state on different kinds of 
liability insurance other than employ- 
ers’ liability. The National Association 
of Insurance Agents is now giving a 
part of their Agency Bulletin, and will 
give part of the coming annual conven- 
tion in Minneapolis next August to cas- 
ualty interests. The casualty and sure- 
ty association itself has not yet united 
with our National Association of In- 
surance Agents, but they are cooperat- 
ing, and the whole proposition will be 
worked out to the best advantage of all 
interests in the future, and is in safe 
and wise hands. 

State Casualty Association Impractical 

This same casualty association is 
planning to have its own annual con- 
vention at White Sulphur Springs dur- 
ing the week of Sept. 21. It does not 
seem that a separate casualty and sure- 
ty association could be formed to ad- 
vantage in this state, and I believe that 
we should give full and proper atten- 
tion to all these interests and develop 
them as much as possible. This casual- 
ty association has made certain quar- 
ters realize that if any reduction is 
made in their commission the three in- 
terests of stockholders, home office 
management and agents, should each 
stand a proportionate share of such re- 





duction. The fight for this principle 
has already been won and will not be 
needed to be fought over again for any 
other line of insurance. 

Each Tub on Its Own Bottom 

Another point brought out in this 
movement is that each line of insurance 
should be responsible for its own re- 
serves for losses and that, such reserves 
should be estimated on adequate rates 
and not on any cutrate at which a com- 
pany might write a risk. 

I cannot help but call attention to 
that meeting of Dec. 1, in Chicago, as 
it seems to me as if it were an epoch- 
making meeting, when the three inter- 
ests of state insurance commissioners, 
home office management and agency 
representation were all represented in 
working out together the questions con- 
sidered at that time. I understand that 
this was probably the first meeting of 
its kind ever held in this country, and 
I hope there will be many more of 
them. 

Commissioners as Family Physicians 

A lesson which impressed itself upen 
me at Cincinnati was that the remedy 
for many of our problems is to be ac- 
complished only through our insurance 
commissioners. The companies and 
the agents are both helpless on certain 
questions. The national body of insur- 
ance commissioners holds several meet- 
ings each year and discusses ways and 
means on propositions in which we are 
vitally interested. The insurance ccm- 
missioners of certain states have al- 
ready assumed authority to demand 
certain things which were not literally 
comprised in the laws of their states. 
We believe, generally, their reason for 
such action has been that they consid- 
ered it necessary for the protectivn of 
the rights of their citizens. 

Several commissioners have felt that 
they should not allow companies to 
write insurance in their own states ai 
less than cost, should not allew them 
to discriminate or rebate, and one com- 
missioner has even goue seo far as to 
raise the question whether he should 
allow an insurance company to do busi- 
ness in his state and coilect premiums 
from his people which might be writing 
business in any other state at less than 
cost, as the inference would be that that 
company might be making up its losses 
in some other state ont of the pockets 
cf the citizens of his state. 

Agents Can Back Up Commissioners 

I believe that it is our duty to foster 
such views, as it can be only a question 
of a few years before full recognition 
of such obligations will be fully recog- 
rized even by the general public. It is 
in your power to hasten this day, and if 
any part of the country needs such 
missionery work, it is our state of Lowa. 
I would have greatly enjoyed my year 
of office if I could have felt free to have 
accomplished something along this line 
and to have made it possible for the 
laws which we have on our statute 
books now, to be more fully enforced. 
I believe that a good time is coming in 








Iowa when our business will be on a 
much higher plane, and the conscien- 
tious agent who desires to give service 
can be in a position to do so with some 
degree of justice to all concerned. I 
believe also that a majority Of the ia- 
suring public will have more respect 
and confidence in us also under such 
conditions, and will feel that their busi- 
ness is being handled with considera- 
tion for its merits and not for the com- 
mission only. 
Fire Prevention Work Necessary 

Our extravagant fire waste in this 
country seems to continue unabated. 
The record so far in Iowa is even worse 
than ever. -Allow me to remind you 
again that the conditions in Iowa cities 
making the larger losses possible are 
the fault of the agent, at least as much 
as of any other interest. The recent 
record of the fires in Sioux City has 
reached a point which threatens the 
business of the agents and may easily 
cause the agents alarm as to whether 
they may have sufficient company rep- 
resentation to transact their business 
and to take care of the business inter- 
ests of that city. Even our own city of 
Des Moines is in critical ocndition. State 
Fire Marshal Roe has already called 
attention to these conditions. He says 
in his last report, “I am firmly of the 
opinion that the state should by law 
provide certain maximum requirements 
as to the construction of buildings 
within the fire limits of any particular 
municipality.” He makes some very 
practical recommendations. Is it not 
the duty of every agent to see that 
some such laws are put on the statute 
books? 

Duty Agents Owe Themselves 

I cannot help but feel that the ma- 
jority of the Iowa agents are ready to 
do everything they possibly can to as- 
sist in the working out of our salvation, 
and that practically all they need is to 
be given some definite duty. My expe- 
rience during this last year as president 
of the association has shown me that 
every agent called upon has been will- 
ing and glad to do whatever he could. 
It seems to me, therefore, rather pitiful 
that so many of the agents should feel 
that they do not need our state organi- 
zation, that they do not need to meet 
once a year at our annual convention 
and that they do not need to make ev- 
ery effort possible to enlighten the pub- 
lib as to the principles of our business 
even to the uttermost detail and that 
they do not need the assistance of their 
brother insurance agent and his coop- 
eration and that they do not need to 
have their own rough corners polished 
off by social intercourse with other 
agents. It may be that your associa- 
tion is waiting for some Moses to lead 
them out of the wilderness and on to 
victory, but I earnestly hope that each 
and every agent will not wait for such 
a leader, but will consider that it is his 
own duty to foster the business as a 
whole for the entire state and not as a 
local proposition.

ports that E. H. English will be se- 
lected. Mr. English was one time state 
printer and has published papers at Val- 
ley Junction and Mason City. He has 
never been identified with insurance af- 
fairs in any active way. Mr. Sampson’s 
speech betore Iowa agents last Friday 
showing his intimate knowledge of the 
workmen’s compensation law, caused 
him to be talked of as good timber. 

The Iowa law creating a separate in- 
surance department is in a complex 
condition. The law creates the de- 
partment upon Jan. 1. An attempt was 
made to amend the act with the result 
that the law becomes effective July 1 
while the statute provides that the turn- 
ing over of the securities and records 
shall not take place until Jan. 1. Hence 
it looks as if Iowa will have its insur- 
ance business conducted the remaining 
six months of the year by both the 
auditor and an insurance commissioner. 

It is stated that the appointment 
which is made at this time will need to 
be confirmed by the Iowa senate, which 
will be in session next January. 


Des Moines, June 17—(Special)— 
Protests against the appointment of 
Emory H. English to be insurance 
commissioner for Iowa will be filed be- 
fore Governor Clarke upon his return 
to this city from the G. A. R. encamp- 
ment at Burlington. Insurance men 
headed by ex-Governor Carroll, presi- 
dent of the Provident Life, ex-Governor 
Jackson and Sidney A. Foster of the 
Royal Union Life and George G. Hunt- 
er, formerly actively associated with 
the Hawkeye & Des Moines Fire, are 
leading the movement, while it is said 
that liability men are expected to join. 
The protest is based upon Mr. English’s 
lack of experience in insurance matters. 
The gentlemen named are urging the 
appointment of J. L. Bleakly.
